SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS 

To  His  Honor  the   Mayor   and    the    Board   of   Aldermen    of    the    city    of 
Manchester,  N.  H. 

Gentlemen  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Buildings  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

In  submitting  and  before  entering  upon  the  detail  part  of  this  report,  I 
will,  as  has  been  my  custom,  call  to  your  attention  as  briefly  as  possible  a 
few  of  the  changes  and  improvements  made  in  the  school  buildings  and 
other  public  buildings  of  the  city. 

At  the  Amoskeag  School  the  fence  around  the  yard  was  repaired,  and 
the  arch  over  the  entrance  was  rebuilt. 

At  the  Ash  Street  School  new  covering  was  put  on  and  portions  of  the 
brick  work  relaid,  new  stairtreads  were  put  on,  repairs  made  to  the  fire- 
escapes,  and  new  electric  lights  installed.  Some  new  shelving  was  put  up, 
a  gas  stove  was  connected,  boiler  grates  were  repaired  and  the  steam 
radiation  extended.  Some  plastering  was  done  in  the  basement,  and  ex- 
tensive repairs  were  made  to  the  roof  and  the  roof  recovered.  A  new 
smoke  pipe  was  made  and  put  on,  and  the  entire  building  was  painted  on 
the  outside. 

At  the  Bakersville  School  a  basketball  court  was  constructed,  a  set  of 
sliding  doors  was  rebuilt,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  repairs  was  done 
to  the  plumbing.  Some  of  the  electric  wiring  was  renewed,  and  the 
greater  part  of  the  interior  walls  and  woodwork  was  refinished. 

At  the  Chandler  School  the  work  of  rebuilding  the  gutters,  rain  leaders, 
repairing  roof,  etc.,  was  started  late  in  November  but  not  completed  in 
this  year.  The  cost  of  the  work  to  Dec.  31  is  shown  elsewhere  in  this  re- 
port. 

At  the  Franklin  Street  School  a  new  basketball  court  was  constructed, 
new  floors  were  laid  in  two  rooms  in    the   basement,    a    new    door    check 
was  put  on,  metal  covered  doors  were  recovered  and  a  new  telephone  bat- 
tery was  installed.  '' 
tery  was  installed. 

New  bells  and  lights  were  installed  at  the  Goffs  Falls  School. 

At  the  Hallsville  School  the  work  of  finishing  off  additional  rooms  was 
completed  this  year. 

Additions  and  alterations  were  made  to    the    building,    a    new    heating 
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plant  was  installed,  a  new  sewer  laid,  a  change  was  made  in  the  lights 
and  bells  service,  new  lights  were  put  in  the  N.  E.  corner  room  of  base- 
ment and  some  concreting  done  in  yard  around  boiler  room. 

At  the  Harvey  District  School  new  cupboards  were  built  and  the  roof 
of  the  Portable  School  building  was  painted. 

At  the  Old  High  School  the  work  of  repairing  the  roof  and  rebuilding 
the  gutters,  etc.,  was  started  late  in  the  fall  of  this  year  and  not  com- 
pleted at  the  closing  of  same.  Three  additional  rooms  were  constructed 
complete  in  the  Assembly  Hall,  including  lights,  heat,  etc.  New  lights 
were  installed  in  the  cooking  room  in  the  basement.  The  arch  over  the 
Northeast  entrance  door  was  relaid. 

At  the  Lincoln  Street  School  doors  were  constructed  in  place  of  the 
windows  leading  to  fire-escapes,  lights  were  installed  at  exits,  the  greater 
part  of  the  interior  was  painted,  and  the  brick  work  around  boiler  was 
relaid. 

The  old  Manual  Training  Building  was  altered  into  offices  for  the 
School  Department.  The  whole  interior  was  altered,  new  partitions  built, 
new  floors  laid,  steel  ceilings  put  on,  new  water  closet,  sink,  lavatory,  etc., 
installed.  A  fire  proof  vault,  bookroom,  cupboards,  and  coal  bin  were 
built.  Changes  were  made  in  the  heating  plant;  a  new  boiler  installed.  A 
new  storm  porch  and  vestibule  were  built,  the  roof  recovered  with  as- 
phalt shingles,  and  a  metal  wall  cap  put  on. 

At  the  Alaynard  School  the  skylight  was  altered,  new  blackboards  in- 
stalled in  the  basement  and  the  roof  repaired. 

At  the  North  Main  Street  School  new  coils  were  put  in  and  the  radia- 
tion extended  in  the  basement,  and  the  boiler  was  retubed. 

At  the  Practical  Arts  High  School  the  shower  baths  were  water 
proofed,  the  location  of  sink  changed,  and  the  rear  exit  door  altered. 

At  the  Pearl  Street  School  the  work  of  rebuilding  the  gutters  and  re- 
pairing the  roof  was  started  in  the  late  fall  of  this  year  but  not  com- 
pleted. 

At  the  Spring  Street  School  coils  were  put  in  and  the  radiation  extend- 
ed in  two  rooms  on  the  second  floor.  A  retaining  wall  was  built  on  the 
west  and  south  side  in  the  yard. 

At  the  Stark  School  the  building  was  painted  on  the  outside,  the  chim- 
ney rebuilt  and  a  portion  of  the  brick  wall  at  the  northwest  corner  was 
relaid. 

At  the  Varney  School  a  basketball  court  was  constructed,  new  lights  in- 
stalled in  the  manual  training  room  and  overhead  coils  erected  in  the 
basement. 

At  the  West  Side  High  School  a  considerable  amount  of  electrical 
work  was  done  and  new  grates  were  placed  in  the  boiler. 

Several  new  windows  were  made  and  the  blackboards  and  outside  doors 
were  painted  at  the  Weston  School. 
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At  the  Webster  School  the  work  of  constructing  two  additional  rooms 
on  the  first  floor  started  late  in  1924  was  completed  in  this  year.  The 
radiation  was  extended  in  two  rooms  on  the  first  and  second  floor.  New 
lights  were  put  in  the  manual  training  room.  The  building  was  painted 
outside  and  the  coving  and  roof  repaired. 

At  the  Wilson  Street  School  a  new  drinking  fountain  was  installed, 
new  radiation  was  placed  in  the  boys'  toilet,  additional  lights  were  placed 
in  the  manual  training  room,  and  a  new  bulkhead  was  built. 

At  the  Youngsville  School  new  bulletin  boards  were  made,  several  new 
lights  installed,  a  runway  to  coal  bin  was  built,  and  some  grading  done 
with  cinders. 

At  the  Central  Fire  Station  the  interiors  of  Engine  1  and  4  and  Truck 
1  were  painted.  Some  plastering  was  done  in  Truck  1  and  Engine  4.  A 
considerable  amount  of  plumbing  repairs  w^ere  made,  and  repairs  were 
made  on  the  air  compressor. 

A  new  hot  water  heater  was  installed  at  the  Fire  King  Engine  2,  and  at 
Engine  5,  Webster  Street,  the  bulkhead  w^as  rebuilt. 

At  the  Fulton  Engine  6  new  floors  were  laid  in  the  machine  room  and 
a  screen  door  and  window  screens  were  made. 

At  Engine  7,  Somerville  Street,  one  of  the  large  doors  was  rebuilt, 
changes  were  made  in  the  water  piping,  and  a  considerable  amount  of 
work  was  done  in  repairing  the  roof  and  flashings  and  rebuilding  the 
chimnej'. 

At  Engine  8,  Maple  Street,  the  piazza  roof  was  altered,  the  main  roof 
reslated  and  the  rain  leaders  and  gutters  repaired. 

At  Hose  3,  South  Manchester,  changes  were  made  in  the  heating  plan, 
a  boiler  was  taken  from  the  Youngsville  School  and  installed  in  place  of 
the  old  one,  a  new  shower  bath  was  put  in,  new  lights  placed  in  the  base- 
ment and  a  portion  of  the  chimney  rebuilt. 

At  Truck  8,  South  Main  Street,  a  new  large  door  was  built  and  new 
boiler  grates  put  in. 

At  the  City  Hall  a  new  floor  was  laid  in  the  lower  corridor,  a  grano- 
lythic  floor  was  laid  at  the  entrance,  the  office  formerly  occupied  by  the 
School  Department  was  altered  for  an  office  for  the  Tax  Collector,  and 
a  new  vault  was  built  for  same  extending  to  the  basement.  The  oflice 
formerly  occupied  by  the  City  Messenger  was  altered  to  be  used  by  the 
Registrars.  A  radiator  was  changed  in  the  Treasurer's  Office,  the  hall 
and  corridors  were  painted,  also  the  walls  and  finish  in  the  City  Clerks 
office  was  painted  and  varnished.  "The  brick  wall  on  the  boiler  was  relaid 
and  the  plastering  was  patched  at  the  stairway. 

At  the  City  Scales  alterations  w^ere  made  and  an  addition  16  x  16  was 
built  for  an  office  for  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Pleasures. 

At  the  City  Farm  the  portion  of  the  frame  remaining  in  the  ruins  of 
the  barn  was  taken  down  to  the  first  floor  and  the  cellar  covered. 
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At  the  new  City  Hospital  the  work  of  rebuilding  the  ice  chest  was 
completed  the  first  part  of  the  year.  New  outside  windows  and  screens 
were  made,  new  grates  were  placed  in  the  boiler,  shower  baths  were  in- 
stalled, some  of  the  electric  wiring  was  changed  and  new  lights  installed, 
the  brick  work  around  the  windows  and  doors  painted  up  and  repaired, 
the  buildings  were  painted  inside  and  out,  and  the  tile  roofing  on  all  the 
l)ui]dings  renewed. 

.At  the  I'olice  Station  some  new  cupboards  were  built,  a  new  window 
was  put  in,  the  horse  stalls  were  removed  and  the  floor  concreted. 
Changes  were  made  in  the  water  piping,  the  interior  of  the  machine  room 
was  painted,  and  a  portion  of  the  brick  work  on  the  east  side  of  the 
prison  part  was  relaid. 

At  the  Public  Comfort  a  new  fan  was  installed,  the  heater  repaired  and 
a  new  smoke  pipe  put  on. 

Some  grading  and  concreting  was  done  at  the  Hallsville,  Old  High, 
Manual  Training  and  Youngsville  School,  and  at  Engine  5,  Webster 
Street. 

On  the  following  pages  of  this  report  will  be  found  a  financial  state- 
ment of  the  expenditures  of  this  department,  and  summary  tables  show- 
ing the  cost  of  different  classes  of  work  for  repairs,  new  work  and  im- 
provements and  miscellaneous  expenditures.  Also  an  inventory  of  office 
equipment,  and  of  machinery,  tools  and  equipment  at  the  department 
work  shop,  and  a  list  of  all  the  public  buildings  and  places  and  location 
of  same  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  department  as  pertains  to  repairs. 
Also  a  record  of  building  operations  for  the  year. 

Tables  No.  1  and  3  show  the  cost  of  various  classes  of  work  of  ordin- 
ary repairs,  and  tables  2  and  4  show  the  cost  of  new  work  and  improve- 
ments on  the  schools,  engine  houses  and  other  buildings. 

Table  No.  5  shows  the  number  of  different  types  of  new  buildings  con- 
structed, and  the  kind  of  material  used,  also  the  number  of  families  and 
the  estimated  cost. 

Table  No.  6  shows  the  number  of  different  types  of  buildings  enlarged, 
altered  or  repaired  of  either  wood,  brick,  stone,  concrete  or  metal  and 
the  number  of  families  added  and  estimated  cost. 

Tab^e  No.  7  shows  the  number  of  permits  granted  for  new  dwellings 
and  business  and  the  total  estimated  cost  of  same  for  each  month. 

Table  No.  8  shows  the  number  of  permits  granted  for  the  enlargement, 
alteration  and  repairs  of  the  old  buildings  both  dwelling  and  business, 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  same  for  each  month.  Also  the  total  estimated 
cost  of  building  operations  for  the  year,  the  number  of  building  and 
plumbing  inspections  made,  and  the  number  of  electric  signs,  roof  signs, 
field  signs  and  other  signs  erected.

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FOREWORD 

The  work  of  this  Department  embraces  the  construction,  repair  and 
maintenance  of  highways,  bridges  and  sewers;  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  wastes,  inckiding  ashes,  garbage  and  refuse;  the  cleaning  of  the 
streets ;  the  ploughing  and  removal  of  snow  from  the  roadways  and  side- 
walks ;  the  maintenance  of  the  city  yards ;  the  regulation  of  obstructions, 
encmnbrances  and  traffic  upon  the  streets  and  the  control  of  the  Engin- 
eers' Department. 

A  review  of  the  functions  of  the  Highway  Department,  including  pro- 
jects completed,  appears  in  this  report.  In  the  office  a  complete  record  of 
all  purchases,  expenditures  and  detailed  costs  is  maintained  for  reference 
and  the  engineering  division  has  on  file  the  record  plans  of  all  construc- 
tion work. 

The  Department  has  directed  its  activities  largely  through  the  engin- 
eering organization,  and  through  competent  supervision  has  secured 
a  high  class  of  work,  both  by  Department  forces  and  contract. 

During  the  year  twelve  regular  ineetings,  as  required  by  law,  were  at- 
tended by  the  full  Board  of  Highway  Commissioners,  and  thirty-two  spe- 
cial meetings  were  held.

FINANCE 

Funds  for  the  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of 
Highways  have  been  received  from  two  sources.  The  maintenance  of 
highway's,  bridges  and  sewers,  the  removal  of  wastes,  the  cleaning  of 
streets,  and  the  miscellaneous  maintenance  items  were  paid  for  from  the 
yearly  budget  appropriations.

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HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION. 

Under  this  heading  is  the  item  of  durable  pavement  construction,  fin- 
anced from  bond  issues. 

Three  types  of  permanent  pavement  were  constructed ;  bituminous 
concrete,  granite  block,  and  penetration  macadam.  The  bituminous  con- 
crete type  was  built  to  a  greater  extent,  for  it  is  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
the  city,  both  from  a  standpoint  of  first  cost  and  maintenance.  Moreover, 
the  construction  plant  and  equipment  for  this  type  of  road  were  available,- 
and  the  Department  forces  are  experienced  in  its  construction. 

A  limited  amount  of  nve-inche  granite  block  paving  was  laid;  one 
piece  on  Wayne  Street,  where  there  is  a  steep  grade,  and  the  other  on  Elm 
Street,  near  the  corner  of  \  alley  Street.  The  piece  on  Wayne  Street  was 
laid  on  a  stone  base,  and  the  stretch  on  Elm  Street  on  a  four-inch  con- 
crete base,  with  a  one-inch  cushion  of  sand. 

One  section  of  penetration  macadam  was  built  on  Spruce  Street  from 
Clough  Avenue  to  Canton  Street.  Penetration  macadam  is  similar  to  bit- 
uminous concrete  in  the  materials  used,  but  differs  in  the  method  of  con- 
struction ;  it  is  cheaper,  and  furnishes  a  surface  which  gives  better  trac- 
tion in  wet  weather.  In  the  penetration  method  a  base  of  crushed  stone  is 
bound  with  stone  dust  or  sand,  and  hot  asphalt  sprayed  under  pressure 
into  a  three  inch  trap  rock  top.  On  this  is  spread  a  layer  of  trap  pea  stone, 
rolled,  SAvept  and  sealed  with  hot  asphalt.  This  is  covered  with  the  final 
course  of  pea  stone  and  again  thoroughly  rolled.  The  construction  of  bit- 
uminous macadam  differs  from  this  in  that  a  scientifically  graded  mixture 
of  crushed  stone  and  asphalt,  with  suflkient  sand  and  dust  to  fill  the  voids 
is  mixed  hot  at  the  plant,  then  brought  to  the  job  and  rolled  two  inches 
thick  on  a  crushed  stone  or  gravel  stone  base. 

On  all  permanent  construction,  granite  curbing  was  set  where  none 
was  in  place,  the  abutting  property  owners  and  the  city  each  paying  one- 
half  the  cost. 

The  projects  included  in  the  above  classification  for  the  year  are 
shown  in  Table  No.  1  on  the  opposite  page. 
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HIGHWAY  RESLRFACLNG 

A  number  of  streets  having  a  good  base  with  neglected  tup  cuurse 
were  resurfaced  with  stone  and  asphaltic  oil,  and  others  resurfaced  with 
a  bituminous  top  called  'Topeka  .Mix.' 

The  farmer  method  consisted  of  scarifying  and  reshaping  the  original 
surface,  filling  depressions  with  gravel  stone,  applying  with  a  pressure  dis- 
tributor two  or  more  coats  of  asphaltic  oil  and  covering  this  completelj- 
with  pea  gra\  el.  The  gra\el  was  worked  in  b\  traffic  and  in  the  course  of 
a  few  weeks  i)resented  a  smooth  surface.  The  excess  pea  gravel  was 
worked  to  the  gutter  and  removed. 

The  'Topeka  Mix'  is  a  course  mix  of  asphalt,  stone,  sand  and  dust, 
which  is  applied  directly  to  the  reshaped  base  and  rolled,  giving  a  surface 
much  the  same  as  bituminous  concrete. 

In  Table  No.  2  on  the  opposite  page  is  given  a  list  of  the  streets  re- 
surfaced during  the  year. 
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HIGHWAY  MAINTENANCE 

A  crew  was  kept  busy  throughout  the  season  hot  patching  permanent 
pavement.  In  the  spring  a  local  contractor  patched  the  road  to  Massa- 
besic  Lake,  Willow  Street  to  the  Londonderry  Line,  and  the  Daniel  Web- 
ster Highway,  the  City  and  State  each  paying  one-half  the  cost. 

A  4.1%  or  65%  asphaltic  oil  was  applied  by  the  pressure  distributor 
on  many  of  the  roads  that  were  resurfaced  with  gravel.  Where  a  street 
had  a  fairly  good  base,  advantage  was  taken  of  it  and  after  patching,,  a 
heavier  grade  of  oil  was  applied,  which  made  a  more  permanent  surface. 
In  most  cases  the  oil  was  covered  with  sand,  which  prevented  traffic  acci- 
dents due  to  skidding,  and  made  the  work  more  satisfactory  from  a  point 
of  view  of  cleanliness. 

Other  items,  such  as  repairing  roads  with  cinders,  dragging  and  ditch- 
ing dirt  roads,  patrolling  and  inspecting,  setting  curbing,  sanding  side- 
walks and  repairing  fences,  are  included  under  this  heading  and  the  de- 
tails of  expense  of  each  are  shown  in  Table  No.  3  on  the  opposite  page. 
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BRIDGE  MAINTENANCE 

In  the  spring  all  bridges  were  given  a  thorough  inspection,  prepara- 
toiy  to  a  general  repair  schedule.  The  bridges  were  found  in  fair  condi- 
tion structurally.  Painting  and  minor  repairs  had  been  neglected  in  manj- 
cases. 

During  the  season  the  defects  lound  were  repaired  on  wooden 
bridges,  members  were  replaced  and  roadwajs  replanked,  steel  structures 
were  sand  blasted  where  it  was  necessary  to  remove  rust  or  scale  and 
were  repainted.  At  the  present  time  the  bridges  are  all  in  good  condition 
with  the  exception  of  the  ^IcGregor  Bridge,  which  must  be  replaced  or 
strengthened  in  a  few  years.

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SEWER  CONSTRUCTION 

Beech  Street  Drain. 

The  construction  of  the  Beech  Street  storm  drain  was  commenced  in 
1922  and  during  that  year  1350  linear  feet  of  drain  were  laid.  Most  of 
the  reinforced  concrete  pipe  needed  to  construct  the  main  drain  was  man- 
ufactured in  1922  and  1923  at  a  cost  of  $78,217.41.  During  1923  the  drain 
was  extended  1144  feet  to  a  point  in  Merrimack  Street  about  113  feet  west 
of  Maple  Street.  The  drain  laid  in  1922  and  1923,  amounting  to  2494  feet 
of  72-inch,  78-inch  and  84-inch  pipe,  was  laid  by  city  labor  at  a  cost  of 
$118,352.42;  or  an  average  of  $47.50  per  foot.  This  figure  does  not  include 
the  cost  of  the  concrete  pipe.  No  work  was  done  on  this  drain  during 
1924. 

Early  in  1925  an  appropriation  of  $200,000  was  made  for  completing 
the  Beech  Street  drain  and  constructing  lateral  sewers.  The  Highway 
Commission  having  decided  to  do  the  remaining  work  by  contraict,  prep- 
aration of  construction  plans  and  specifications  for  the  work  was  com- 
menced the  latter  part  of  February.  The  Surveyor  recommended  and  the 
Highway  Commission  approved  the  making  of  a  contract  with  Fay,  Spof- 
ford  and  Thorndike,  consulting  engineers,  for  laying  out  and  inspecting 
borings,  for  preparing  construction  plans  and  specifications  and  for  furn- 
ishing engineering  supervision  of  the  actual  construction  work.  A  bor- 
ing crew  was  organized  from  the  forces  of  the  Highway  Department  and 
a  total  of  about  500  linear  feet  of  borings  were  made  to  determine  the 
character  of  material  which  would  be  encountered  in  the  construction 
work.  The  records  of  these  borings  were  of  much  value  in  estimating  the 
approximate  cost  of  the  work  and  were  of  considerable  assistance  to  the 
contractors  in  preparing  their  bids. 

The  designs  and  plans  were  carefully  prepared  to  permit  the  best  use 
of  the  concrete  pipe  already  built.  The  contractor  furnished  1151  feet  of 
36-inch  and  42-inch  pipe  in  addition  to  that  on  hand  and  all  other  material 
including  the  vitrified  pipe.  The  work  included  the  laying  of  7195  feet  of 
concrete  drain  ranging  in  diameter  from  84  inches  to  27  inches,  1209  feet 
of  vitrified  drain  ranging  from  24  inches  to  12  inches  in  size;  850.5  feet  of 
sewer  from  12  inches  to  8  inches  in  size  ;  about  2525  feet  of  10-inch  catch- 
basin  connections,  the  placing  of  vitrified  linings  in  2658  feet  of  concrete 
drain ;  the  construction  of  46  manholes ;  2  concrete  inlet  chambers  and 
other  miscellaneous  constructions,  ^'he  cost  of  laying  72-inch  and  84-inch 
pipe,  including  all  sheeting  left  in  the  ground  and  manholes  averaged 
$26.00  per  foot. 

The  work  was  duly  advertised  for  bidding,  and  on  June  15  the  bids 
were  received.  There  were  ten  bids  in  all,  two  of  which  were  incomplete 
and  could  not  properly  be  considered.     The    total    amounts    bid    for    con- 
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structing  the  drain  ranged  from  $114,968.00  to  $243,391.50.  The  engineer's 
estimate  of  the  cost  made  prior  to  receipt  of  bids  was  $130,216.00.  The 
canvass  of  the  several  bids  received  was  as  follows:

The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder,  Thomas  G.  Jewett,  Jr., 
Inc.,  of  New  Bedford,  Massachusetts.  In  addition  to  the  amount  of  the 
contract  the  Highway  Department  reimbursed  the  Gas  Company  and 
Water  Department  under  a  pre-determined  arangement  for  making  alter- 
ations to  their  mains  and  service  pipes  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
work  of  constructing  the  drain.  The  total  cost  of  the  entire  project,  in- 
cluding payments  to  the  contractor,  the  Water  Department,  the  Gas  Com- 
pany, the  Consulting  Engineers,  and  all  work  done  by  the  City  both  the 
making  of  borings  and  the  field  engineering  and  inspection  work  was  un- 
der $130,000  as  against  an  estimated  cost  of  $155,000. 

The  city's  engineering  forces  were  increased  to  handle  the  field  engin- 
eering and  inspection  work  during  the  construction  period.  In  carrying 
out  the  actual  construction  the  contractor  employed  nearly  90%  local  labor. 
The  low  cost  of  the  work  as  compared  with  the  cost  of  the  work  done  in 
1922  and  1923  justified  the  decision  of  the  Highway  Commissioners  to 
handle  this  job  by  contract.  Construction  work  was  started  by  the  con- 
tractor on  Jul}'  6.  Hand  labor  was  employed  for  a  considerable  amount  of 
the  excavation  work;  much  of  it,  however,  was  handled  by  a  Keystone  ex- 
cavating machine  supplemented  with  the  Lidgerwood  cableway.  Practi- 
cally all  of  the  large  concrete  pipe  in  Maple  Street  was  laid  by  means  of 
the  cableway. 

In  portions  of  Merrimack,  Maple,  Lowell  and  Nashua  Streets,  the 
wooden  sheeting  used  to  support  the  sides  of  the  trench  during  construc- 
tion was  left  permanently  in  place.  -This  was  considered  necessary  to 
safeguard  the  nearby  buildings  and  underground  structures. 

Although  the  work  progressed  slowly  at  the  beginning,  on  account  of 
the  deep  cut  and  large  size  of  the  drain  in  Maple  Street,  the  later  work 
progressed  much  more  rapidly  and  by  working  several  gangs  on  different 
parts  of  the  job,  the  contractor  had  practically  completed  it  at  the  end  of 
the  year  when  the  time  limit  expired. 
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The  part  of  the  drain  completed  this  year  is  shown  on  the  preceding 
plan.  In  addition  to  this  work  changes  were  made  in  the  existing  sewers ; 
the  old  sewer  in  Amherst  Street,  between  Button  and  Alaple  Streets,  was 
rebuilt  at  a  new  gradient ;  the  sewer  in  Hall  Street  between  Pearl  and 
Meade  Streets  was  rebuilt ;  and  a  new  sanitary  sewer  was  built  in  Pearl 
Street  from  Belmont  Street  to  Hall  Street.  The  old  sewer  in  Pearl  Street 
between  Belmont  and  Hall  Streets  was  found  to  be  in  very  poor  condition 
and  although  minor  repairs  were  made  to  it  when  the  drain  was  laid  it 
will  probably  have  to  be  replaced  in  the  near  future.  The  several  changes 
in  the  existing  sewers  were  necessary  in  order  to  eliminate  interference 
between  them  and  the  new  drain,  it  being  much  cheaper  to  change  the 
sewers  than  to  construct  the  drain  at  a  greater  depth. 

The  Beech  Street  storm  drain  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  import- 
ant parts  of  the  comprehensive  surface  drainage  system  planned  for  the 
city.  It  is  a  main  artery  for  a  system  of  smaller  drains  which  will  serve 
an  area  of  about  450  acres.  It  will  divert  a  large  volume  of  storm  and 
surface  water  from  some  of  the  existing  sewers  which  have  long  been 
overloaded,  and  will  provide  an  adequate  outlet  for  the  storm  water  from 
the  Janesville  area  where  flooding  has  so  frequently  occurred.  The  exist- 
ing sewers  in  this  area  have  been  overtaxed  for  a  long  time  by  the  storm 
water  discharged  into  them  by  the  two  branches  of  Mile  Brook,  one  of 
which  formerly  entered  the  Pearl  Street  sewer  at  its  upper  end  in  Derry- 
field  Park  and  the  other  of  which  entered  a  stone  culvert  just  north  of 
the  junction  of  Harrison  Street  and  Linden  Street.  These  brooks  are 
now  diverted  into  the  new  Beech  Street  drain  through  its  branches  and 
this  source  of  trouble  has  been  eliminated. 

Completion  of  the  Beech  Street  drain  is  a  step  toward  the  ultimate  re- 
moval of  storm  water  from  the  existing  sewers  and  is  in  direct  line  with 
the  program  of  construction  recommended  in  the  comprehensive  survey  of 
sewerage  and  surface  drainage  made  in  1922.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  the  city  has  fallen  far  behind  this  recommended  program  of  construc- 
tion. Many  sewers  throughout  the  entire  city  are  still  inadequate  and  un- 
less funds  are  provided  to  continue  the  removal  of  storm  and  surface 
water  from  the  existing  sewers,  permanent  relief  will  not  be  obtained. 

Too  much  stress  canont  be  laid  on  the  seriousness  of  continuing  the 
practice  of  adding  extensions  to  the  domestic  sewers  without  simultane- 
ously making  appropriations  for  the  continuation  of  the  storm  drainage 
program. 
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SEWER  CONSTRUCTION 

All  drains  and  sewers  apart  from  the  Beech  Street  Drain  were  con- 
structed by  city  forces. 

An  18-inch  drain  was  constructed  in  Pine  Street  from  High  to  Low- 
ell Streets,  preparatory  to  the  permanent  reconstruction  of  Pine  Street  be- 
tween these  limits,  which  is  planned  to  be  done  in  the  near  future.  It  is 
the  policy  of  the  Department  to  construct  all  drains  or  sewers  recom- 
mended to  be  built  within  the  next  ten  years  in  streets  which  are  to  be 
permanently  surfaced. 

Tannery  Brook  trunk  sewer  was  built  from  South  Beech  Street  to  652 
feet,  west  of  South  Beech  Street,  where  it  connects  with  the  portion  al- 
ready built.  This  sewer  serves  a  group  of  houses  on  South  Beech  Street, 
a  section  which  is  developing  rapidly. 

Others  sewers  built  are  extensions  and  laterals  to  the  existing  system, 
and  include  a  much  needed  project  in  Sylvester  Street  and  Rockland 
Avenue. 

In  Table  No.  4  is  given  the  lists  of  drains  and  sewers  constructed 
during  the  year  and  costs. 
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SEWER  AIAINTENANCE 

A  large  percentage  of  the  existing  sewers  are  from  35  to  45  years  old, 
and  are  in  poor  shape  and  in  need  of  rebuilding.  These  old  sewers  are  a 
constant  source  of  trouble,  it  being  necessary  many  times  to  replace 
broken  pipe  and  to  clean  plugged  sewers.  The  adequacy  is  extremely  low 
in  many  cases. 

The  sewer  maintenance  gang  was  frequently  called  upon  to  free  house 
connections  which  had  become  stopped  up,  and  in  such  cases  the  cost  was 
billed  to  the  property  owners.  In  the  spring  and  again  in  the  fall,  it  was 
necessary  to  clean  out  ^11  of  the  catchbasins  in  the  streets.

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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 
Removal  of  Ashes  and  Rubbisli. 

The  Scavenger  Service  was  maintained  during  the  year  with  no 
change  in  the  system  of  collection.  The  number  of  collections  varies  in 
different  areas.  Generally  speaking,  the  residential  districts  have  a  collec- 
tion made  weekly ;  the  tenement  district,  twice  a  week,  and  the  business 
district  daily.  The  equipment  and  force  varied  according  to  the  amount 
of  refuse  as  follows  : 

Alaximum  Collection,  Feb.  9th,  60U  cu.  yds.,  3  trucks,  14  teams — 54 
men. 

Minimum  Collection,  Aug.  1st,  29U  cu.  yds.,  2  trucks,  lU  teams — 38 
men. 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  was  less  than 
during  the  year  1924.  This  was  due  to  an  open  winter  and  a  possible  de- 
crease in  population.  The  cost  of  this  service  was  slightly  less  in  spite  of 
the  added  cost  of  a  survey  made  in  April.  This  investigation  was  made 
with  the  intention  of  finding  a  means  of  lessening  the  cost  of  collection 
and  improving  the  service  given.  With  the  facts  assembled  in  the  survey, 
it  is  hoped  that  improvements  can  be  put  into  effect  for  the  year  1926. 
The  following  table  gives  the  comparative  costs  for  the  last  three  years  :

Refuse  has  been  disposed  of  by  dumping  in  areas  that  needed  filling. 
Many  lots  have  been  improved  in  value  by  grading  with  the  collected 
refuse.  The  dumps  are  located  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  thereby  low- 
ering Ihe  cost  of  haul.  In  the  summer  months  dumping  is  suspended  on 
certain  lots  due  to  the  objectionable  odors.  These  objections  were  partly 
eliminated  this  year  by  covering  the  dumps  with  sand.  An  average  of  ten 
men  were  used  to  maintain  the  dumps. 
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Garbage  Collection. 


All  household  garbage  was  taken  care  of  by  volunteer  collectors,  who 
obtained  licenses  from  the  Department  at  cost  of  $0.50  and  gave  a  bond  of 
$100.00  binding  them  to  conform  to  the  Department  regulations  and  to 
those  of  the  Board  of  Health.  At  times  these  collectors  were  inclined  to 
make  their  calls  more  to  suit  their  own  convenience  than  to  give  sei'vice  to 
the  householders.  As  a  result  numerous  complaints  have  come  to  the  De- 
partment. This  objectionable  feature  has  been  eliminated  to  a  great  ex- 
tent by  employing  a  paid  collector  whose  duty  it  is  to  follow  up  all  com- 
plaints. Where  the  garbage  is  not  being  regularly  collected,  it  is  necessary 
only  to  notify  the  Department  and  the  matter  is  attended  to  by  the  paid 
collector.  During  the  year  the  number  of  volunteer  garbage  collectors 
totaled  99. 
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STREET  CLEANING 

At  night  the  motor  sweeper  operated  from  11  :30  P.  M.  to  6:30  A.  M. 
on  the  principal  thoroughfares.  A  crew  was  kept  busy  daytimes  hand- 
sweeping  and  picking  up  paper. 

Snow  was  removed  by  plowing  to  the  sides  of  the  streets  with  trucks 
equipped  with  blade  plows,  and  in  the  business  district  it  was  loaded  on 
trucks  with  a  snow  loader  and  hauled  away.  A  large  snow  plow  pro- 
pelled by  a  ten-ton  caterpillar  tractor  was  used  on  steep  grades,  in  the 
outlying  districts  and  in  drifts.  In  the  past  season  the  snow  loader  and 
trucks  have  been  able  to  clean  the  business  section  in  forty-eight  hours. 
The  equipment  for  this  use  has  been  increased  by  two  new  Mack  trucks 
equipped  with  blade  plows,  that  the  service  in  this  field  may  improve  with 
the  demand  due  to  the  increase  of  winter  traffic. 

The  sidewalks  are  plowed  after  each  storm.  For  this  purpose  the  city 
maintains  seventy  plows,  and  they  are  operated  by  teamsters  who  have 
horses  available  for  the  work.  The  city  is  divided  into  sections  and  each 
patrol  plows  all  the  sidewalks  within  his  district.

TRAFFIC  REGULATION 
The  expenditures  for  traffic    regulation    covered   the    maintenance   of 
beacons,  painting  traffic  lines,  repairing  and  erecting  new  street  and  park- 
ing signs. 

Although  the  traffic  situation  in  Al^anchester  is  not  acute,  there  are 
many  local  points  of  congestion  due  to  unrestricted  parking,  and  several 
street  intersections  which  could  be  made  safer  by  the  installation  of  bea- 
cons. It  is  planned  during  the  year  1926  to  improve  traffic  conditions  and 
the  budget  request  has  been  increased  accordingly'.

The  above  does  not  include  the  major  repair  parts,  necessary  to  prac- 
tically rebuild  certain  other  equipment. 

Major  rcjiairs  have  been  made  on  the  stone  crushing  plant,  the  asphalt 
plant,  the  travelling  clamshell  derrick,  the  steam  rollers,  the  steam  shovel 
and  the  portable  boilers.  The  garage  force  kept  the  automobiles  in  repair 
and  the  carpenter  and  blacksmith  shops  repaired  all  wagons  and  traffic 
signs.  The  heavy  equipment  is  now  in  fair  shape,  but  it  wdll  take  prob- 
ably another  year  to  bring  all  equipment,  which  heretofore  had  been 
neglected,  to  a  state  of  efficiency. 

During  the  year  quotations  on  stone  and  sand  were  such  that  it  was 
profitable  for  the  city  to  acquire  a  gravel  bank.  By  this  acquisition 
crushed  gravel  stone,  sand  and  bank-run  gravel  were  secured  at  a  low  cost 
effecting  a  considerable  saving.  The  cost  of  gravel  in  the  pit,  operating  the 
bank  and  hauling  to  various  locations  throughout  the  city  for  resurfacing 
streets  averaged  $1.31  per  cubic  yard.  The  basis  of  payment  on  gravel 
previously  purchased  had  been  $5.00  to  $6.00  per  load  depending  on  the  lo- 
cation of  the  work.  Assuming  the  purchased  gravel  to  be  of  equal  qual- 
ity and  to  average  three  cubic  yards  per  load,  pit  measure,  the  net  saving 
to  the  Department  in  operating  the  bank  was  over  $1.00  per  load  on  aver- 
age hauls  and  more  than  $2.00  per  load  on  long  hauls. 

About  one-third  of  the  gravel  produced  was  taken  directly  to  the 
crushing  plant  at  the  \'alley  Yard  and  screened  sand  and  gravel  stone  ob- 
tained. The  cost  per  ton  of  the  sand  and  stone  equalled  the  lowest  bid  re- 
ceived on  sand;  since  the  material  ran  better  than  35%  stone,  the  result 
was  a  marked  saving  on  this  latter  item.  As  shown  in  the  following  table, 
a  large  percentage  of  the  total  tonnage  of  road  materials  were  produced 
by  the  Department  operated  bank,  and  the  rest  bought  from  dealers  who 
-quoted  lowest  prices  in  localities  as  specified.

Methods  of  Purchasing. 

Where  possible  to  foresee  the  need  of  materials  in  large  quantities 
competitive  bids  were  invited.  Purchases  in  every  case  v^^cre  made  from 
concerns  offering  the  lowest  price,  provided  always  that  the  quality  was 
standard.  Where  the  price  would  permit  local  dealers  were  favored  over 
those  out  of  town  and  in  cases  where  more  than  one  local  dealer  gave  the 
same  price,  orders  were  distributed  as  fairly  as  possible.  Records  of 
prices  and  bids  offered  are  preserved  and  filed  with  the  bills  and  may  be 
consulted  at  any  time. 

Accoimliiig  Fractice  : 

A  system  of  accounting  was  followed  that  distributed  all  expenditures 
among  the  various  items  of  work.  A  job  order  was  made  out  for  each 
kind  of  work  and  expenditures  entered  in  the  ledger  in  sufficient  detail  not 
only  to  determine  the  total  cost  of  the  job,  but  to  show  the  expenditure 
-for  each  class  of  work.  A  munthlj-  statement  was  made  out  and  a  bal- 
ance struck  for  each  appropriation. 

issue  of  Fcrinits : 

The  Department  issued  423  permits  to  excavate  the  streets,  68U  per- 
mits for  temporary  encumbrances,  26  permits  for  parades  and  64  blanket 
j)ermits  for  delivering  coal,  opening  manholes  and  other  similar  opera- 
tions. Ninety-nine  licenses  to  collect  garbage  were  issued,  for  which  the 
city  received  $49.50.  One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  licenses  for  sewer  en- 
trances were  issued  and  $2,717.94  was  certified  to  the  City  Clerk  for  col- 
lection. 

Jinginccring. 

All  construction  work,  both  by  contract  and  by  city  forces,  was  under 
either  the  direct  or  indirect  supervision  of  the  Engineers.  In  advance  of 
each  job,  plans  and  designs  were  prepared  in  the  office  and  cost  estimates 
made  to  aid  in  allotting  the  appropriation.  Specifications  for  all  work 
were  prepared.  In  the  early  summer  a  survey  of  the  scavenger  service 
was  made,  tabulation  and  results  of  which  will  be  available  in  the  near 
future.  The  field  force  gave  lines  and  grades  for  all  construction  work, 
made  surveys  for  petitions  for  new  highways,  staked  out  curb  and  side- 
walk grades,  and  set  concrete  bounds.

The  other  items,  generally  classified  as  Maintenance,  amount  to 
000  and  due  to  the  nature  of  the  work,  cannot  be  financed  by  Bond  Issue. 

This  year's  requests  for  general  maintenance  are  $100,000  in  excess  o£ 
the  amount  appropriated  last  year.  The  additional  request  is  for  a  fund 
to  resurface  certain  highways  now  having  a  sufficient  amount  of  road 
metal  to  justify  this  secondary  class  of  work. 

As  regards  the  items  of  Highway  and  Sewer  Construction,  ultimate 
economy  dictates  that  this  class  of  work  should  be  continued.  The  Bridge 
Construction  request  is  for  a  new   deck  on  the  Kelleys  Falls  Bridge.

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AN  ACT  to  establish  a  Department  of  Highways  for  the  city  of  Man- 
chester. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and    House    of    Representatives    in    General 
Court  convened: 

Section  1.  (a)  The  term  department  as  used  in  this  act  shall  mean 
the  department  of  highways  hereby  established. 

(b)  The  term  commissioners  as  used  in  this  act  shall  mean  the  board 
of  highway  commissioners  hereby  created  and  the  term  surveyor  as  used 
in  this  act  shall  mean  the  surveyor  of  the  department  of  highways. 

(c)  The  term  highway  shall  mean  and  include  all  public  avenues, 
streets,  roads,  thoroughfares,  lanes,  alleys,  back  streets,  walks,  side- 
walks, bridges  and  culverts. 

(d)  The  term  sewers  shall  mean  and  include  all  public  sewers  and 
drains,  separate  sewerage  systems,  combined  sewerage  systems  and  storm 
water  drainage  systems. 

(e)  The  term  street  cleaning  shall  mean  and  include  the  cleaning, 
sweeping,  washing  and  flushing  of  highways,  the  collecting,  removing  and 
disposing  of  all  garbage,  ashes,  refuse,  waste,  rubbish,  snow  and  ice  (dead 
animals   excepted). 

(f )  The  term  city  yard  shall  mean  and  include  all  yards  and  premises, 
the  i)roperty  ot  the  city  used  by  the  department  in  carrying  on  the  busi- 
ness contemplated  under  this  act  with  all  structures,  plants,  appliances 
and  buildings  that  are  or  may  be  constructed,  established  or  erected 
thereon. 

(g)  The  term  public  utility  shall  include  every  corporation,  company, 
association,  joint  stock  association,  partnership  and  person,  their  assig- 
nees, lessees,  trustees  or  receivers  appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever, 
owning,  operating  or  managing  any  plant  or  equipment  or  any  part  of  the 
same  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  or  property  for  a  compensation ;  for 
the  transmission  of  telephone  or  telegraph  messages ;  for  the  manufac- 
ture or  furnishing  of  light,  heat  or  power  for  the  public. 

Sect.  2.  A  department  of  highways  for  the  city  of  Manchester  is  here- 
by established  and  upon  the  passage  of  this  act  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  appoint  three  citizens  of  Man- 
chester who  shall  be  commissioners  of  highways  and  who  shall  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  one  year  from  the  date  of, their  appointment;  and  in 
the  month  of  January,  1922,  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  council,  shall  appoint  three  citizens  of  Manchester  who  shall  be 
commissioners  of  highways,  one  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of 
one  vear.  one  for  two  years,  and  one   for  three  years,   from   the  date  of 
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the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  highway  commissioners  first  appointed, 
and  annually  thereafter  in  the  month  of  January  the  board  of  aldermen 
of  Manchester  shall  elect  one  commissioner,  who  shall  take  the  place  of 
the  one  whose  term  expires  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  Said  commissioners  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars 
per  year  in  full  for  all  services  rendered,  except  the  chairman,  who  shall 
be  paid  a  salary  of  two  hundred  fifty  dollars  per  year  in  full  for  all  ser- 
vices rendered.  No  member  of  the  present  board  of  mayor  and  alder- 
men shall  be  appointed  to  the  board  of  commissioners. 

Sect.  3.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council, 
shall  have  full  power  to  remove  any  commissioner  appointed  by  him, 
when  he  shall  deem  it  expedient,  and  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  have 
like   power  of   removal   of   any  commissioner   appointed  by   them. 

Sect.  4.  Immediately  after  their  appointment,  said  commissioners  shall 
organize,  choosing  one  of  their  number  as  clerk,  and  they  shall  then  ap- 
point a  competent  person,  preferably  a  civil  engineer,  to  be  surveyor  of 
the  department  and  to  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of 
highway  commissioners,  and  said  commissioners  shall  fix  his  compensa- 
tion. The  commissioners  shall  determine  and  fix  a  minimum  and  maxi- 
mum scale  of  wages  for  each  grade  or  relative  position  (hereinafter  pro- 
vided for).  They  shall  hold  one  meeting  each  month,  on  a  day  to  be 
fixed  by  themselves,  and  the  chairman  may  call  a  special  meeting  at  any 
time. 

Sect.  5.  The  surveyor  shall  have  full  charge,  supervision,  management 
and  control  of  the  building,  constructing,  repairing  and  maintaining  of 
all  highways  and  sewers,  the  developing,  improving  and  maintaining  of 
city  yards,  and  the  maintainifig  and  carrying  on  of  street  cleaning;  he 
shall  have  the  expenditure  of  all  appropriations  which  the  board  of 
mayor  and  aldermen  shall  from  year  to  year  vote  for  such  purposes 
(with  the  approval  of  the  commissioners  and  the  finance  commission) 
and  all  bills  and  pay  rolls  for  expenditures  from  the  appropriations  voted 
from  year  to  year  by  said  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  for  such  pur- 
poses shall  be  certified  to  by  the  surveyor  and  approved  by  the  commis- 
sioners before  the  same  are  paid  by  the  city  treasurer.  The  surveyor 
shall  have  authority  and  power  to  regulate  the  traffic  and  travel  upon, 
the  placing  of  encumbrances  in,  and  the  opening  and  excavating  in  the 
highways  of  said  city;  he  shall  further  have  the  power  to  regulate  the 
construction  and  maintenance  in,  over,  under  and  along  the  highways 
of  said  city  of  all  wires,  pipes,  poles  and  all  other  structures  (excepting 
electric  signs)  and  including  the  moving  of  buildings  belonging  to  in- 
dividuals, firms,  corporations,  or  public  utilities,  which  are  permitted  by 
vote  of  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  to  be  placed  in,  over,  under, 
along  or  moved  through  said  highways ;  he  shall  have  the  power  to  re- 
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move  any  tree  in  any  highway  if  in  his  judgment  it  is  necessar>^  in  the 
construction  or  maintenance  of  said  highway.     Xo  individual,   firm,  cor- 
poration or  public  utilitj-  shall  open  or  excavate  any  highway  imless  first 
having  obtained  a  permit  therefor  from  the  department.     The   surveyor 
is   hereby   authorized   to   provide   for   the    furnishing   and    delivering   of 
suppUes  and  the  performance  of  an}-  work  contemplated  in  this  act  by 
contract,  and  in  so  doing  such  work  and  to  make  a  contract  herefor  in 
the  name  and  behalf  of  said  citj-   (provided  such  contract  shall  first  be 
approved  b\-  the  commissioners)   and  the  party  to  whom  the  contract  is 
awarded  shall  furnish  proper  surety-  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said 
contract;   pro^"ided,   however,   that  in  the   employment  of   labor,   citizens 
of    Manchester   shall  be  given  preference,    and   in   making   of    contracts 
such  preference  shall  be  stipulated  for  when  practicable ;    said  survej-or 
shall  annualh",  on  or  before  the  fifteenth   day  of    Tanuar\-,  prepare   and 
transmit  to  the  commissioners  and  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  an  esti- 
mate of  the  appropriation  required  for  the  maintenance  of  city  jards  and 
street  cleaning,  for  the  ccmstruction,  repairing  and  maintaining  of  high- 
ways and  sewers  in  said  citj-  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  he  shall  make  a 
report  to  said  board  of  maj'or  and  aldermen  of  the  doings  of  the  de- 
partment for  the  3-ear  ending  with  the  December  draft  of  each  year.     The 
surveyor  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  commissioners,  have 
full  charge  and  control  of  the  engineer's  department  and  shall  have  in 
charge  the  performance  of  all  duties  heretofore  pertaining  to  the  office 
of  an  engineer;  he  may  appoint,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  com- 
missicHiers,  one  competent  person  to  act  as  superintendent  of  highways, 
one  competent  person  to  act  as  superintendent  of  sewers,  and  one  com- 
petent person  to  act  as  superintendent  of  street  cleaning ;  he  shall,  with 
the   advice   and  consent   of   the   commissioners,    establish    a    schedule   of 
grades   or   relative   positions   to   include   all    superintendents,    subordinate 
officers,  agents,  clerks  and  all  other  persons  who  are  employed  or  may 
be  employed  in  carrj-ing  on  the  work  contemplated  under  this  act,  and 
he  shall  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of  this  act  have  all  the 
powers  now  by  law  vested  in  the  board  of  public  works,  or  department 
of  public  works  and  the  various  cit}-  departments  and  officials   of   said 
city  now  ha\-ing  control  of  the  matters  covered  by  this  act,  and  he  shall 
have  the  authority  to  appoint  or  hire,  to  dismiss  or  discharge  such  super- 
intendents,  subordinate  officers,   agents,  clerks,   and  other  persons   as  he 
ma}-  deem  expedient 

Sect.  6.     The  department  of  public  works  for  the  citj-  of  Manchester 
is  hereby  abolished,  and  the  act  creating  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sect  7.     All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

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COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 

December  31,    1925. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Manchester: — 

Gentlemen:  The  year,  closing-  today,  the  fifty-fourth  in  the 
history  of  the  Water  Department,  has  been  marked  by  the  usual 
expanding-  activities  which  have  for  years  denoted  the  growth  of  our 
municipality,  with  the  corresponding  needs  of  its  population  for  an 
adequate  water  supply  to  meet  domestic  requirements  and  to  reduce 
the  hazards  from  fire  to  a  minimum. 

Having  visualized  the  needs  of  the  city  for  the  future,  basing-  its 
prospective  development  on  its  past  growth,  the  Commissioners  were 
hopeful  that  during-  the  year  they  would  be  able  to  make  a  sub- 
stantial beginning  toward  providing  a  new  and  larger  high  service 
reservoir,  or  making  an  enlargement  of  the  one  now  in  use  on  Oak 
Hill,  and  while  all  that  was  anticipated  in  this  direction  has  not  been 
accomplished  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  a  substantial  beginning- 
has   been  made. 

The  Legislature  granted  our  request  for  authority  to  raise  money, 
through  an  issue  of  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  and  improv- 
ing the  water  works  system,  by  the  passage  of  a  resolution,  after 
holding  several  hearings  which  were  attended  by  the  Chairman, 
Clerk,  and  other  members  of  the  Commission.  This  resolution  was 
signed  by  the  Governor  on  April  30,  1925. 

On  the  resolution  coming  before  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  the  Committee  deemed  it  advisable 
to  sanction  an  issue  of  bonds  in  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars  only,  and  specifying  that  this  money  be  used  for 
extending  a  twenty-four  inch  main,  work  upon  which  was  begun  in 
1924,  through  Bridge-street  extension,  running  a  main  across  the 
Merrimack  river  at  Amoskeag  bridge  and  providing  for  additional 
wiring  between  the  High  and  Low  sei^vice  pumping  stations. 

This  created  a  situation  which  prevented  activities  toward  the 
construction  of  a  larger  or  new  resei-voir,  but  a  great  deal  of  en- 
gineering work  has  been  accomplished,  and  approximately  thirty 
acres  of  land  purchased  which  -will  be  needed  when  the  proposed  new 
resei-voir  is  to  be  built.  The  expense  of  this  research  work  and  the 
purchase  of  land  have  been  met  from  the  ordinary  revenues  of  the 
Department. 

We  have  laid  a  large  amount  of  pipe,  nearly  three  miles  of  new 
water  mains  having  been  installed,  and  in  this  respect  this  has  been 
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one  of  the  most  active  years  in  the  history  of  the  system.  Of  the 
total  amount  laid  3500  feet  was  twenty-four  inch.  This  was  placed 
in  Bridge-street  extension,  Sleggo  and  Gallagher  avenues.  It  is 
estimated  that  at  our  present  rate  of  progress  not  less  than  two  more 
years  will  be  required  to  complete  such  pipe-laying  as  will  be  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  requirements  of  enlarging  and  improving  the  water 
works  system. 

Hundreds  of  families  have  been  accommodated  by  the  granting 
of  petitions  for  an  extension  of  water  mains  of  a  smaller  size  than 
that  laid  in  Bridge-street  extension  and  elsewhere.  It  is  always  a 
source  of  gratification  for  the  Commissioners  to  grant  such  exten- 
sions wherever  found  practicable  as  we  are  cognizant  of  the  worth- 
while conveniences  conferred  by  such  enlargements  of  the  water 
supply  system.  Precisely  what  has  been  done  in  this  respect,  loca- 
tion, and  size  of  pipe,  as  well  as  much  other  desirable  information, 
will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  report  by  the  Superintendent. 

We  have  been  able  to  continue  the  work  of  increasing  the  area 
of  land  planted  to  white  pines  by  setting  out  an  additional  100,000 
transplants  which  appear  to  have  made  a  fine  start.  The  older  plant- 
ings are  thriving  and  much  less  trouble  than  usual  was  experienced 
from  the  white  pine  weevil  pest  which  is  a  situation,  attributable  no 
doubt,  to  the  effective  measures  taken  in  the  Summer  of  1924  to 
eradicating  this  evil. 

To  carry  on  the  work  of  reforestation  during  the  coming  year  we 
have  placed  an  order  for  70,000,  white  pines,  such  as  we  have  been 
setting  out,  and  for  30,000  Scotch  pines.  The  latter,  it  is  claimed, 
is  immune  from  attack  by  weevil.  The  growing  pines  are  practically 
free  from  the  blister  rust. 

Our  finances  are  in  excellent  shape,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference 
to  the  report  by  the  Chief  Clerk.  The  old  bonded  indebtedness  has 
been  reduced  to  $20,000,  and  the  total  bonded  indebtedness  of  the 
Water  Department,  including  both  the  old  and  new  issues  is  at  pres- 
ent, $170,000.  The  receipts  have  been  ample  to  take  care  of  the 
general  expenses  and  upkeep  of  the  Department  and  to  also  leave  a 
surplus. 

A  vast  quantity  of  water  has  been  pumped,  approximately 
2,400,000,000  gallons.  The  pumping  record  for  the  respective  sta- 
tions is  given  elsewhere. 

The  same  painstaking  care  in  patrolling  the  source  of  water  sup- 
ply, in  order  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  pollution  of  the  water, 
has  been  adhered  to  with  the  result  that  the  sample  of  water  sub- 
mitted to  the  inspection  of  the  State  Chemist  at  frequent  intervals 
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has  resulted  in  an  unbroken  report  testifying  to  a  high  degree  of 
purity. 

The  board  met  with  a  grevious  loss  by  the  death  of  its  Chairman, 
Walter  G.  Africa,  one  of  the  most  illustrious,  helpful,  and  worthy 
citizens  Manchester  has  ever  claimed,  whose  death  took  place  on 
November  23  after  a  continuous  service  on  the  Board  of  thirteen 
years.  The  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  Africa's  death  was  filled  by  the 
election  of  Arthur  M.  Heard  who  possessed  a  previous  experience  of 
three  years  as  a  Commissioner.  J.  Brodie  Smith  succeeds  to  the 
Chairmanship  of  the  Board. 

Commissioner  Albert  J.  Precourt  was  elected  to  succeed  himself 
for  a  term  of  six  years,  and  thus  the  personnel  of  the  Board  re- 
mains unbroken  save  in  the  instance  above  referred  to.  James  H. 
Mendell,  who  began  his  services  with  the  Board  as  Superintendent 
on  April  1,  1912,  tendered  his  resignation  early  in  the  year  because 
of  long-continued  poor  health,  and  was  succeeded  on  March  6  by  the 
election  of  Frank  A.  Gay.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


December  31,  1925. 

To  the  Honorable   Board   of  Water   Commissioners: 

Gentlemen :  In  making  this  my  first  annual  report  to  the  Board, 
it  may  be  well  to  state  that  my  election  as  Superintendent  took  effect 
April  1,  1925,  succeeding  James  H.  Mendell  under  whose  capable 
administration  of  thirteen  years  the  Water  Works  had  maintained 
its  always  progressive  development  and  had  been  brought  to  a  high 
state  of  efficiency. 

The  laying  of  main  pipe  in  extension  and  new  pumping  main, 
although  checked  by  a  delay  in  a  bond  issue  for  the  high  service,  has 
made  a  total  of  2.93  miles  of  pipe  laid  of  4  inch  size  and  larger. 
This  total  does  not  include  348  feet  of  2  inch  for  a  few  services  in 
two  short  lines  in  which  there  is  no  prospect  of  future  development. 

We  have  also  taken  up  about  500  feet  of  4  inch  on  Nashua  Street 
and  400  feet  of  6  inch  on  Maple  Street  to  allow  the  new  sewer  to 
be  built  on  our  location  and  have  relaid  them  on  completion  of  the 
sewer.  The  24  inch  distribution  main  at  Harrison  and  Linden  Streets 
has  also  been  lowered  to  allow  the  sewer  to  pass  over  it. 

We  have  laid  3,457  feet  of  24  inch  as  part  of  the  new  high  service 
pumping  main  on  Gallagher  Avenue,  Sleggo  Avenue,  and  Bridge 
Street  Extension  and  have  most  of  the  pipe  on  hand  or  ordered  to 
extend  the  line  to  its  completion  at  the  junction  of  Mammoth  Road 
and  Wellington  Avenue  on  the  north,  and  the  high  service  pumping 
station  on  the  south. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  install  a  Venturi  meter  at  the  station  in 
order  that  we  may  know  how  much  water  we  are  pumping  and  also 
to  give  us  a  line  on  the  performance  of  our  pumps  as  to  their  slip 
and  condition.  It  is  my  opinion  that  our  present  method  of  record 
of  pumping  by  the  triple  expansion  Snow  pump  of  number  of  revolu- 
tions times  gallons  per  revolution  as  well  as  that  of  our  two  centri- 
fugals at  this  same  station  by  a  proportional  part  of  their  rating 
for  24  hours,  leads  to  inaccurate  results,  as  it  makes  no  allowances 
for  slip  in  the  pumps  or  any  other  cause  of  lessened  pumping. 

We  also  expect  to  set  another  such' meter  at  the  low  sei-vice  sta- 
tion for  similar  reasons. 

In  connection  with  this  high  service  work  we  have  bought  two 
pieces  of  land  the  past  year,  the  Hall  lot  on  the  Lake  Shore  Road 
which  provides  us  with  a  route  for  our  pumping  main  from  Gallagher 
Avenue    to    the    Lake    Shore    Road,    and    the    Danforth    lot    on    Bald

Hill  on  which  the  northern  part  of  our  resen'oir  will  be  located. 

We  have  also  bargained  for  a  portion  of  the  Daigle  farm  on  which 
the  southern  part  of  the  resei-voir  will  be  located  and  a  small  portion 
of  land  of  the  Manchester  Coal  &  Ice  Company  for  a  passage  for 
our  24  inch  pipe  from  Bridge  Street  Extension  to  the  Daigle  land. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  size  of  water  mains 
in  our  system  is  slightly  larger  than  8  inch,  that  the  number  of 
sei-vices  per  mile  of  main  is  60  7/10,  and  the  number  of  feet  of  main 
pipe  to  each  sei-vice  is  80  7/10.  We  also  have  13  4/10  hydrants 
per  population  or  6  8/10  per  mile  of  pipe  and  770  feet  of  main  pipe 
per  hydrant. 

The  cost  of  maintainance  and  pumping  for  each  service  for  1925 
was  $9.10  per  annum  as  compared  with  a  minimum  rate  of  $8.00. 
Apparently  our  minimum  rate  is  too  low,  although  our  average 
service  receipt  is  considerably  more  than  the  minimum. 

Beginning  with  1926  the  department  for  the  first  time  will  receive 
no  hydrant  rental  from  the  city.  In  its  place  the  city  will  pay  the 
principal  of  bonds  issued  and  to  be  issued  and  the  Water  Department 
will  pay  the  interest  of  these  bonds. 

Our  department  also  receives  no  water  rentals  from  the  city  for 
any  other  public  uses  besides  hydrant  rentals,  a  direct  saving  to  the 
city  of  at  least  $50,000   a  year. 

It  is  thought  by  many  that,  inasmuch  as  perhaps  the  majority  of 
the  hydrants  are  not  used  for  fire  purposes  during  the  year,  no  rental 
-should  be  collected  from  such  hydrants.  The  fallacy  of  such  reason- 
ing is  apparent  when  it  is  considered  that  a  large  concentration  of 
water  is  demanded  in  any  locality  in  which  a  fire  may  occur,  and 
this  means  much  larger  mains  than  are  necessary  for  a  purely  domes- 
tic  supply. 

It  is  pi'obably  conservative  if  we  estimate  the  increased  cost  of 
mains  due  to  such  fire  draft  as  30  per  cent  more  than  a  system  for 
domestic  use. 

Our  works  to  date  have  cost  about  $3,400,000,  therefore  it  follows 
that  about  $2,615,000  would  be  the  cost  of  a  domestic  system  and 
that  $785,000  is  the  additional  cost  of  mains  adapted  to  fire  drafts. 
The  interest  on  $785,000  at  4  per  cent  would  be  $31,400  which  surely 
should  be  borne  by  the  service  for  which  it  was  incurred  besides  de- 
preciation and   replacement  charges. 

If  we  add  to  this  amount  the  sei-vice  charges  (now  free)  for 
school  houses,  engine  houses,  ward  rooms,  City  Hall,  street  and 
sewer  department,  parks  and  commons,  it  will  appear  that  our  claim 
of  a  saving  to  the  city  of  at  least  $50,000  a  year  is  justified  by  the 
-facts. 

We   are    making   preparations   to   lay   a    16    inch    main    across   the 
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Merrimack  River  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Amoskeag  Bridge,  the 
supporting  steel  work  for  which  has  already  been  installed. 

This  new  main  will  reenforce  the  20  inch  laid  on  the  bed  of  the 
river  at  Bridge  Street,  our  present  sole  dependence  for  the  high 
service  system  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  and  will  enable  us  to 
supply  St.  Anselm's  College,  Notre  Dame  and  surrounding  territory 
should  either  one  of  the  mains  fail. 

Duplication  of  facilities  is  always  essential  to  security  of  opera- 
tion. 

We  are  receiving  many  applications  for  extensions  of  mains  from 
widely  scattered  territory  where  lots  have  been  laid  out  by  land 
operators  with  narrow  and  crooked  streets  and  extremely  difficult  to 
build  on  account  of  ledges  and  other  obstacles. 

These  additions  are  in  many  cases  so  hard  to  construct  that  it 
brings  a  hardship  to  the  residents  involved,  who  are  obliged  to  go 
for  a  long  period  without  proper  streets,  and  water,  sewer  and  gas 
ser\-ices,  when  the  use  of  ordinary  foresight  would  prevent  their  pur- 
chasing such  lots. 

It  is  also  a  hardship  to  the  street,  sewer  and  water  departments 
and  to  the  gas  company  to  have  to  build  works  at  large  expenses 
for  a  small  revenue. 

Probably  our  method  of  constructing  when  assured  of  four  per 
cent  income  is  as  fair  as  any  since  it  does  not  prevent  people  from 
obtaining  water  and  obliges  them  to  share  in  at  least  a  portion  of 
the  cost,  although  it  is  not  profitable  to  the  Water  Works,  since  the 
four  per  cent  is  merely  upon  the  cost  of  construction  and  bears  no 
portion  of  the  cost  of  jjumping,  furnishing  and  maintaining  the 
water. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their 
co-operation  during  the  year  and  to  acknowledge  my  debt  to  all  the 
employees  of  the  department  for  their  whole-hearted  and  efficient 
service  and  assistance.

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ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


December  31,  1925. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen:  More  water  was  pumped  the  past  year  than  in  any 
previous  year,  1,435,432,335  gallons  having  been  pumped  at  the 
Low  Service  Station,  an  increase  of  0.42  per  cent  over  1924;  and 
951,039,047  gallons  at  the  High  Service  Station,  an  increase  of 
6.3  per  cent  over  1924,  giving  a  total  pumpage  for  both  stations  of 
2,386,471,328  gallons  which  is  greater  by  2.71  per  cent  than  the 
total  of  1924.  This  means  that  the  consumption  on  the  Low  Ser- 
vice system  relative  to  the  High  Service  is  of  the  the  ratio  three  to 
two  and  that  the  High  Service  consumption  is  increasing  at  a  rate 
fifteen  times  that  of  the  Low  Service.  The  reservoir  capacity  re- 
maining conslant  at  the  ratio  Low  Service  to  High  Sei-vice  of  nine  to 
two. 

Practically  the  same  amount  of  water  was  pumped  by  v/ater  power 
this  year  as  in  1924,  both  years  being  considerably  under  the  aver- 
age year  for  this  kind  of  pumping.  Elsewhere  in  this  report  will  be 
found  statistics  of  the  several  means  of  pumping  and  costs  in  the 
form  recommended  by  the  New  England  Water  .Works  Association. 

Labor  charges  at  the  stations  this  year  were  somewhat  less  than 
the  year  previous  although  the  total  costs  of  operation  were  more 
due  in  part  to  increased  pumping  and  a  much  larger  coal  inventory 
than  in  1924  as  well  as  costly  repairs  to  the  High  Service  dwelling 
and  steam  pumping  engines. 

The  High  Service  dwelling  and  barn  were  refinished  inside  and 
out,  the  exterior  painting  being  done  by  station  employees.  It  was 
necessary  to  replace  one  of  the  valve  chambers  in  the  Snow  Pumping 
Engine  which  had  developed  a  bad  crack  after  twenty-four  years 
service.  This  was  done  under  the  able  supervision  of  Mr.  McDonald, 
Superintendent  of  the  High  Service  Station,  who  used  his  regular 
station  crew. 

Repairs  at  the  Low  Service  Station  were  of  a  routine  nature  only. 

The  so-called  riot  proof  fence  at  the  High  Service  Reservoir  is 
badly  in  need  of  paint  and  as  we  have  the  paint  on  hand  we  hope 
to  do  this  job  as  soon  as  the  weather  will  permit  this  coming  spring. 
The  fence  at  the  Low  Service  Reservoir,  while  not  in  as  bad  shape 
as  the  High  Service  fence,  should  be  painted  this  coming  year. 

The  barn  at  the  Low  Service  Station  will  require  some  outlay  this 
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year.     It  is  recommended  that  the  barn  be  shingled,  with  some  fire- 
proof shingle,  and  be  repainted. 

Between  July  14th  and  25th  all  of  the  white  pine  transplants 
were  inspected  for  evidence  of  pine  weevil  and  blister  rust.  The 
trees  seem  to  be  practically  free  of  blister  rust,  and  a  marked  im- 
provement in  the  pine  weevil  pest  is  evident  which  we  hope  is  a 
result  of  our  thorough  work  of  1924. 

The  Johnson's  Beach  and  Caesar's  Beach  Plantings,  running  75 
to  80  per  cent  infected  in  1924,  showed  about  20  per  cent  this  year 
and  a  corresponding  drop  was  noted  in  all  other  plantings.  The 
Canfield  Lot,  trimmed  this  year  for  the  first  time,  ran  about  20  per 
cent  infected;  probably  one-quarter  of  these  tops  were  destroyed 
in  1924,  and  the  balance  attacked  as  a  result  of  the  beetle  depositing 
eggs  in  the  leader  this  spring. 

This  year,  141  bags  (grain  sacks)  of  infected  tops  were  cut  and 
burned  against  716  last  year.  It  required  455  man-hours  and  cost 
$191.15  against  662  man-hours  and   $293.40  last  year.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City 
of  Manchester: 

Gentlemen : 

The  Trustees  of  the  City  Library  herewith  transmit  the  report 
of  the  librarian  as  their  report  for  the  year  1925. 

This  report  demonstrates  that  the  Library  is  being  conducted 
with  great  economy  and  efficiency  and  that  the  city  is  getting  a  large 
return  from  the  money  invested. 

The  value  of  the  work  done  by  the  Library  is  obvious  and  its 
service  should  be  extended  so  as  to  be  easily  available  to  all  our 
people.  We  ought  to  have  two  or  three  real  branch  libraries,  not 
merely  distributing  stations,  and  we  ought  to  be  extending  our  ser- 
vice in  many  directions  and  in  many  ways,  some  of  which  are  indi- 
cated in  the  report  of  the  librarian.  To  do  these  things  somewhat 
larger  appropriations  will  be  necessary.  But  if  the  members  of  your 
honorable  Board  will  carefully  investigate  the  work  of  the  Library 
and  the  benefits  derived  from  it,  we  are  confident  of  your  support 
in  our  efforts  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  this  fine  institution.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

Being   the   Seventy-second   Annual   Report 

of  the 

CITY  LIBRARY 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Library,  Manchester,  N.  H. : 

The  year  1925  has  been  a  strenuous  one  at  the   City  Library. 
Increase  of  work  and  decrease  of  workers  have  put  a 
Strenuous     somewhat  severe  test  on  the  spirit  and  endurance  of  the 
year  assistants,  and  to  their  credit  be  it  said  that  the  test  has 

been  borne  with  good  grit  and  grace.  The  increase  has 
not  been  confined  to  the  circulation  department  tho  it  is  there  that 
it  is  most  easily  recorded. 

Circulation 

In   1924  the  home  circulation  for  the  first  time  passed 
15%  the  200,000  mark,  with  a  gain  of  11%  over  the  previous 

increase     year.      This    year  it  has  gone    above  the  quarter    million 
figure  with  a  gain  of   15%   over  last  year. 
In  four  years  the  use  of  the  library  for  home  reading  has  in- 
creased 40%  while  a  5%  increase  in  the  staff  has  had  to 
40%  handle  this  added  volume  of  work.     This  may  be  looked 

increase  upon  as  very  complimentary  to  the  growing  efficiency  of 
the  staff  and  much  credit  is  due  to  its  members  for  their 
application  and  devotion  to  the  work.  But  there  is  another  side  of 
the  matter  to  be  considered.  There  is  a  limit  to  what  one  person 
can  do  even  tho  the  individual  is  100%  efficient,  and 
Credit  due  we  might  pause  right  here  to  say  that  we  do  not  pay 
staff  for  such  efficiency  and  have  no  right  to  expect  it.     We 

might  also  add  that  our  hours  are  longer  than  those  of 
most  libraries.  The  average  library  week  is  now  forty-two  hours  tho 
some  cities  require  only  forty  or  even  thirty-nine  as  against  our 
forty-five.  Inasmuch  as  we  have  never  been  over-staffed, 
Long  it  is  evident  that  a  5%  increase  in  the  working  force,  even 
hours  with  the  best  of  endeavor  cannot  accomplish  a  40%  in- 
crease of  work.  The  result  is  that  while  the  circulation 
has  claimed  so  much  time  and  attention  other  parts  of  the  work  have 
necessarily  been  neglected. 

The  activities  of  a  libi'ary  like  those  of  any  successful  business 
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or  enterprise  should  grow,  but  what  business  concern  would  nearly 
double    its  sales    and  not    add  appreciably  to  its    force  of 
Larger     salesmen?      Because  the   libraiy   is  not  operated   for  gain, 
staff  is  there  any  reason  why  it  should  not  be  conducted  on  busi- 

needed  ness  principles?  It  is  most  regrettable  that  with  a  model 
building  we  should  not  be  able  to  keep  all  parts  of  the  work 
in  suitable  condition  for  inspection  at  all  times,  but  at  present  this  is 
impossible.  Even  could  we  do  this  it  would  not  be  sufficient, — 
simply  to  keep  things  in  good  running  order.  Any  thriving  concern 
should  broaden  out  with  the  years.  The  City  Library  is  seventy-two 
years  old  and  has  not  yet  a  single  branch  library,  only  three  de- 
posit stations.  Those  at  East  and  West  Manchester  are  both  much 
in  need  of  homes  of  their  own.  They  have  outgrown  their  quarters 
and  each  should  have  a  small  building  with  children's  room  and 
reading  room  besides  adequate  equipment  for  the  circula- 
Branch  tion  of  books.  Repeatedly  has  the  need  of  branches  and 
buildings  stations  in  the  outlying  sections  of  the  city  been  men- 
needed  tioned  in  these  annual  reports.  Manchester  makes  a  very 
poor  showing  in  this  respect  compared  with  other  cities 
of  its  size.  We  respectfully  urge  that  this  matter  receive  early  at- 
tention. 

West  Manchester   Station 

Miss  Lee  reports  a  circulation  of  21,843  from  West  Manchester 
which  is  a  gain  of  3,318  volumes  over  last  year.  New  names  to  the 
number  of  315  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  borrowers.  At  present 
the  station  held  in  the  lunch  room  of  the  West  Side  High  School  is 
open  only  one  afternoon  and  evening  each  week.  Miss  Lee  says, 
"It  would  certainly  relieve  the  intensive  Wednesday  strain 
Growth  if  this  station  could  be  opened  twice  a  week."  Statistics 
show  an  average  circulation  of  420  volumes.  During  the 
summer  months  this  average  drops  to  about  300,  while  thru  the 
winter  between  500  and  600  are  charged  out  every  Wednesday,  often 
a  greater  number  than  are  issued  from  both  departments  at  the  main 
library  on  the  same  day. 

While  the  lunch  room  is  comfortable  and  we  greatly  appreciate 
the  hospitality  of  the  school  authorities,  it  does  lack  a  library  at- 
mosphere and  it  has  been  found  difficult  to  maintain 
Working  good  order.  Miss  Lee  writes, — "We  have  come  to  the 
under  conclusion   that  it  is   rather  hopeless  to   ask   for   quiet 

difficulties  with  a  lively  basket-ball  game  in  progress  down  the  hall, 
with  the'  high  school  band  practising  none  too  harmon- 
iously somewhere  near,  with  an  automobile  mechanics  class  opposite 
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our  door  and  a  machine  shop  whirring  with  all  its  might  not  far  dis- 
tant." A  home  of  its  own  is  what  the  library  station  of  West  Man- 
chester needs  and  ought  to  have  for  its  22,000  population. 

East   Manchester   Station 

Miss  Kennett  reports  a  busy  year  at  the  East  Manchester  station 
with   232   new  borrowers   and   a   circulation   of   12,453.      While   the 

quarters  in  the  Manchester  Broom  Shop  have  been  very 
Quarters  comfortable  the  space  has  been  found  inadequate   for 

outgrown      .the  growing  numbers,  especially  in  the  afternoon  after 

school  hours.  Both  this  station  and  the  one  at  West 
Manchester  should  be  kept  open  two  or  three  days  a  week,  but  it  is 
not  feasible  until  we  can  have  more  assistants. 

Goffe's  Falls   Station 

Miss  Mansur  reports  a  small  gain  in  the  number  of  volumes  cir- 
culated but  a  loss  of  fifty-seven  active  borrowers  caused  by  families 
leaving  town  on  account  of  lack  of  work  in  'the   local   mills.      The 

number  of  volumes  circulated  during  the  year  was  9,702. 
Loss  of  This  station  has  been  in  operation  since  1914,  and  while 

borrowers     there  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  need  of  library  service  in  a 

community  so  far  removed  from  the  central  library,  the 
question  does  present  itself  as  to  whether  a  station  in  some  other  out- 
lying section  of  the  city  would  serve  a  larger  number  of  people  with 
the  same  outlay  of  time  and  expense.  It  seems  a  deplorable  state  of 
affairs  when  we  must  choose  between  one  needy  section  and  another 
but  until  we  can  enlarge  our  force  any  additional  stations  are  out 
of  the  question. 

Open   Shelf   Room 

The  OiDen  Shelf  room  is  so  closely  connected  with  the  Circulation 

department  and  does  so  much  to  foster  reading — one  might 

Fosters     almost  say  to  tempt  a  person  to   read,  that  liberal   credit 

reading     should  be  given  to  this  department  for  any  increased  use 

of  the  books. 

Miss  Mansur  reports  the  display  of  28  collections  of  books  on 

varied  subjects,  27  book  lists,.  37  bulletins,  21  picture  collections,  4 

show  case  exhibits  and  16  posters.     During  National  Edu-

Children's   Department 

The  year's  start  in  the  Children's  department  was  not  auspi- 
cious, for  the  scarlet  fever  epidemic  mentioned  in  last  year's  report 
kept  the  Children's  room  closed  until  January  10,  while  for  the  next 
ten  days  the  children  were  not  allowed  to  congregate 
Largest  but  to  remain  only  long  enough  to  exchange  their  books. 

circulation  In  spite  of  this  handicap  the  circulation  from  the  de- 
partment exceeded  all  previous  records.  The  number 
of  issues  was  103,519,  a  gain  of  30,750  over  1924,  and  by  far  the 
larger  part  of  the  increase  of  the  library  for  the  year.  So  great  a 
drain  did  this  heavy  call  for  books  make  on  the  resources  of  this 
department  that  the  shelves  were  left  nearly  empty.  To 
2,000  remedy  the  situation  a  much  larger  proportion  than  usual 

volumes  of  the  book  money  was  spent  for  juvenile  books  and  2,379 
added  volumes     were     added     to      the     collection.      These     were 

bought  as  far  as  posisble  in  resewed  bindings  as  it  has 
been  found  by  experience  that  such  are  cheaper  in  the  end. 

Miss  Russell  writes,  "An  outstanding  feature  of  the  activities  of 
the  Children's  department  is  the  more  extensive  work  with  the  public 
schools.  As  a  result  of  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  superintendent, 
Mr.  Benezet,  and  his  endorsement  of  the  plan,  more  collections  of 
books  have  been  sent  to  the  class  rooms  than  ever  before.  These 
books  are  issued  to  the  children  either  by  a  teacher  or 
Work  'pupil  librarian,'  and  the  system  has  called  forth  many 
with  favorable  comments.     To  the  children  living  in  the  outlying 

schools  districts  of  Manchester — too  far  away  for  them  to  enjoy  the 
privileges  of  the  City  Library — it  has  been  a  great  blessing. 
A  recorded  circulation  from  these  collections  amounts  to  12,307 — 
a  gain  over  last  year  of  nearly  eleven  thousand  volumes.  The  in- 
creasing demand  for  these  sets  of  books  has  caused  such  a  drain 
upon  the  supply  in  the  Children's  room — particularly  among  the 
books  of  fiction  and  those  for  the  youngest  readers — that  a  special 
collection  of  books  for  the  schools  has  been  started. 

"The  vacation  reading  contest  was  held  during  the  summer  and 
seventy  children  fulfilled  the  requirements.  Each  was  permitted  to 
choose  a  home  in  story-book  land — a  map  of  which  served  as  the 
honor  roll  and  was  an  ever-increasing  source  of  delight 
Vacation  to  the  children  as  the  names  began  to  appear  upon  it. 
reading  On  November  7th  the  members  of  the  library  reading- 
clubs  entertained  these  seventy  boys  and  girls.  Two  short 
plays  were  presented — one  a  Hallowe'en  play  entitled,  'Five  ghosts,' 
and  the  other  a  dialogue  called,  'A  day  of  hard  work,'  Mother  Goose 
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rhymes  were  acted  in   shadow  pantomime,   games  were   played   and 
refreshments  served. 

"During  the  first  half  of  1925  the  three  library  reading  clubs 
enjoyed  a  most  successful  season.  With  the  coming  of  the  summer 
vacation  so  many  members  went  away  that  regular  meetings  were 
inadvisable;  but  several  times  in  the  early  fall  members  came  to- 
gether for  the  I'ehearsal  of  the  plays  to  be  given  at  the  entertainment 
for  the  vacation  readers.  The  Louisa  May  Alcott  Library  Club  re- 
sumed meetings  in  the  fall  under  the  efficient  leadership  of 
Library  Miss  Tuttle.  The  boys  of  the  Benjamin  Franklin  Library 
clubs  Club  regret  the  loss  of  Miss  Lindquist  as  club  leader.     As 

yet  her  successor  has  not  been  found  and  meetings  have 
necessarily  been  postponed.  Also,  conditions  have  made  it  inexpedi- 
ent to  resume  the  meetings  of  the  Caroline  Hewins  Library  Club, 
but  plans  are  being  made  to  continue  them  very  soon. 

"Children's  Book  Week  was  observed  in  November  by 
Children's  exhibits  of  books  suitable  for  the  home  libraries  of  boys 
book  and   girls.      Posters   and   leaflets   of   suggestions   for   the 

week  obsei'V'ance   of  the  week  were  sent  to  all  public   schools 

and  to  several  of  the  larger  parochial  schools. 
"The  Children's  department  also  prepared  a  collection  of  books 
for  the  model  home    library  as    displayed    at  the   'Better 
Exhibit     Homes  Exhibit'    held  at  Le  Chateau    under    the    auspices 
of  the  Manchester  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 
"From   Christmas   week   until   New   Year's   Eve   there   was   dis- 
played in  the  Children's  room  a  small  Christmas  tree — decorated  and 
lighted  with  tiny  colored  lights.     This  seemed  to  be  much  admired 
and  appreciated  by  the  little  folks — especially  those  who,  it  is  evi- 
dent, have  no  tree  at  home  on  Christmas." 

Reference 

"The  Reference  room  shared  in  the  general  increase  in  the  use 
of  the  library  in  1925,"  Miss  Dudley  reports.     The  number  of  ques- 
tions recorded  was  greater  than  in  1924.     "The  attend- 
Increased     ance   has   been   larger  than   in   previous   years   and   fre- 
use  quently  in  the  afternoon  and  evening  all  the  tables  have 

been  in  use  and  a  few  times  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
room  has  been  taxed.  People  have  gradually  grown  into  the  habit 
of  reading  more  here  instead  of  taking  the  often-times  bulky  mater- 
ial on  a  subject  home.  One  factor  in  the  increased  use  of  the  room 
for  serious  work  is  the  greater  quiet  which  prevails  since  the  officer 
has  been  on  duty  at  the  library. 
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"The  usual  number  of  club  topics  and  general  questions  were 
looked  up.     Puzzle  contests  brought  many  people  to  the 
Contests      room.     Interest  in  cross-word  puzzles  reached  its  peak  in 
January,   but  shortly  afterwards  it  faded   away.      In  the 
fall   a   contest   on   war   heroes    revived   the   popular   interest   in    re- 
search. 

"A  large  proportion  of  the  reference  work  is  with  the  students 
of  high  school  age.     It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  them  and  con- 
trary to  present  day  criticism  of  young  people  we  find 
High  school     them  on  the  whole  a  courteous  and  appreciative  group. 
students  A  talk  on  how  to  look  up  material  for  debates  was 

given  to  119  pupils  in  January  and  again  to  84  pupils 
in  October.  The  debating  teams  were  requested  by  their  teacher 
to  use  their  references  in  the  library,  thus  giving  all  members  of  the 
teams  an  equal  chance  to  use  the  best  material  and  temporary  re- 
serve collections  on  various  subjects  were  made  for  their  conven- 
ience." 

Art   Department 

According  to  the  records  the  work  of  the  Art  department  has 
not  varied  much  from  last  year.  The  art  classes  from  the  Institute 
have  come  as  formerly  once  or  twice  a  week  for  the  use  of  pictures 
and  books. 

It  was  found  that  the  department  catalog  needed  revising  and 
work  on  it  was  begun  in  the  summer  and  was  about  half  finished. 

Books 

The  continued  illness  and  absence  of  Miss  Kidder  has  brought 
the  brunt  of  the  work  of  book  selection  upon  Miss  McClure.  A  start 
has  been  made  towards  a  division  of  labor  by  assigning 
Selection  to  the  different  members  of  the  staff  certain  classes  of 
books  for  their  special  attention.  It  is  hoped  that  when 
this  plan  gets  into  full  operation  it  will  be  found  advantageous  in 
several  ways. 

Thru  the    interest  and   co-operation    of  Mr  Benezet,   Supt.   of 
schools,  the  call  for  class-room  libraries  has  greatly  increased.     In 
fact,  so  rapid  was  the  increase  and  so  heavy  the  demand 
School  that  our    juvenile    shelves    resembled  Mother  Hubbard's 

collection  cupboard.  To  remedy  this  condition  a  large  number 
of  added  copies  were  ordered  and  set  apart  for  a  school 
collection.  This  caused  a  larger  expenditure  of  money  for  the  Chil- 
dren's department  than  usual,  in  fact  about  40%  of  the  money  spent 
for  books  this  year  was  for  juveniles. 
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One  would  naturally  think  that  this  unusual  outlay  would  make 
a  marked  increase  in  the  size  of  the  juvenile  collection.     It  is  a  bit 
disappointing,  therefore,  to  find  that,  tho  more  than  two 
Gain  and     thousand   volumes    were    added,   the    collection    was    only 
loss  about  eleven  hundred  volumes  larger  at  the  end  of  the 

year  than  at  the  beginning.  The  reason  for  this  is,  of 
course,  the  large  shrinkage  from  books  worn  out  and  lost.  The 
greater  the  success  of  the  library  the  larger  the  loss;  in  other  words 
the  more  the  books  are  used,  the  faster  they  wear  out. 

A  great  saving  has  been  made  this  year  by  the  purchase  of 
"resewed  books,"  our  work  and  bills  for  rebinding  having  been 
literally  cut  in  halves.  In  1924  we  had  1154  volumes  rebound  and 
in  1925  only  557  volumes.  The  initial  cost  of  a  resewed  volume  is 
a  little  more  than  when  purchased  as  issued  by  the  pub- 
Resewed  lisher,  but  not  so  much  more  as  the  cost  of  rebinding. 
books  These  books  rarely  have  to  be  sent  to  the  binder  and  so 

save  not  only  the  binder's  bills  but  the  time  and  labor 
of  preparation  for  the  bindery  and  checking  up  and  preparing  for 
use  on  their  return,  to  say  nothing  of  the  satisfaction  of  having 
them  on  hand  for  service  while  they  last  instead  of  laid  up  in  the 
bindery  when  wanted. 

The  report  from  the  inventory  this  year  is  encouraging, 
Inventory     the   number  of  books  unaccounted  for  being  only   64% 
of  that  reported  last  year. 
As  the  use  of  the  library  grows  the  need  of  more  money  for 
books,   as  well  as   for  running  expenses,   is   increasingly   felt.      The 
national  library  association  has  recently  issued  the  following  state- 
ment,— "The  American  Library  Association  invites  the  American  peo- 
ple to  a  consideration  of  the  service  which  libraries  ai'e  now  rendering 
and  to  the   possibilities   of  a  much  greater  service,  if 
Continuous     larger  financial  means   were   available   for  their  work. 
education         Thru   national,   state,   county,   municipal   and   endowed 
public  libraries,  continuous  education  may  be  provided 
for  all  ages  and  classes  of  people  at  a  very  small  expense  as  com- 
pared with  that   of  their  formal   education.     No   less   important  in 
the  economy  of  daily  life  is  the  recreational  service  of  libraries. 

"The  American  Library  Association  believes  and  declares  that 
the  community  served  is  primarily  and  directly  responsible  for  the 
financial  support  of  the  library,  as  it  is  for  the  support  of  its  schools. 
We  believe  nevertheless  that  thru  the  provision  of  endowment  or 
trust  funds,  supplementing  those  received  from  taxa- 
Endowment  tion,  the  work  of  libraries  may  be  greatly  extended, 
funds  enriched,   and    improved.      This  is    especially  true    of 

needed  funds  devoted  to  the  literature  of  a  particular  subject 

or    the     work     of     a    particular    department     of    the 
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library.  ...  It  is  this  phase  of  public  service  that  the  Association 
especially  recommends  to  the  consideration  of  persons  of  means. 
Funds  given  for  such  purposes  not  only  continue  indefinitely  to  pro- 
vide for  the  enlargement  of  the  educational  opportunities  of  the 
people,  but  they  may  also  serve  as  a  splendid  memorial  for  an  in- 
dividual or  group,  carrying  as  they  usually  do  a  name  identified  with 
a  service  that  continues  thru  the  years." 

This   library   especially   needs   funds   for   books    of   travel,    the 
social  sciences,  music  and  fiction.

The  library  likewise  needs  a  larger  appropriation  that  it  may 
increase  salaries  in  order  to  hold  the  staff  we  now  have  and  to  in- 
duce young  women  who  are  graduating  from  library 
Larger  schools  and  training  classes  to  enter  our  service.     It 

appropriation     is  also  needed  that  the  number  of  assistants  may  be 
needed  increased  in  proportion  as  the  work  increases.     Nor 

should  this  enlargement  of  the  staff  lag  behind  the 
growth  of  the  work,  retarding  its  development  as  it  has  in  the  past; 
rather  should  it  precede  it  as  opportunities  for  wider  service  present 
themselves.  There  are  at  present,  as  there  have  been  for  years,  many 
avenues  inviting  us  to  broader  usefulness  to  all  of  which  we  have 
had  to  close  our  eyes  because  of  the  lack  of  workers. 
Opportunities  Among  these  avenues  are  the  library  stations  so 
waiting  frequently  mentioned,  also  library  service  to  the  hos- 

pitals of  the  city,  and  no  less  important,  the  wide  field 
of  helpfulness  which  we  are  neglecting  when  we  omit  work  with  that 
large  and  important  part  of  our  population,  the  foreign  born. 

Publicity 

The  series  of  articles  concerning  library  work  which  was  men- 
tioned in  last  year's  report  as  appearing  in  the  Manchester  Leader 
was    concluded    the  latter    part  of  January.     Thru    these    thirteen 

"stories"  on  the  work  of  the  different  departments  many 
Series  of  people  of  Manchester  became  better  acquainted  with 
newspaper  their  library  and  some  learned  for  the  first  time  of  the 
articles  existence    of    certain    departments,    while    others    gained 

some  slight  comprehension  of  the  amount  of  detail  re- 
quired in  library  procedure.  The  series  attracted  some  attention 
outside  of  the  city  and  even  outside  of  the  state. 

In    November  the    Manchester   Federation    of    Women's    Clubs 
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held  a  "Better  Homes  Exhibit"  for  three  days  in  Le  Chateau.  Thru 
the  courtesy  of  the  Federation  the  library  was  given  space 
Better  for  a  booth  which  it  fitted  up  with  libraiy  furniture.  Here 
Homes  it  exhibited  a  carefully  selected  group  of  books  which  were 
exhibit  advertised  as  "Good  Books  for  Better  Homes."  The  col- 
lection comprised  over  300  volumes  and  included  a  dic- 
tionary, an  encyclopedia,  a  few  other  reference  works,  a  good  propor- 
tion of  children's  books,  a  selection  for  those  of  high  school  age  and 
a  wide  variety  of  books  for  adults.  Either  the  librarian  or  an  as- 
sistant was  in  charge  during  all  the  hours  that  the  exhibit  was  open 
and  used  the  occasion  to  "sell"  the  idea  of  good  books.  The  booth 
was  well  patronized  by  visitors  and  an  excellent  opportunity  was 
thus  afforded  for  reaching  parents  and  showing  them  some  of  the 
best  of  children's  literature  and  explaining  the  disadvantage  to  the 
child  of  reading  mediocre  books.  This  project  was  expensive  of 
time  and  labor  but  we  believe  it  was  worth  while. 

The   library   still   continues   the   weekly   annotated   list   of   new 
books    in  the  Union-Leader,    as  well  as    frequent  news 
Weekly  items  about  what  is  being  done  at  the  library,  and  has  the 

book  lists      usual  reason  to  render  appreciative  thanks  to  those  con- 
nected with  these  papers  for  their  generous  co-operation. 

Questionnaires 

One  of  the  various  things  which  added  to  our  labors  this  year 
was  the  answering  of  questionnaires.  This  form  of  inquiry  has  be- 
come so  common  of  late  that  it  has  grown  burdensome.  Whether 
libraries  are  more  favored  with  such  documents  than  are  other  in- 
stitutions we  can  not  say,  but  we  can  testify  to  receiving  a  wide 
variety.      This   year  there   were  two  which  made   all   previous   ones. 

shrink  into  utter  insignificance.  One  was  on  the 
Library  sur-  classification  of  libraiy  personnel  and  the  other  a 
vey  and  general  sun'ey  of  library  work.     The  former  was  art 

personnel  extremely   detailed   study   of   job   analysis,   the   latter, 

covering  185  pages,  was  an  extensive  inquiry  into  all 
kinds  and  methods  of  libraiy  work.  As  both  these  questionnaires 
were  sponsored  by  the  American  Libraiy  Association  and  were  de- 
signed for  the  good  of  the  libraiy  cause,  we  made  a  great  exertion 
to  answer  them. 

Building 

The  building  this  year  received  the  much  needed  attention  which 
we  were  unable  to  give  it  last  year.  The  walls  and  ceiling  of  the 
entire  first  floor,  excepting  the  Catalog  room  which  was  done  last 
year,  were  painted,  also  the   Art  room.  Club  room  number  one,  the 
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upper  corridor,  both  stairways  and  the  Hall.  The  front  granite 
steps  were  cleaned,  the  sidewalk  and  the  outside  lamps  re- 
Repairs  paired,  the  flag-pole  painted  and  kick-plates  put  on  the 
front  swing  doors.  The  shrubs  by  the  front  steps  and  a 
tree  on  the  south  lawn  were  replaced  by  new  ones.  The  installation 
of  an  electric  buzzer  in  the  kitchen  will  save  many  steps.  Hithei-to 
there  has  been  no  way  of  calling  anyone  who  was  in  this  farthest 
corner  of  the  building  except  by  going  in  person. 

The  next  large  outlay  should  be  for  the  fourth  tier  of  stack 
which  should  be  put  in  very  soon  or  we  shall  be  cramped  for  book 
space. 

Staff 

During  the  summer  three  members  of  the  staff  resigned.  Miss 
Bacon  and  Miss  Richardson  to  accept  positions  in  other  libraries 
and  Miss  Lindquist  to  enter  college.  The  vacancies  thus 
Resigna-  created  we  have  not  been  able  as  yet  to  fill.  This,  lo- 
tions gether  with  Miss  Kidder's  prolonged  absence,  means  that 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  the  work,  with  a  fifteen 
percent  increase  over  last  year,  has  been  carried  by  eighty  percent 
of  the  staff,  which  is  not  satisfactory  either  for  the  assistants  or  the 
library. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  there  has  been  far  less  time  lost 
thru  illness  this  year  than  last. 

As  usual  the  librarian  and  several  assistants  have  spoken  before 
various  organizations  on  the  libraiy  or  subjects  germane  thereto. 

While  the  librarian  did  not  attend,  as  is  her  custom,  the  national 
library  conference  this  year,  the  library  was  represented  by  Miss 
Dudley  and  Miss  Holland,  even  tho  the  meeting  was  as 
Library  far  away  as  Seattle,  Washington.  Five  assistants  and 
meetings  the  librarian  were  present  at  the  state  meeting  at  Laconia 
and  several  members  of  the  staff  attended  the  New  Eng- 
land meeting  at  Swampscott  and  the  neighborhood  meeting  at  Nashua. 

The  librarian  wishes  to  express  her  gratitude  for  the  two 
months  leave  of  absence  granted  for  a  European  trip 
Librarian's  during  the  summer,  and  to  say  that  she  hopes  and  be- 
leave  of  lieves  that  the  time  tljus  spent  was  profitable  not  only 

absence  for  her  but  for  the  library,  because  of  the  information 

and  inspiration  gained  and  perhaps  quite  as  much  be- 
cause of  the  renewed  physical  vigor  with  which  she  returned  to  her 
work. 

Hearty  thanks  are  extended  to  all  who  have  remembered  the 
library  with  gifts  and  especially  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  which 
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has  given  many  directories  which  have  added  much  to  the  value  and 
usefulness  of  our  collection. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  the  librarian  to  record  the  unfailing  devo- 
tion of  the  assistants  and  their  excellent  co-operation  in  a  year  of 
unusually   heavy   work.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


December  18,   1925 
Members  of  the  Board  of  School  Committee. 
Gentlemen : 

The  regular  annual  report  as  required  by  your  rules  is  here  pre- 
sented. As  you  will  recall,  there  was  issued  during  American  Edu- 
cation Week  a  pamphlet  describing  the  activities  of  the  schools  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  which  was  sent  to  every  home  represented  in  the 
public  schools.  A  great  deal  of  this  material  is  incorporated  in  the 
following  report,  as  it  is,  in  effect,  the  story  of  the  new  activities  of 
the  schools  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  first  place,  let  me  commend  the  policy  of  the  School  Board 
with  respect  to  the  administration  of  the  schools.  A  great  many 
school  systems  have  suffered  in  the  past  from  the  fact  that  Board 
members  undertook  to  settle  matters  which  should  properly  have 
been  left  to  the  administrative  officers,  and  instead  of  referring  com- 
plaints to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  the  schoolhouse  agent,  or 
the  superintendent  of  buildings,  they  attempted  as  individuals  to  per- 
form functions  which  should  properly  have  belonged  to  teachers, 
principals,  or  the  superintendent.  Other  cities  besides  Manchester 
have  ruled  that  the  proper  channel  of  communication  between  the 
schools  and  their  patrons  and  the  Board  of  School  Committee  shall 
be  the  supei'intendent  of  schools,  but  I  do  not  know  any  Board  which 
has  so  well  lived  up  to  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  law  of  this  rule,  as 
this  one  has. 

It  is  the  duty  of  School  Board  members,  it  seems  to  me,  to  acquaint 
themselves  thoroughly  with  conditions  in  the  schools.  They  have 
the  right  to  demand  from  the  administrative  officers  frequent  re- 
ports on  finances,  on  enrollment,  attendance,  and  distribution  of 
pupils  by  grades  and  ages,  retardation,  promotion,  acceleration, 
etc.  There  are  matters  of  general  policy  which  the  superintendent 
must  lay  before  them  for  decision;  above  all,  as  directors  of  a 
corporation  spending  three-quarters  o'f  a  million  dollars  a  year,  they 
must  see  to  it  that  adequate  funds  are  supplied  to  the  schools,  and 
make  sure  that  the  funds  are  being  spent  so  as  to  secure  the  maxi- 
mum results.  They  must  bear  in  mind  the  interests  of  all  the 
children  of  all  the  people.  For  in  the  end  the  state  has  a  right 
to  tax  everyone  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  because  these 
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schools  are  training  for  citizenship  the  future  voters  of  the  Republic. 
Let  us  now  consider  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  pasf 
year.      This  divides  itself  naturally  into   eight  different  heads.     Let 
us  take  them  in  order. 

L     PHYSICAL  CHANGES  IN   THE   SCHOOLS. 

(a)  The  new  floor  at  Youngsville.  The  additional  floor  at  the 
Youngsville  School  planned  some  years  ago  was  finally  added  during 
the  months  of  November  and  December,  1924.  The  two  hundred 
children  enrolled  there  were  transported  to  the  west  side  every  day 
and  were  crowded  into  the  Brown  School  along  with  the  children  who 
regularly  belonged  there.  Meanwhile  the  work  on  the  new  building- 
was  rushed  so  rapidly  that  the  children  were  sent  to  the  Brown  for 
only  seven  weeks  of  school  time.  A  new  floor  comprising  four  class- 
rooms and  a  store-room  was  built  just  above  the  floor  which  had 
been  used  for  classrooms.  The  building  is  now  an  up-to-date,  modern 
structure  enrolling  three  hundred  seven  children.  It  has  a  kinder- 
garten, a  special  help  room,  and  seven  other  classrooms.  Instead  of 
costing  $50,000  which  was  the  original  appropriation  asked  for,  the 
contract  was  let  for  only  $28,500.  A  great  deal  of  credit  is  due 
Mr.  James  A.  Rogers,  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  in  the  first  place 
for  obtaining  the  low  bid,  and  in  the  second  place  for  completing 
the  work  so  rapidly.  The  Youngsville  is  now  an  excellent  school 
building,  but  it  is  worth  noticing  that  the  building  is  already  filled 
to  capacity. 

(b)  Changes  at  Hallsvilie.  The  heating  of  the  Hallsville  School 
had  been  accomplished  in  a  costly  and  wasteful  manner.  There  was 
one  steam  boiler,  four  hot  air  furnaces,  and  one  stove  to  heat  the 
whole  building, — six  fires  in  all  that  the  janitor  had  to  keep  up  in 
cold  weather.  During  the  summer  of  1925  all  of  these  old  furnaces 
and  heating  plants  were  torn  out  and  a  modern,  up-to-date  steam 
plant  was  installed  in  a  little  annex  added  to  the  building  on  the 
south  side.  This  arrangement  made  possible  the  fitting  up  of  three 
additional  classrooms  in  the  space  that  had  been  filled  with  furnaces. 
The  Hallsville  School  showed  the  greatest  increase  over  last  year's 
enrollment  of  any  of  the  larger  schools,  and  the  addition  was  finished 
just  in  time.  As  it  is,  every  room  is  now  occupied.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  single  heating  plant  will  burn  from  $500  to  $800  worth  less 
of  coal  than  did  the  six  fires  previously  kept  up.  This  saving  alone 
is  unusually  good  interest  on  the  small  sum  which  was  invested, — 
$15,363.10,  which  sum  included  the  cost  of  the  three  new  rooms. 
Ordinarily  in  building  schoolhouses  we  figure  on  from  $7,000  to 
$10,000  a  room  for  the  cost. 
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(c)  New  classrooms  at  the  Classical  High  School.  With  the 
building  of  the  splendid  auditorium,  in  the  Practical  Arts  Building, 
the  old  hall  in  the  Classical  Building  was  no  longer  needed  as  an 
auditorium.  During  the  summer  of  '25,  a  partition  was  put  across 
the  south  end  of  this  hall,  and  the  space  thus  cut  off  was  divided 
into  three  excellent  classrooms.  The  remainder  of  the  hall  is  still 
used  by  the  classes  in  public  speaking.  Thus  four  classrooms  have 
been  gained  at  the  small  cost  of  $4,181.00.  Had  it  not  been  for 
these  four  new  rooms,  the  school  could  never  have  accommodated 
the  great  crowd  of  new  students. 

(d)  The  new  Administration  Building.  For  a  great  many  yeai's 
the  Board  of  School  Committee  have  realized  that  its  general  offices 
in  the  City  Hall  were  very  undesirable.  During  the  summer  of  1925 
the  building  at  the  corner  of  Lowell  and  Chestnut  Streets,  which 
was  the  first  Manchester  High  School  (1846),  and  which  recently 
had  been  used  for  Manual  Training  classes,  was  made  over  into  gen- 
eral offices.  A  fireproof  vault  for  valuable  papers  and  records  was 
built  on  at  the  north.  On  the  main  floor  there  is  a  committee  room 
for  the  Board,  a  private  office  for  the  superintendent,  a  general 
office  for  the  secretaries,  and  a  general  office  for  the  attendance  and 
certification  officers  and  for  the  director  of  evening  schools,  lava- 
tories, a  small  closet  for  supplies,  and  a  large  storeroom.  On  the 
second  floor  there  are  offices  for  four  supei'visors  and  the  assistant 
superintendent,  a  room  which  is  used  for  Board  meetings,  and  also 
for  art  work  by  the  supervisor  of  drawing,  an  assembly  room  where 
principals'  meetings  are  held  by  the  superintendent  and  where  the 
supervisor  of  music  and  the  assistant  superintendent  frequently  call 
together  teachers  of  certain  grades  for  instruction.  The  total  cost 
of  this  improvement  v/as  astonishingly  low, — $3,600  for  the  build- 
ing and   $1,600  for  the  building  of  the  fireproof  vault. 

(e)  New  Manual  Training  Centers.  Up  to  the  time  when  the 
building  at  Lowell  and  Chestnut  was  made  over  into  general  offices, 
it  was  necessary  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys  from  all  over 
the  city  to  come  either  to  this  building  or  to  the  Bakersville  for 
Manual  Training.  Now  the  Manual  Training  benches  and  tools  have 
been  scattered.  There  is  one  shop  at  the  Webster  which  accommo- 
dates the  North  End  schools,  one  at  the  Chandler,  one  at  the  Wilson, 
one  at  the  Varney,  and  one  at  the  Bakersville.  A  bench  or  two  has 
been  furnished  the  Brown  School  and  one  is  also  being  set  up  in 
the  ungraded  room  at  the  Franklin.  A  great  deal  of  time  formerly 
lost  in  going  back  and  forth  between  the  buildings  is  now  used  for 
Manual  Training  work.  The  boys  are  fitting  up  their  own  rooms  by 
building  partitions,  helping  to  lay  floors,  etc. 

(f)  New  furniture.     A  great  deal  of  school  furniture  had  been 
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needed  for  several  years.  Bookcases,  tables  of  various  sorts,  kinder- 
garten sand  tables,  etc.,  had  been  denied  the  various  buildings  be- 
cause of  the  cost.  In  the  summer  of  1925  a  group  of  boys  picked 
from  the  Manual  Training  classes  of  the  two  high  schools  worked 
for  nine  weeks  at  the  Practical  Arts  building  under  the  direction  of 
three  teachers  and  turned  out  a  remarkable  collection  of  furniture. 
Twenty-five  Manual  Training  benches,  eighteen  large  bookcases  with 
glass  doors,  and  numerous  sand  tables,  kindergarten  tables,  and 
smaller  bookcases  were  made.  Counters  were  manufactured  for  the 
new  office  building,  and  the  tables  for  the  Board  of  School  Com- 
mittee room  were  also  made  here.  A  close  estimate  of  what  the 
furniture  would  have  cost  in  the  open  market  puts  its  value  at 
$3,940.00.     The  actual  cost  to  the  city  was  a  little  over  $2,500. 

(g)  Minor  improvements.  A  number  of  smaller  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  buildings  to  make  them  more  efficient.  A  new 
door  for  entrance  into  the  basement  has  been  built  at  the  Wilson 
School.  A  new  dining  room  for  the  use  of  teachers  has  been  made 
out  of  what  was  a  janitor's  storeroom  at  the  classical  building.  A 
new  linoleum  has  replaced  the  very  shabby  and  worn-out  one  which 
covered  the  floor  of  the  cooking  room  in  the  classical  building.  A 
new  room  has  been  formed  at  the  Webster  School  by  tearing  out  a 
partition  and  dividing  a  large,  unwieldy  room  into  two  class- 
rooms for  the  smaller  children.  A  new  room  for  smaller  chil- 
dren was  fitted  up  in  the  basement  of  the  Maynard  building. 
Wooden  floors  were  laid  above  concrete  in  basement  rooms  at  the 
Bakersville   and   Franklin  buildings. 

All  the  buildings  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  suburban 
schoolhouses,  are  now  in  excellent  shape. 

II.     PROFESSIONAL  HELPS. 

(a)  Special  Help  Rooms.  At  present  there  are  eleven  rooms 
where  teachers  devote  their  time  largely  to  pupils  who  need  special 
help.  Two  of  these  are  at  the  Bakersville  School,  two  at  the  Frank- 
lin, one  at  Hallsville,  one  at  Youngsville,  one  at  the  Brown,  one  at 
the  Maynard,  one  at  the  Spring  Street,  one  at  the  Varney,  and  one 
at  the  Wilson.  To  the  Wilson  are  sent  children  newly  arrived  in  this 
country,  who  know  very  little  English  and  need  instruction  in  the  use 
of  the  language  rather  than  anything  else.  One  boy  who  entered 
this  room  in  October,  '24,  not  knowing  a  word  of  English  at  the 
time,  was  actually  promoted  into  high  school  by  February,  '25. 
Fourteen  children  are  gaining  half  a  year  during  this  present  fall 
term,  through  the  work  of  the  ungraded  room  at  the  Hallsville  School. 
At  the  Maynard  a  number  of  large  and  over-age  children  were  put 
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into  a  special  room  and  given  work  in  Manual  Training  and  House- 
hold Arts  in  addition  to  the  regular  studies  of  their  grades.  A  great 
improvement  has  been  shown  by  this  group.  A  specially  trained 
teacher  was  engaged  for  one  of  the  rooms  at  the  Franklin  School, 
and  children  who  for  some  one  reason  or  another  needed  special 
attention  were  transferred  to  this  school  from  others,  to  attend  this 
room.  A  great  many  cases  of  retardation  will  be  prevented  by  the 
operation  of  these  schools. 

(b)  Project  work.  At  nearly  all  of  the  schools  there  has  been 
a  great  deal  of  work  by  the  project  method.  For  example,  the  little 
children  at  the  Brown  have  worked  out  on  their  sand  table  scenes 
from  history  stories  that  were  read  to  them.  Other  schools  that 
have  done  a  great  deal  of  this  kind  of  projects  are  the  Ash  Street, 
the  Chandler,  the  Hallsville,  the  Lincoln,  the  Maynard,  the  Straw, 
and  the  Varney. 

(c)  Dividing  the  Children  according  to  ability.  A  great  number  of 
the  schools  have  given  intelligence  tests  to  their  lower  grade  children 
and  have  made  up  classes  accordingly.  The  Bakersville,  the  Halls- 
ville, the  Highland,  the. Lincoln,  the  Varney,  and  the  Webster  have 
given  special  attention  to  this  classification. 

(d)  Hand  work.  Pupils  who  are  large  and  either  over-age  or 
retarded  in  the  lower  grades  have  been  given  hand  work  of  various 
kinds.  In  some  cases  they  have  been  put  into  regular  Manual  Train- 
ing and  sewing  classes.  In  others  they  have  been  given  basket  work, 
rug  weaving,  etc.  The  result  has  been  gratifying,  and  in  most  cases 
their  work  in  arithmetic  and  reading  has  been  improved. 

(e)  Better  grouping  by  grades.  There  is  now  no  school  in  the 
city  where  several  grades  are  being  handled  by  one  teacher.  The 
lower  grade  children  from  Webster  Mills  are  being  transported  to 
Crystal  Lake  School  while  the  upper  grade  children  from  Crystal 
Lake  are  taken  to  Webster  Mills.  In  this  way  one  teacher  has  only 
the  lower  grades,  while  the  other  is  able  to  concentrate  on  upper 
grade  work.  At  the  Pearl  Street  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  have  three 
grades  taught  by  one  teacher.  At  the  Harvey  the  upper  grades  are 
handled  by  one  teacher  while  the  first  three  grades  are  taught  by 
the  other.  This  means  that  much  better  school  work  is  being  done 
in  these  centers. 

(f)  Professional  magazines.  The  School  Department  subscribes, 
for  each  of  the  larger  buildings,  for  two  magazines  having  to  do 
with  teaching.  Many  teachers  are  thus  encouraged  to  read  the  best 
educational  methods  as  practiced  by  other  teachers. 

(g)  New  Course  of  Study.  Two  committees  of  principals  and 
teachers  after  a  great  deal  of  work  have  gotten  out  a  new  course  of 
study  in  arithmetic.     This  was  necessary  because  of  the  cutting  out 
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of  the  number  work  from  the  first  grade.  In  similar  fashion  another 
committee  has  worked  up  a  new  course  of  study  in  geography.  In 
both  cases  the  lessons  are  better  suited  to  the  average  child  of  the 
different   grades. 

(h)  Reading  for  thought.  Under  the  new  system  of  reading 
which  was  introduced  into  the  city  in  part  in  the  spring  of  '24  and 
put  into  all  the  schools  in  the  fall  of  '24,  the  children  are  showing- 
much  moie  intelligence  in  their  reading.  They  are  doing  better  work 
in  arithmetic,  history,  geography,  and  other  subjects  because  in 
their  reading  they  get  the  habit  of  inquiring  what  it  is  all  about. 

(i)  Teachers'  meetings.  Beginning  this  fall,  thanks  to  the  rooms 
that  are  available  at  the  new  office  building,  the  supei-visors  of  music, 
art,  physical  culture,  and  penmanship,  and  the  assistant  superinten- 
dent have  been  able  to  get  groups  of  teachers  together  in  the  late 
afternoon  in  order  to  give  them  particular  instruction  in  special  sub- 
jects.    Much  benefit  has  already  been  derived  from  this  source. 

(j)  Professional  study.  A  professional  library  is  being  pur- 
chased and  placed  in  a  room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  administra- 
tion building.  Books  on  these  shelves  may  be  loaned  to  any  teacher 
in  the  public  school  system.  In  several  of  the  schools,  notably  the 
Straw,  teachers  have  voluntarily  organized  for  further  study  of  the 
best  methods  of  teaching. 

(k)  Beginning  with  this  fall  the  Manual  Training  work  of  the 
entire  city  was  organized  under  one  special  supervisor.  Mr.  F.  W. 
Putnam,  formerly  director  of  Industrial  Education  in  Providence, 
R.  I.,  was  given  the  charge  of  the  work  in  both  high  schools,  in  the 
grades,  and  in  the  night  schools.  In  similar  fashion  Miss  Alice  Paige 
was  asked  to  act  as  chairman  of  the  group  of  teachers  who  handle 
the  work  of  Household  Arts  in  the  grades,  and  to  correlate  their 
courses  of  study  so  that  they  would  fit  into  the  high  school  course 
of  study  without  any  overlapping.  It  is  felt  that  there  will  be  more 
unified  work  in  both  departments,  as  a  result  of  these  appointments. 

III.     MAKING  CITIZENS. 

(a)  Lessons  in  Civics.  A  series  of  lessons  in  Community  Civics 
prepared  by  the  superintendent  have  been  used  for  the  past  two 
terms  in  the  8A  classes.  These  lessons  are  designed  to  open  the  eyes 
of  the  children  to  the  duties  of  good  citizens  and  to  get  them  think- 
ing along  proper  lines  concerning  their  relations  with  others. 

(b)  Student  Traffic  Squads.  The  entire  task  of  policing  the 
traffic  at  the  changing  of  classes  in  the  two  high  schools  is  handled 
by  groups  of  students  under  the  charge  of  a  captain  and  a  lieuten- 
ant.    One  of  the  traffic  officers  in  the  Practical  Arts  building  worked 
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out  a  new  scheme  which  was  accepted  by  the  teachers  as  being  super- 
ior to  their  own.  In  Manchester  High  School  (Central)  a  student 
council  is  being  formed,  composed  of  representatives  from  the  dif- 
ferent classes  which  is  to  meet  with  the  principal  and  advise  with 
him  on  problems  connected  with  the  discipline  of  the  school.  In 
many  of  the  elementary  schools  groups  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  children  act  as  traffic  "cops,"  monitors,  etc. 

(c)  Student  librarians.  In  some  of  the  schools,  notably  the 
Chandler  and  the  Youngsville,  some  of  the  older  pupils  volunteer  to 
give  their  time  as  librarians  and  thus  have  made  their  schools  branch 
stations  for  the  City  Public  Library. 

(d)  Student  government.  A  group  of  four  boys  and  four  girls 
at  the  Ash  Street  School  relieve  the  teachers  of  a  great  deal  of  the 
discipline  in  halls  and  playground.  Every  four  weeks  a  new  group 
takes  charge.  A  "School  City"  organized  at  the  Lincoln  has  been 
veiy  successful  in  teaching  the  children  the  pi-inciples  of  citizenship. 
The  entire  Hallsville  School  is  organized  so  that  the  teachers  can 
leave  halls,  playgrounds,  or  even  classes  in  the  hands  of  students.  It 
is  a  complete  example  of  student  government.  At  the  Varney 
School  a  committee  from  the  8A  class  is  responsible  for  the  condi- 
tion of  the  playground  equipment.  An  honor  system  has  been  be- 
gun which  teaches  children  to  control  their  own  behavior.  If  there 
is  complaint  about  the  conduct  of  any  student,  the  evidence  is  heard 
first  by  a  group  of  his  own  classmates  before  it  is  passed  upon  by 
the  principal. 

(e)  Good  citizenship  league.  At  the  Wilson  School  there  has 
been  formed  among  the  older  pupils  a  so-called  Good  Citizenship 
League  which  teaches  the  students  the  principles  of  self-government. 
They  are  taught  to  take  a  pride  in  the  appearance  of  their  rooms 
and  the  playground,  and  make  it  their  business  to  enforce  the  school 
rules  among  their  own  number. 

(f)  Yard  clean-up  committee.  The  Parker  School  has  organized 
among  the  older  pupils  what  is  known  as  the  Yard  Clean-up  Com- 
mittee. The  purpose  of  this  group  is  not  so  much  to  pick  up  refuse 
that  has  already  been  thrown  as  to  prevent  its  being  thrown,  by 
teaching  the  younger  pupils  to  respect  the  appearance  of  the  prem- 
ises. 

(g)  School  letter  awarded.  At  the  Varney  School  the  right  to 
wear  the  "V"  has  been  awarded  not  only  to  members  of  athletic 
teams  but  also  to  those  students  who  are  voted  to  have  proved 
by  their  helpfulness  and  right  attitude  that  they  are  among  the 
leading  citizens  of  the  school  city. 
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IV.      SPECIAL  FEATURES. 

(a)  Games  and  sports.  In  a  great  many  of  the  schools  volley 
ball  and  football  teams  have  been  organized.  Volley  ball  teams  exist 
both  among  the  boys  and  girls.  The  best  idea  about  exercise  is  that 
the  child  gets  more  good  out  of  taking  the  exercise  that  he  enjoys 
than  out  of  drills  which  are  dry  and  tiresome  to  him.  Volley  ball 
courts  have  been  set  up  in  the  yards  of  several  of  the  schools,  and 
more  are  being  added  constantly.  Basketball  courts  were  set  up  in 
several  of  the  school  halls  last  year  and  a  series  of  games  was  played 
between  the  grammar  schools.  The  Franklin,  Bakersville,  and  Var- 
ney  Schools  have  indoor  basketball  courts,  while  the  Ash  Street, 
Highland,  Bakersville,  Hallsville,  and  Varney  Schools  are  making 
a  great  deal  of  their  volley  ball.  Football  teams  have  been  organ- 
ized at  the  Webster,  Ash  Street,  Bakersville,  Hallsville,  Lincoln,  Var- 
ney, Maynard,   Franklin,   Wilson,  and   Brown. 

(b)  School  orchestra.  The  free  instruction  after  regular  school 
hours  in  violin  and  other  musical  instruments  has  brought  a  large 
number  of  pupils  into  our  school  orchestras.  Orchestras  have  been 
organized  in  the  following  schools:  Webster,  Straw,  Ash  Street, 
Franklin,  Bakersville,  Lincoln,  Hallsville,  Wilson,  and  Varney. 

(c)  Branch  libraries.  Through  the  splendid  co-operation  of  the 
City  Library,  branches  for  distributing  books  have  been  established 
at  the  Lincoln,  Youngsville,  Varney,  West  High,  Goffe's  Falls,  High- 
land, Weston,  and  Hallsville  Schools.  At  the  Highland  School  the 
janitor  in  his  spare  time  built  an  excellent  bookcase  which  enables 
the  distribution  of  250  books  per  week  from  this  center.  At  the 
Lincoln  School  practically  every  room  has  its  branch  station.  The 
circulation  at  Goffe's  Falls  has  been  especially  high.  The  Youngs- 
ville School  has  a  very  flourishing  branch  of  the  City  Libraiy  in 
operation.  Nearly  every  room  at  the  Parker  School  gets  books  from 
the  Manchester  City  Library.  Some  rooms  have  their  own  private 
libraries  to  which  mothers  have  donated  books. 

(d)  Attendance  contest.  The  attendance  is  steadily  improving 
all  over  the  city.  The  figures  for  October,  1925,  for  instance,  show 
percent  of  attendance  of  96.9  for  the  city,  as  compared  with  95.04 
for  the  same  month  last  year.  The  various  schools  have  used  dif- 
ferent plans  for  keeping  up  the  attendance.  For  instance,  the  Parker 
School  has  an  attendance  race  each  month  between  the  various  rooms, 
and  a  party  is  given  to  the  room  which  wins  out. 

(e)  Fife  and  drum  corps.  The  Hallsville  School  has  developed 
as  unusually  good  fife  and  drum  coi'ps,  with  twenty-five  members. 
The  corps  was  lent  to  the  West  High  School  at  the  time  of  the  foot- 
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ball  game  between  the  two  high  schools,  and  made  a  very  favorable 
impression. 

(f)  The  Huse  Slides.  The  Highland  School  has  acquired  an  ex- 
cellent collection  of  4,000  lantern  slides  made  by  the  late  William 
Huse,  one  time  principal  of  the  Bakersville  School.  This  remarkable 
group  of  slides  is  being  used  constantly  in  all  kinds  of  instruction. 

(g)  Baseball  champions.  Last  spring  the  champion  team  of  the 
larger  schools  was  the  Franklin,  while  the  Youngsville  were  the  win- 
ners in  the  smaller  league.  The  boys  of  both  teams  were  taken  to 
Boston  and  saw  a  Big  League  game  as  the  guests  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  "Graves." 

(h)  "Rival  Princes."  Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  bit  of  school 
work  during  the  whole  year  was  the  production  of  the  operetta  en- 
titled, "The  Rival  Princes."  This  play  was  written  entirely,  both 
words  and  music,  by  the  pupils  of  the  Highland  School,  assisted  by 
their  teachers  and  Miss  Pitcher  of  the  Music  Department.  They 
made  the  costumes,  painted  the  scenery,  and  manufactured  all  the 
properties.  The  play  used  children  from  all  the  grades  from  the 
kindergarten  through  the  eighth.  It  was  given  twice,  being  repeated 
for  the  Merrimack  Valley  Teachers'  Association.  To  anyone  who 
did  not  see  it  the  play  defies  description.  The  whole  thing  was 
little  short  of  wonderful. 

(i)  Interesting  projects  at  the  Straw.  At  the  Straw  School  a 
notable  project  was  the.  making  of  a  large  number  of  picture  books 
and  scrap  books  for  the  benefit  of  children  who  were  sick  either  at 
home  or  at  hospitals  during  the  scarlet  fever  epidemic.  This  school 
has  been  among  the  leaders  in  project  work  of  all  sorts.  In  the 
fourth  grade,  for  example,  the  day's  program  is  planned  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  a  railroad  time  table.  The  class  is  thus  taught  to 
realize  the  value  of  minutes. 

(j)  Reference  books.  All  the  classes  were  supplied  in  the  past 
year  with  at  least  one  set  of  reference  books,  a  children's  ency- 
clopedia or  something  of  that  sort.  The  money  was  divided  on  the 
basis  of  enrollment. 

(k)  Suburban  Schools.  Transportation  of  children  to  suburban 
schools  has  alwaj^s  been  a  difficult  problem  during  the  winter  time. 
This  year  an  interesting  experiment  will  be  tried.  The  Webster 
Mills  and  Crystal  Lake  Schools  will  be  closed  whenever,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  superintendent  and  the  teachers  the  snow  is  so  deep  as 
to  make  transportation  difficult.  The  time  thus  lost  will  be  made 
up  during  the  latter  part  of  June  and  the  first  part  of  July.  After 
the  date  of  the  closing  of  the  other  city  schools,  however,  the  ses- 
sions will  be  held  in  the  morning  only. 

(1)      School  for  the  Deaf.      At  the  Franklin  School  there  has  been 
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established  a  little  school  for  children  who  are  either  wholly  or 
partly  deaf.  At  present  there  are  three  wholly  deaf  children  and 
several  others  who  come  in  for  help  in  lip  reading  and  in  correct 
pronunciation.  It  is  possible  to  teach  even  the  wholly  deaf  to  speak 
so  as  to  make  themselves  understood  by  anyone. 

(m)  At  the  suggestion  of  Supervisor  Putnam  of  the  Department 
of  Industrial  Education,  children  of  all  the  schools  were  asked  to 
bring  to  the  various  Manual  Training  centers  old,  broken,  and  dis- 
carded toys.  For  three  weeks  before  the  Christmas  recess,  Manual 
Training  students  repaired,  painted,  varnished,  and  refitted  these 
toys.  The  girls  in  the  Department  of  Household  Arts  made  new 
dresses  for  dolls  and  assisted  in  other  ways.  The  Amoskeag  Corpora- 
tion and  other  houses  donated  materials  for  this  work,  and  some  of 
our  supply  houses  gave  paints  and  other  necessary  materials.  Over 
four  thousand  toys,  whose  value  may  be  estimated  at  an  average  of 
a  dollar  apiece,  were  put  in  splendid  condition,  in  order  to  be  dis- 
tributed under  the  auspices  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  worthy 
children  who  would  perhaps  not  obtain  their  share  of  Christmas 
presents  this  year.  An  exhibit  of  the  toys,  held  at  a  store  on  Man- 
chester Street,  attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention. 

V.     HIGH   SCHOOL  ACTIVITIES. 

(a)  Professional  activities  of  teachers.  Each  year  an  increasing 
number  of  high  school  teachers  are  improving  themselves  by  going 
to  summer  school,  by  taking  extension  courses  at  Harvard  and  Bos- 
ton University,  and  by  classes  for  the  reading  and  study  of  books 
on  school  methods,  etc.  A  group  of  some  forty  teachers  from  the 
two  high  schools  are  now  taking  a  course  of  lectures  on  principles  of 
teaching  in  secondary  schools,  given  by  Mr.  Eaton  with  the  assistance 
of  the  superintendent  and  Mr.  Mackin. 

(b)  The  Oracle.  The  Oracle  is  the  official  magazine  published 
by  Manchester  High  School  (Central).  It  is  gotten  out  by  a  staff  of 
seniors  chosen  for  their  excellence  in  the  use  of  English.  Last  spring- 
Columbia  University  invited  all  high  schools  publishing  magazines 
to  send  in  copies  in  order  to  compete  for  prizes.  In  this  contest, 
which  was  nation-wide,  the  Manchester  Oracle  was  awarded  sec- 
ond prize.  Great  credit  is  reflected  upon  Miss  Hussey  and  the  teach- 
ers of  her  department. 

(c)  Year  Book.  A  group  of  seniors  at  Manchester  High  School 
(Central),  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Florence  Kean,  published  last 
spring  a  Year  Book.  The  book  gives  all  sorts  of  information  about 
the  school,  with  a  roster  of  the  faculty,  the  program  of  recitations, 
customs  and  rules,  a  directory  of  the  school  clubs  and  organizations, 
the  school  song,  etc.     It  was  a  very  creditable  piece  of  woi-k. 
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(d)  The  West  High  Newspaper.  The  West  High  School,  under 
the  leadership  of  Miss  Florence  Kean,  has  begun  this  fall  the  publi- 
cation of  a  bi-weekly  paper  entitled  "The  Gleaner."  This  publica- 
tion is  a  four-page  newspaper  devoted  exclusively  to  school  news  and 
comment.     It  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  school. 

(e)  Public  speaking  and  Dramatics.  Beginning  with  Februaiy 
1st,  1925,  there  was  created  at  Manchester  High  School  (Central) 
as  part  of  the  English  Department,  a  department  of  public  speaking 
and  dramatics.  Certain  English  classes  go  once  a  v/eek  to  Miss  Saw- 
yer for  work  in  expression.  The  classes  are  so  arranged  that  each 
student,  before  he  graduates,  has  two  terms'  work  along  this  line. 
In  addition  to  this  a  class  in  advanced  expression  is  offered  to  seniors 
who  may  care  to  choose  it. 

(f)  The  "Maskers."  In  connection  with  the  work  in  Dramatics, 
there  has  been  organized  at  Manchester  High  School  (Central)  a 
dramatic  society  entitled  "The  Maskers."  This  club  recently  gave 
Booth   Tarkington's   four-act    "Clarence"   with   marked    success. 

(g)  High  School  Orchestras.  Two  excellent  orchestras,  one  of 
thirty-five  pieces  at  Manchester  High  School  (Central),  and  one  of- 
twenty-five  pieces  at  West  High  School,  are  doing  fine  work  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  McAllister.  With  the  organization  of  twelve 
grammar  school  orchestras  there  is  a  constant  stream  of  good  ma- 
terial feeding  into  the  high  school  to  be  absorbed  into  the  larger 
groups. 

(h)  High  School  Bands.  Bands  have  been  organized  at  both 
high  schools.  Manchester  High  School  (Central)  has  equipped  its 
band  with  green  sweaters,  bearing  an  appropriate  emblem,  and  white 
caps.  The  boys  have  made  an  excellent  impression  at  their  public 
appearance  at  football  games,  etc.  At  West  High  School  the  develop- 
ment has  been  slower,  owing  to  lack  of  suitable  material,  but  prog- 
ress is  being  made. 

(i)  Work  of  glee  clubs.  At  the  Manchester  High  School  (Cen- 
tral) so  many  girls  applied  for  Glee  Club  work  that  after  the  ranks 
of  the  big  club  had  been  filled,  a  second  organization  called  the 
"Minnesinger"  was  formed  from  among  the  freshmen.  There  is  a 
flourishing  glee  club,  also  at  the  West  High  School.  This  organization 
gave  "The  Blue  Moon,"  on  two  successive  nights  to  crowded  houses. 
The  opera  "Pepita,"  given  by  the  boys'  and  girls'  clubs  and  the 
orchestra  at  Manchester  High  School  (Central)  was  likewise  a 
marked  success. 

(j)  Credit  for  music  and  art.  Last  year  by  vote  of  the  Board 
of  School  Committee  credit  toward  graduation  was  given  for  certain 
work  in  music,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.   Whittemore.      In  similar 
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fashion  this  year  graduation  credit  is  to  be  given  for  courses  in  art 
as  approved  by  the  supervisor,  Mr.  Ryder.  This  enables  children 
who  are  especially  gifted  in  thesp  two  lines  to  specialize  in  them  with- 
out losing  their  time  and  preventing  themselves  from  graduating 
with  their  regular  classes. 

(k)  Debating.  Both  Manchester  High  Schools  last  year  were 
members  of  the  Interscholastic  Debating  League  organized  under  the 
auspices  of  the  State  University.  Manchester  High  School  (Cen- 
tral) was  successful  in  reaching  the  semi-finals  last  year.  This  year 
the  West  High  School  has  withdrawn  from  the  league.  At  Manches- 
ter High  School  (Central)  a  debating  club  has  been  organized.  Mem- 
bership is  limited  to  forty,  and  those  who  wish  to  apply  must  pass 
a  preliminary  test  to  show  their  interest  and  ability  in  forensics. 
Debates  were  held  last  year  with  a  number  of  the  neighboring  high 
schools. 

(1)  Grouping  according  to  ability.  Many  high  school  classes 
have  been  organized  on  the  basis  of  ability  to  do  fast  work.  Two 
Latin  classes  in  Manchester  High  School  (Central)  last  year  com- 
pleted an  ordinary  year's  work  in  the  first  three  quarters  of  the 
year.  They  were  allowed  to  go  right  ahead  with  the  work  of  the 
second  year.  This  division  into  groups  will  prevent  the  failure  of 
those  students  who  even  with  good  effort,  had  been  unable  in  the 
past  to  keep  up  the  rapid  pace  necessitated  by  preparation  for  col- 
lege entrance  examinations. 

(m)  Literary  Club.  The  Manchester  High.  School  (Central) 
Literary  Club  is  open  to  those  juniors  and  seniors  who  maintain  a 
high  rank  in  their  work  in  English.  The  club  meets  every  two  weeks, 
and  has  special  social  meetings  on  two  or  three  occasions  during  the 
year.  The  club  frequently  presents  a  program  before  the  Wednes- 
day morning  assembly  of  the  school,  having  so  far  presented  four 
plays  as  well  as  a  joint  debate. 

(n)       College   entrance    requirements.       Both   high   schools   are   now 

on  the  list  of  schools  approved  by  the  New  England  College  En- 
trance Certificate  Board,  the  West  High  having  been  admitted  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  West  High  has  also  received  certification  privi- 
lege at  Dartmouth.  Out  of  twenty-four  graduates  of  the  West 
High  School,  seven  went  to  college,  three  to  normal  school,  while 
five  others  continued  their  schooling  along  special  lines  such  as 
music,  nursing,  etc.  From  Manchester  High  School  (Central)  21 
pupils  wei'e  graduated,  81  in  February,  141  in  June,  and  9  in 
August.  Out  of  this  group  102  have  continued  their  education  at 
college  or  normal  school,  68  attending  some  college  while  34  have 
entered  one  of  the  State  Noi'mal  Schools.  Thus  out  of  the  255  Man- 
chester High  School  graduates  this  year  117  or  467c  have  gone  on 
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with  their  education.  This  is  a  better  showing  even  than  last  yeai-'s 
record  of  40%  which  was  considered  very  unusual  at  the  time. 

(o)  Work  of  the  Departments  of  Household  Arts.  In  both  high 
schools  excellent  work  has  been  done  in  the  department  of  Home 
Economics.  The  activities  of  Manchester  High  School  (Central) 
in  this  line  are  almost  too  numerous  to  catalogue.  Children's  clothes 
made  by  some  of  the  classes  were  given  to  needy  families.  The  ma- 
terials were  paid  for  by  the  sale  of  candy  at  Thanksgiving  time. 
Luncheons  were  served  to  the  Lowell  and  Manchester  football  teams, 
and  a  dinner  was  served  to  the  Board  of  School  Committee.  At  the 
West  High  the  girls  in  this  department  made  and  exhibited  twenty 
woolen  dresses  made  at  a  cost  of  less  than  $7  each.  At  each  high 
school  a  lunchroom  is  maintained  under  the  direction  of  the  depart- 
ment of  Home  Economics.  At  Manchester  High  School  (Central) 
it  is  estimated  that  the  average  cost  is  a  little  over  thirteen  cents. 

(p)  Assemblies.  The  Wednesday  (Central)  and  Thursday 
(West)  assemblies  at  the  two  high  schools  are  always  high  spots 
in  the  week's  work.  Excellent  musical,  literary,  and  oratorical  pro- 
grams have  been  given.  Manchester's  best  musicians  have  gener- 
ously donated  their  sei-vices.  At  each  high  school  a  program  was 
given  under  the  direction  of  students  from  the  other  school,  and  in 
each  case  the  reception  given  the  visitors  was  most  warm  and 
cordial. 

(q)  Commercial  Departments.  The  work  of  the  Commercial  De- 
partments in  both  high  schools  has  been  veiy  satisfactoiy.  In  both 
schools  books  are  kept  for  various  school  organizations.  At  the 
West  High,  for  example,  the  bookkeeping  classes  kept  all  records 
of  the  expenditures  at  the  lunch  room.  The  demand  for  graduates 
from  this  department  far  exceeds  the  supply.  There  are  many  em- 
ployers of  stenographers  and  bookkeepers  in  the  city  who  refuse  to 
engage  anyone  except  a  graduate  of  one  of  the  Manchester  High 
Schools.  In  the  Practical  Arts  School  45,000  tax  bills  were  typed 
by  the  class  in  office  practice.  The  pupils  did  this  work  out  of  class 
hours  and  were  paid  for  their  sei'vices.  A  typewriter  company  re- 
cently sent  out  a  chart  showing  that  the  students  in  the  Practical 
Arts  School  had  ranked  first  in  speed  and  accuracy  on  a  test  given 
to  480  schools  in  the  east.  Two  Manchester  students  wrote  at  the 
rate  of  83  words  a  minute  for  fifteen  minutes,  and  were  awarded 
special  mention.  " 

(r)  Growth  in  High  School  Enrollment.  The  following  table 
shows  the  remarkable  growth  in  high  school  enrollment  in  Man- 
chester during  the  past  five  years.  In  each  case  the  enrollment  for 
the  month  of  September  is  given.

The  big  jump  in  1922  was  due  to  the  opening  of  the  two  new 
buildings.  The  West  High  at  that  time  began  with  136  pupils.  The 
following  year  it  increased  to  209,  and  then  to  318,  and  this  year 
to  433.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  high  school  enrollment  has 
more  than  doubled  within  the  past  five  years.  This  is  an  astonish- 
ing record. 

The  figures  given  above,  as  has  been  stated,  deal  with  the  Septem- 
ber enrollment  alone.  When  we  compare  the  enrollment  of  Novem- 
ber, 1925,  with  that  of  the  corresponding  month  in  1924,  a  still 
greater  gain  is  seen.  During  the  month  of  November,  1925,  there 
were  enrolled  1484  children  in  Manchester  High  School  (Central) 
and  424  in  Manchester  High  School  (West),  a  total  of  1908.  The 
corresponding  month  for  1924  showed  1539  children,  1265  at  Cen- 
tral and  274  at  West.     This  means  a  gain  within  the  year  of  323. 

VI.     SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

It  will  be  recalled  that,  based  on  estimates  of  what  had  happened 
in  other  cities  where  I  had  seen  summer  schools  conducted,  it  was 
predicted  to  you  that  there  could  be  expected  an  enrollment  of  about 
300  in  Manchester  High  School  Central,  100  in  Manchester  High 
School  West,  and  1600  in  the  grades,  about  one-fifth  of  the  total 
enrollment  for  the  year.  This  was  on  the  basis  of  an  enrollment 
which  should  include  all  the  grades  from  the  first  to  the  twelfth. 

When  last  year's  budget  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
the  sum  of  $15,000  was  asked  for  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  two 
thousand  students  that  we  expected  to  eni'oll  in  case  summer  schools 
were  offered.  The  aldermen  cut  this  amount  out  of  the  proposed 
budget. 

However,  it  soon  became  apparent  that  certain  economies  could 
be  effected  that  had  not  been  foreseen  at  the  time  the  budget  was 
made  up.  The  night  school  pupils  were  not  coming  in  as  numerously 
as  had  been  expected.  It  was  plain  that  there  would  be  six  or  seven 
thousand  dollars'  margin  in  this  appropriation.  Accordingly,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  your  finance  committee,  it  was  voted  to  offer 
summer  school  classes  to  the  students  of  the  two  high  schools  and 
to  those  who  wished  to  enroll  fi'om  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth 
grades.     It  was  estimated  that  the  total  enrollment  would  amount 
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to  some  700  instead  of  2,000  which  we  had  first  counted  upon.  To 
our  great  surprise,  however,  when  the  enrollment  was  completed, 
there  were  723  who  enrolled  for  high  school  work  alone,  and  1463 
for  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grades,  a  total  of  2186.  Instead 
of  20  percent,  as  had  been  expected,  45  per  cent  of  the  regular  June 
enrollment  in  the  high  school  appeared  for  registration,  and  58  per 
cent  of  the  ordinary  enrollment  in  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth 
grades.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  all  of  these  children  came 
voluntarily,  as  there  was,  of  course,  no  compulsion  that  could  be 
used. 

A  very  large  number  stayed  to  the  end.  In  the  grades  only  14 
per  cent  dropped  out,  and  the  great  majority  of  these  stayed  until 
the  very  last  week,  leaving  only  when  they  had  been  told  that  they 
were  not  going  to  be  promoted.  In  the  two  high  schools  82  per 
cent  of  those  who  enrolled  finished  their  courses.  An  interesting- 
feature  was  the  attendance  of  161  pupils  from  the  parochial  schools. 

Some  of  the  pupils  enrolled  simply  to  review  the  work  or  to 
strengthen  themselves  for  the  following  semester,  but  in  the  grades 
alone,  1181  pupils  were  seeking  a  half  year's  promotion,  and  out 
of  this  number  1034  made  it.  The  summer  school  cost  a  little  over 
$15,000.  The  promotions  alone  which  were  gained  in  summer  school 
would  have  cost  $34,074  if  taken  in  the  regular  term  time.  Besides 
this,  700  other  students  received  the  benefit  of  summer  instruction 
without  expecting  credit.  In-  many  cases  these  were  high  school 
graduates  who  felt  themselves  weak  in  certain  subjects  and  wished 
a  final  polish  before  entering  college  in  the  fall. 

Eleven  high  school  students,  nine  from  Manchester  High  School 
(Central)  and  two  from  the  West  High  School  were  graduated  in 
August.  These  people  were  able  to  enter  college  in  September, 
1925,  instead  of  waiting  until  September,  1926,  as  most  of  them 
would  have  been  obliged  to  do.  One  hundred  forty-eight  students 
who  under  ordinary  circumstances  would  not  have  entered  high 
school  until  February  1st,  1926,  were  able  to  finish  up  their  8A 
work  and  enter  high  school  in  September. 

Some  parents  refused  to  allow  their  children  to  attend  summer 
school  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  healthful  for  them  to  work  for 
forty-six  weeks  in  the  year  even  if  the  summer  sessions  were  held 
in  the  morning  only. 

With  the  idea  of  determining  the  Effect  on  the  health  of  the  chil- 
dren caused  by  attendance  at  summer  school.  Miss  Dunnington  of 
the  Maynard  School  carefully  weighed  the  children  who  enrolled  in 
her  school  for  the  summer  sessions.  The  results  were  surprising. 
Fifty-two  out  of  the  sixty-one  children  made  a  marked  gain  in 
weight.      Five   lost  slightly,  while  four  neither  gained  nor  lost. 
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But  the  greatest  gain  .for  the  summer  school  was  that  the  pupils 
got  the  idea  of  working  without  being  forced  to  work  by  their  teach- 
ers. They  saw  that  their  effort  was  rewarded  by  progress,  and 
teachers  who  have  handled  the  same  pupils  this  fall  have  noted  their 
eagerness  to  learn  and  fine  attitude  toward  school  in  general. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  comments  which  parents  made 
on  the  cards  that  were  sent  out  for  this  purpose,  accompanying  the 
Education  Week  pamphlet,  there  was  not  one  single  criticism  "of  the 
summer  school.  A  great  number  of  parents  commended  the  idea 
strongly,  and  there  were  many  requests  for  its  extension  next  year. 
I  trust  that  the  coming  summer  it  will  be  found  possible  to  give  the 
work  in  the  lower  gi-ades  as  well. 

VII.  ATTENDANCE,  ENROLLMENT,  RETARDATION,  AND 
ACCELERATION. 

The  compilers  of  the  new  city  directory  talked  of  10,000  people 
who  had  left  Manchester  in  the  course  of  a  year.  The  real  estate 
men  spoke  of  2,000  vacant  tenements.  It  was  to  be  expected,  ac- 
cordingly, that  the  enrollment  in  the  Manchester  public  schools  would 
reflect  this  condition  of  outward  migration.  We  were  prepared  for 
a  decrease  in  the  grade  enrollment,  even  though  we  expected  the 
high  schools  to  increase.  However,  the  expected  decrease  was  not 
forthcoming.  The  following  are  the  figures  for  the  September  en- 
rollments in  the  grade  schools  for  the  past  seven  years,  with  the  gain 
each  year  over  the  corresponding  figures  of  the  year  before :

The  gain  in  six  years  amounts  to  1438,  an  average  of  240  a  year. 
This  means  that  our  average  growth  in  grade  school  enrollment  has 
amounted  to  the  total  capacity  of  a  building  like  the  Main-Street, 
or  the  entire  enrollment  at  the  Brown  School.  The  surprising  thing- 
is  that  we  have  been  able  to  house  the  children  with  so  little  expendi- 
ture for  buildings.     In  this  period  that  we  speak  of,  there  have  been 
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erected  as  additional  space  only  the  Weston  School  and  the  extra 
floor  at  the  Youngsville.  The  new  Franklin,  of  course,  is  larger  than 
the  old,  and  helped  to  take  care  of  a  great  deal  of  the  growth  in 
the  downtown  district,  but  in  the  end  it  was  simply  a  replacement. 

Let  me  again  urge  that  a  suitable  lot  be  purchased  before  long 
for  a  school  to  be  erected  eventually  somewhere  near  the  southern 
end  of  Wilson  Street.  This  district  at  present  is  without  a  public 
school,  and  the  children  have  to  travel  great  distances.  The  Halls- 
ville,  Wilson,  Bakersville,  and  Highland  Schools  are  now  filled  to 
capacity,  and  a  new  school  in  the  proposed  neighborhood  would  re- 
lieve all  four  of  them. 

The  schools  which  in  comparison  with  last  year  show  the  most 
growth  are  the  Youngsville,  an  increase  of  91  pupils,  the  Hallsville, 
an  increase  of  72  pupils,  the  Bakersville,  an  increase  of  63  pupils, 
and  the  Maynard,  an  increase  of  34  pupils.  There  have  been  slight 
losses  at  the  Spring-Street,  Straw,  Pearl-Street,  Ash-Street,  and 
Chandler,  due  no  doubt  to  the  erection  of  the  fine  big  St.  Joseph's 
parochial  school  which  is  located  in  the  midst  of  the  schools  named. 
The  other  schools  have  practically  held  their  own  with  the  figures  of 
last  year. 

Let  us  now  consider  one  of  the  biggest  problems  in  connection 
with  our  whole  system — that  of  retardation.  In  October,  1924,  age- 
grade  progress  charts  were  filled  out  by  the  teachers  of  all  the  pupils 
in  the  city.  The  results  surprised  most  of  the  persons  who  made  the 
survey.  The  table  of  acceleration,  retardation,  and  normal  prog- 
ress is  given  below

The  weighted  average  for  the  city  gave  51  per  cent  of  the  chil- 
dren enrolled  in  the^  graded  schools  retarded,  only  a  little  over  6 
per  cent  accelerated,  and  less  .than  43  per  cent  normal  in  their  prog- 
ress. The  amount  of  retardation  in  the  Brown,  Franklin,  Maynard, 
and  Spring-Street  Schools  was  appalling.  The  teachers  explained 
that  this  was  due  to  the  large  number  of  pupils  in  these  schools  who 
come  from  homes  where  English  is  not  spoken.  Nevertheless,  in 
the  words  of  Grover  Cleveland,  "It  was  a  condition  that  we  were 
confronting  and  not  a  theoiy,"  and  the  fact  remained  that  a  very 
small  percentage  of  children  from  these  schools  and  from  others 
where  the  percent  of  retardation  was  above  50  ever  reached  the  high 
school. 

We  could  not  afford  to  be  complacent  and  say,  "It  is  the  fault  of 
the  foreign  languages  spoken  in  the  homes."  The  point  was  that 
extraordinaiy  efforts  had  to  be  made  to  combat  the  situation. 

It  was  noteworthy  that  the  percentage  of  retarded  pupils  in  the 
two  high  schools  was  veiy  much  lower  than  in  the  grades.  The  an- 
swer to  this  is  that  the  retarded  pupils  never  got  to  the  high  school. 
They  dropped  out  of  school  somewhere  between  the  sixth  and  the 
eighth. 

When  a  count  was  made  of  the  amount  of  retardation,  it  was  dis- 
covered that  it  averaged  nearly  three  semesters  per  pupil.  In  other 
words,  if  a  pupil  had  failed  at  least  once,  the  chances  were  that  he 
had  failed  three  times.  In  some  cases,  of  course,  there  were  pupils 
who  had  failed  only  once,  but  to  offset  that,  there  were  other  pupils 
who  had  failed  six  or  seven  times.  According  to  statistics  gathered 
by  Professor  Terman  and  other  authors  of  intelligence  tests,  out  of 
eveiy  hundred  pupils,  18  per  cent  ought  to  be  able  to  make  more 
rapid  progress  than  the  normal  group,  whereas  about  22  per  cent 
might  be  expected  to  slip  back.  It  will  be  observed  that  Manchester 
had  only  one-third  of  the  ordinaiy  amount  of  acceleration  and  two 
and  one-half  times  the  natural  quota  of  retarded  pupils. 

The  problem  once  diagnosed,  the  corps  set  about  it  to  work  out 
solutions.  Ungraded  rooms  in  many  of  the  schools  have  proved  a 
big  help,  both  in  preventing  failures  and  in  permitting  bright  pupils 
to  make  double  promotions.     Wherever  pupils  of  superior  mentality 
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were  found,  they  were  given  a  chance  to  double  up,  taking  two 
grades  in  one.  The  summer  school  was  a  big  help,  both  in  prevent- 
ing failures  and  in  producing  acceleration. 

The  principle  was  laid  down  that  the  basis  of  promotion  should  be 
the  ability  to  do  the  work  of  the  next  grade,  rather  than  the  comple- 
tion of  every  little  requirement  of  the  present  grade.  Classes  were 
divided  according  to  ability.  In  all  the  large  schools,  the  beginners 
were  divided  into  a  slow-moving,  a  normal,  and  a  rapid-moving 
group.  Where  there  were  large  and  over  age  pupils  who  had  plainly 
reached  the  limit  of  their  intelligence,  in  many  cases  they  were  given 
a  special  course  of  study  involving  more  of  the  work  in  manual 
training,  sewing,  cooking,  etc.,  and  less  of  the  academic  work  which 
involved  the  reason  which  they  could  not  do. 

The  results  have  been  veiy  gratifying.  The  follouang  table  gives 
the  percentage  of  acceleration,  retardation,  and  normal  progress  at 
the  close  of  the  first  month  of  school  this  fall :

The  schools  which  in  the  fall  of  1924  had  the  best  recoi^d  with 
regard    to    acceleration    were    the    Varney,    the    Highland,    and    the 
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Parker.  This  year  these  three  are  still  doing  very  well,  while  the 
Lincoln,  Straw,  Webster,  and  Youngsville  have  joined  them  in  the 
group  which  ranks  above  14  per  cent.  The  Ash-Street,  the  Brown, 
and  others  follow  in  close  sequence.  With  the  exception  of  the 
Brown,  the  schools  which  had  a  great  deal  of  retardation  have  per- 
ceptibly reduced  this.  The  Spring-Street  has  still  the  poorest  record 
in  the  city,  but  this  in  many  cases  is  due  to  the  fact  that  children 
enter  this  school  from  other  schools  where  they  have  not  learned 
to  read  and  speak  English  plainly.  The  percent  of  retardation  for 
the  grades  throughout  the  city  has  fallen  from  51  to  46,  while  the 
percent  of  acceleration  has  risen  from  6  to  nearly  11.  This  means 
that  a  great  number  of  children  who  otherwise  would  have  dropped 
out  of  school  in  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grades  will  now  be  en- 
couraged to  finish  grammar  school,  and  in  many  cases  even  to  go 
on  to  high  school.  Of  the  larger  schools  with  eighth  grades,  those 
who  still  have  a  great  deal  to  do  in  the  way  of  overcoming  retarda- 
tion in  that  50  per  cent  of  their  children  are  retarded  are  the  Bakers- 
ville,  the  Brown,  the  Franklin,  and  the  Straw. 

The  following  table  gives  the  percent  of  the  children  in  each  school 
who  are  over  age,  normal  age,  and  under  age.

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This  has  nothing  to  do  with  progress.  Any  child  who  entered  the 
sixth  grade  before  he  was  eleven  is  counted  under  age,  no  matter 
how  many  years  he  has  been  in  school.  Any  child  who  entered  high 
school  before  he  was  fourteen  is  likewise  under  age.  It  will  be  ob- 
served that  the  figures  in  the  two  high  schools  are  much  alike,  with 
a  percentage  of  only  28.3  and  29.3  respectively,  composed  of  the 
over  age  children.  This  again  bears  out  our  contention  that  the  great 
bulk  of  the  retarded  and  over  age  children  never  get  into  high  school. 
It  is  found  also,  that  after  one  gets  toward  the  upper  classes,  the 
percentage  of  the  retarded  and  over  age  gets  smaller  and  smaller. 
There  are  many  more  of  them  in  the  freshman  class  in  proportion 
than  among  the  seniors. 

Thanks  to  our  new  system  of  reports,  it  is  now  possible  to  tell 
from  month  to  month  whether  the  percentage  of  attendance  in  the 
schools  is  improving  or  deteriorating,  and  also  whether  the  children 
are  more  punctual  than  previously.  The  following  table  gives  a 
comparison  of  percentage  of  attendance  in  the  high  schools  for  the 
first  four  months  of  the  present  school  year,  compared  with  the  cor- 
responding months  for  last  year.

It  is  said  that  straws  show  the  way  the  wind  blows.  These  are 
only  straws,  but  nevertheless  the  in^rovement,  both  in  percentage 
of  attendance  and  in  tardiness  speaks  a  healthy  attitude  toward 
schools  on  the  part  of  the  children. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  steady  reduction  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  tardinesses  for  the  past  five  years.  The  fol- 
lowing table  gives  ft  in  detail.  The  first  column  gives  the  total 
number  of  cases  of  tardiness  for  the  year.     The  second  column  gives 
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the  total  school  enrollment  for  the  year,  and  the  third  column  the 
number  of  cases  of  tardiness  per  pupil.

Not  long-  ag-o  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  in  the  oflficial 
school  bulletin,  commented  on  the  splendid  showing  that  the  schools 
were  making  in  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  cases  of  tardiness. 
They  had  gotten  it  down  to  two  thousand  cases  a  month.  Harris- 
burg is  smaller  than  Manchester,  although  its  school  population  is 
slightly  larger.  Nevertheless  20,000  cases  a  year  is  considerably 
more  than  5891. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  past  year  there  was  just  a  little  better 
than  one  case  of  tardiness  for  each  two  pupils  throughout  the  year. 
If  every  pupil  had  been  tardy  every  session,  there  would  have  been 
a  total  of  about  3,800,000  cases  of  tardiness.  Thus  the  percent  of 
punctuality  for  the  whole  city  for  the  year  comes  to  .99845. 

VIII.     FINANCIAL. 

Our  city,  as  shown  last  year,  it  still  spending  less  money  per  capita 
on  its  public  schools  than  any  other  city  of  its  class  in  New  England. 
While  in  many  other  localities  per  capita  costs  are  steadily  going 
up,  in  Manchester  they  have  come  down  considerably.  We  are  now 
enrolling-  788  more  pupils  in  the  grades  than  were  enrolled  two  years 
ago.  The  gain  in  high  school  enrollment  during-  the  past  two  years 
is  485.  If  we  were  now  spending-  money  on  teachers'  salaries  alone, 
at  the  same  rate  per  child  that  it  was  spent  two  years  ago,  our  pres- 
ent pay  roll  would  be  $93,936  greater  than  the  yearly  pay  roll  of 
1923.  Our  actual  increase  in  this  time  is  only  $18,240.  Thus  the 
saving-  amounts  to  $75,696  on  teachers'  salaries  alone. 

The  following  table  gives  the  expenditures  for  textbooks  for  five 
years,  along  with  the  table  of  enrollment  and  the  cost  per  pupil.

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For  the  four  years,  1921  to  1924  inclusive,  the  average  cost  was 
$1.87,  so  that  this  last  year  we  spent  19  cents  per  pupil  less.  Mul- 
tiplying this  by  10,280,  we  have  a  saving  of  $1,953.20  over  what 
would  have  been  spent  had  we  maintained  the  previous  rate. 

In  the  matter  of  stationery  and  supplies  we  spent  this  year 
$17,300.77.  Last  year's  expenditures  were  $21,963.01.  The  per 
capita  expenditure  for  this  year  was  $1.68,  contrasted  with  $2.31 
spent  last  year. 

Under  General  Control,  there  was  spent  in  1925,  $21,342.18,  as 
compared  with  $25,601.66,  the  preceding  year. 

The  administration  of  the  night  schools  was  especially  economical. 
A  new  policy  was  pursued,  in  that  all  the  principals  taught  classes, 
where  in  the  past  they  had  merely  taken  attendance  and  maintained 
discipline.  Schools  that  were  costing  a  great  deal  for  over  head 
were  closed,  and  the  pupils  were  transferred  to  other  schools  where 
the  expense  was  not  as  heavy.  The  whole  year's  expenditures 
amounted  to  $8,987.04,  as  compared  with  $12,214.16  last  year  and 
$15,348.21  for  1923. 

NEEDS  FOR  THE  FUTURE 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  last  year's  report,  I  submitted  a  table 
showing  that  only  17.5  per  cent  of  the  children  enrolled  in  the  first 
grade  were  found  in  the  senior  classes  of  the  high  schools.  This  was 
based  on  the  enrollment  for  the  year  ending  in  June,  1924.  In 
parallel  columns  below  are  given  the  distribution  by  grades  and  the 
percentages,  based  on  the  eni-ollment  in  the  first  grade  of  the  pupils 
enrolled  in  September,   1924,  and  in  September,   1925,   respectively.

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In  last  year's  report,  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  chief 
need  of  our  schools  was  to  hold  these  students  in  school,  so  as  to 
secure  a  bigger  percentage  of  graduates.  A  big  step  foi-ward  has 
been  taken  this  year.  The  senior  class  now  represents  practically 
29  per  cent  of  the  first  grade,  where  in  June,  1924,  it  had  represented 
only  nV2  per  cent.  In  similar  fashion  big  gains  have  been  made  in 
all  the  upper  grades,  and  especially  in  the  freshman  class.  The  jump 
from  42  per  cent  to  64  per  cent  is  unusual  to  say  the  least.  An  in- 
crease of  over  200  in  the  ninth  grade  enrollment,  if  repeated  in  the 
other  grades,  would  have  meant  a  high  school  population  that  would 
be  veiy  nearly  all  that  could  be  expected  in  a  city  of  our  size.  In 
other  words,  there  are  a  certain  number  of  pupils  who  are  bound  to 
be  forced  out  by  poverty,  inability  to  do  high  school  work,  unwilling- 
ness on  the  part  of  the  parents  to  allow  them  to  attend  high  school, 
etc.  An  enrollment  of  800  in  each  of  the  four  classes  would  rep- 
resent about  a  maximum  of  the  possible  attainment  under  our  pres- 
ent conditions.  That  our  freshman  class  should  come  so  close  to 
this  speaks  volumes  for  the  increase  in  interest  in  high  school  that 
has  recently  been  created. 

Allowing  for  the  fact  that  a  veiy  considerably  number  of  our  high 
school  students  come  from  the  parochial  schools,  at  present  only 
about  one  child  out  of  every  four  who  enter  the  first  grade  remains 
to  graduate  from  high  school.  This  may  seem  to  many  people  a  veiy 
poor  percentage,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  so.  We  should  in  time 
be  able  to  hold  three  out  of  eveiy  four  until  they  have  finished  a 
high  school  course  of  some  sort.  Nevertheless,  compared  with  other 
cities,  our  record  is  not  bad  at  all.  Taking  the  country  at  large, 
only  one  child  in  every  ten  goes  through  the  four-year  course  in 
high  school. 

As  stated  in  last  year's  report,  the  college  entrance  requirements 
have  set  a  standard,  and  have  prescribed  a  curriculum  which  have 
discouraged  many  pupils  from  continuing  their  high  school  courses. 
When  your  superintendent  presented  this  matter  to  the  New  Hamp- 
shire superintendents  at  their  annual  meeting  at  Keene  this  summer, 
resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  to  the  effect  that  the  college 
entrance  requirements  forced  high  school  students  to  follow  a  cur- 
riculum which  was  not  in  harmony  with  the  best  educational  thought 
of  the  modern  times,  and  which  would  be  condemned  by  many  de- 
partments of  education  in  the  very  colleges  that  are  making  these 
demands. 

The  fight  for  liberalizing  the  high  school  curriculum  has  just  be- 
gun, and  will  be  carried  through  to  a  successful  conclusion  only  when 
college  presidents  and  committees  of  admission  realize  that  just  as 
much  mental   discipline   can  be   gained  from  the   study   of  subjects 
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which  are  more  nearly  in  touch  with  our  modern  life,  as  from  the 
present  course  prescribed  for  admission,  which  has  been  altered  very 
little  from  medieval  times. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  elsewhere  in  this  report,  several  ungraded 
rooms,  a  room  for  mentally  deficient  children,  and  one  for  the  deaf, 
have  been  opened  during  the  past  year.  The  proposed  ropms  for 
anemic  and  tubercularly  inclined  children  have  had  to  wait,  because 
sufficient  space  was  not  available.  It  may  be  possible  in  another 
year,  after  the  Rimmon  School  has  been  re-opened,  to  use  a  room  in 
this  building  for  this  purpose,  and  perhaps  to  obtain  the  old  Blodget- 
Street  schoolhouse  for  a  similar  room  on  the  north  side. 

A  course  in  printing  has  been  advocated  in  each  high  school,  and 
I  should  also  like  to  see  the  gymnasium  in  each  of  the  two  high 
schools  fitted  up  with  apparatus  so  that  it  would  be  possible  to  give 
real  work  in  Physical  Culture,  as  a  compulsory  course  for  all  fresh- 
men and  perhaps  sophomores. 

The  most  pressing  problem  facing  us  today  is  that  of  adequate 
space  in  which  to  house  our  increase  in  high  school  enrollment.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of  the  school  year  1924-1925, 
both  high  schools  were  put  upon  a  seven-period  basis  instead  of  a 
six.  It  may  be  that  by  next  year  it  Avill  be  necessary  to  increase  this 
to  an  eight-period  day,  and  before  long  we  will  again  have  the  un- 
satisfactory two-session  plan,  because  our  present  buildings  will  not 
be  able  to  house  the  increase. 

Beginning  with  the  second  semester,  February  1st,  1926,  in  all 
probability  the  total  high  school  enrollment  for  that  month  will  reach 
2000.  A  year  ago  the  statement  was  made  that  it  would  not  be  sur- 
prising if  the  enrollment  by  Februaiy,  1929,  should  reach  2200.  It 
now  looks  as  though  this  figure  will  be  attained  by  September,  1926, 
just  two  and  one-half  years  sooner  than  predicted.  The  children  are 
going  to  high  school,  they  are  staying  in  high  school,  and  they  must 
be  accommodated. 

I  cannot  state  too  strongly  that  no  stone  should  be  left  unturned 
in  the  matter  of  securing  a  site,  and  making  plans  for  the  erection 
of  another  building.  The  note  of  warning  has  been  sounded  so  many 
times  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  escape  the  censure  which 
will  come  from  parents  of  children  who  are  unable  properly  to  be 
accommodated  in  high  school.  ^ 

By  the  time  that  a  new  high  school  has  been  erected,  even  though 
work  were  to  be  begun  this  coming  spring,  the  natural  increase  in 
our  high  school  enrollment  will  be  equal  to  that  of  many  a  high 
school  in  a  city  of  15,000  or  20,000  people. 

From  every  standpoint,  the  investment  made  in  schools  is  a  paying- 
one.     There  are  thousands  of  older  boys  and  young  men  in  our  city 
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today  who  are  now  poorly  paid,  and  in  danger  of  being  thrown  out 
of  employment  because  they  have  had  no  training  which  makes  them 
versatile  and  able  to  seek  other  work  if  the  one  particular  line  in 
which  they  are  engaged  happens  to  have  a  dull  season.  We  need 
young  pople  with  qualities  of  leadership,  with  vision,  with  civic  in- 
terest. Our  city  suffers  from  the  fact  that  our  citizens  have  not  been 
united  in  pulling  together  for  the  good  of  the  city  as  a  whole.  It  is 
this  spirit  that  we  hope  to  put  into  the  next  generation,  through  the 
public  schools,  and  we  can  pi-omise  to  Manchester  big  dividends  on 
any  investment  that  may  be  made  in  education.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  transmit  my  report  for  the  year  1925. 
Accomplishments  of  the  various  divisions  are  outlined  in  the  reports 
filed  by  them. 

The  low  incidence  of  diptheria  and  of  typhoid  fever  is  to  be 
particularly    noted.

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ADMINISTRATION 

No  serious  administrative  problems  were  presented  during  the 
year.  The  several  divisions  are  w^orking  harmoniously  and  are  ac- 
complishing all  that  is  possible  under  existing  conditions.  Some  ad- 
ditions to  personnel  should  be  made  that  the  work  of  the  department 
may  be  brought  to  its  full  efficiency. 

Resignations  and  transfers  have  made  necessary  some  changes  in 
the  infant  welfare  services,  but  these  changes  have  apparently 
strengthened  this  division. 

The  prenatal  demonstration  conducted  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  on  the  West  Side  was  ended  August  1st. 

APPROPRIATION 

The  sum  appropriated  for  the  department  was  $76,000.00.  The 
sums  expended  for  the  activities  of  the  department  were :

The  overdraft  was  due  to  unforeseen  requests  for  hospital  care. 

HOSPITAL 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  was  less  than  in  1924,  but  the 
total  days  board  was  more.  During  the  early  weeks  of  the  year,  as 
during  the  closing  weeks  of  1924,  it  Was  not  possible  to  accommodate 
all  who  desired  hospital  care.  That  the  advantages  offered  by  the 
hospital  are  more  fully  appreciated  year  by  year  is  evident  by  an 
increasing  percentage  of  cases  admitted. 

There  were  seven  deaths,  three  from  diphtheria,  three  from 
scarlet  fever,  and  one  from  septic  sore  throat.  The  patients  who  died 
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from  diphtheria  had  been  ill  several  days  before  a  physician  was 
called,  were  moribund  when  admitted,  and  died  within  a  few  hours. 
Two  of  the  scarlet  fever  patients  had  pneumonia  which  antedated 
the  scarlet  fever;  deaths  in  both  instances  were  due  to  pneumonia; 
the  third  patient  died  of  a  virulent  scarlet  fever  which  caused  gen- 
eral systematic  septicaemia.  The  septic  sore  throat  patient  died 
within  one  hour  after  admission. 

The   combined   death   rate   was   2.5,   which   compares   favorably 
with  rates  of  like  institutions  in  other  cities.

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

The  general  incidence  of  communicable  diseases  was  less  than  in 
1924.  Scarlet  fever  continued  of  high  incidence  during  the  early 
months  of  the  year.  The  low  incidence  of  diphtheria  indicates  that 
prevention  measures  are  of  real  value.  This  effort  must  be  continued 
if  the  low  incidence  is  to  be  maintained. 

Soon  after  schools  opened  in  September,  mumps,  chickenpox, 
and  whooping  cough  became  prevalent  and  continued  so  throughout 
the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Early  in  the  year  grippe  or  influenza  appeared  in  a  severe  form. 
This  outbreak  was  of  comparatively  short  duration.

DIPHTHERIA 

The  number  of  cases  reported  was  the  lowest  since  1901,  and 
the  population  rate  has  been  lower  only  three  times  since  1887.  The 
number  of  cases  and  the  deaths  reported  in  one  of  the  low  years 
conclusively  indicate  that  reporting  was  far  from  perfect. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  was  there  any  tendency  toward  an 
outbreak.  Of  the  thirty-one  cases,  ten  were  reported  in  January 
and  six  in  March.  During  July  and  August,  no  cases  were  re- 
ported. This  is  the  first  instance  on  record  in  this  city  when  no 
cases  were  reported  during  two  consecutive  months. 

The  number  reported  includes  reports  of  membranous  croup  and 
carefully  taken  cultures  of  some  cases  of  reported  membranous  croup 
were  negative  for  diphtheria. 
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The  Schick  test,  toxin-antitoxin  treatment,  and  other  control 
measures  have  continued  throughout  the  year.  Requests  for  toxin- 
antitoxin  treatment  have  increased.  This  is  a  hopeful  sign,  and  if 
continued  will  surely  eliminate  diphtheria. 

The  decline  in  case  rate  is  also  reflected  in  the  death  rate.  All 
cases,  six  in  number,  which  terminated  fatally  were  neglected  cases. 
In  no  instance  was  a  physician  called  earlier  than  the  fourth  day  of 
noticeable  illness.  Three  of  the  cases  died  within  a  few  hours  after 
admission  to  the  hospital.

All  cases  reported  were  under  fifteen  years  of  age  and  seventeen 
were  five  yeai'S  or  under;  the  age  of  greatest  incidence  was  two;  the 
age  of  greatest  incidence  has  shifted  from  early  school  age  to  pre- 
school age;  not  a  child  who  was  Schick  negative  or  who  has  had 
toxin-antitoxin  treatment  had  diphtheria. 
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SCARLET  FEVER 

Scarlet  fever,  which  was  above  normal  in  incidence  during  the 
last  four  months  of  1924,  dropped  decidedly  in  January,  but  con- 
tinued above  the  average  during  the  early  months  of  the  year.  The 
general  type  was  mild. 

MEASLES 

Many  cases  of  german  measles  were  reported  in  the  early  Spring 
months.  The  outbreak  of  measles  due  to  begin  in  November,  1925, 
according  to  the  cycle  of  periodicity  established,  did  not  develop, 
and  present  conditions  indicate  that  the  regular  outbreak  may  be 
delayed. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  steady  decline  in  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  reached 
in  1924  a  point  which  indicated  that  any  further  decline  would  be 
slight.  The  decline  in  the  past  year  was  greater  than  in  any  pre- 
vious year  and  greater  than  even  the  most  sanguine  could  have  ex- 
pected. There  appears  to  be  no  particular  reason  for  this  sudden 
drop  except  that  the  steady  persistent  efforts  exerted  during  past 
years  are  bearing  results.

TYPHOID  P;EVER 

The  incidence  of  typhoid  fever  has  fluctuated,  but  the  trend  has 
been  steadily  downward  until  the  incidence  has  probably  reached  its 
minimum.  The  highest  point  in  both  number  of  cases  and  rate  was 
in  1898,  when  soldiers  returning  from  Cuba  were  ill  on  arrival  or 
became  ill  soon  thereafter.     In  1908  there  was  a  decided  rise,  due 
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to  use  of  river  water.  All  cases  reported  during  the  four  years  just 
past  have  been  carefully  investigated  and  infection  has  been  traced 
to  three  possible  sources, — infection  acquired  outside  the  city,  in- 
fection acquired  while  bathing  in  the  Merrimack  or  Squog  Rivers, 
and  contact.  In  spite  of  frequent  warnings  given  by  the  daily  press, 
people,  adults  and  children,  continue  to  bathe  in  the  rivers.  These 
rivers  are  practically  open  sewei's  affording  outlets  for  sewage  sys- 
tems of  towns  and  cities  located  along  their  banks. 

The  decline  in  typhoid  rates  has  been  closely  allied  with  abandon- 
ment of  private  water  supplies  and  installation  of  connections  with 
the  city  supply.  The  low  incidence  of  typhoid  fever  indicates  very 
clearly  that  the  city  water  supply  is  of  good  quality.

DOG  BITES 

A  larger  number  of  dog  bites  was  reported  than  during  previous 
years,  and  in  every  instance  a  stray  or  unlicensed  dog  was  responsi- 
ble. The  stray  dog  problem  is  serious  and  unless  people  are  willing 
to  be  bitten,  active  measures  should  be  taken  at  once,  either  to  re- 
quire proper  licensing  or  disposal  of  stray  dogs.  It  is  possible  to 
immunize  dogs  against  rabies  and  this  treatment  is  recommended  to 
all  dog  owners  both  to  protect  their  animals  and  to  prevent  spread 
of  disease  to  persons. 

RESTAURANTS 

January  first,  a  schedule  or  score  card  for  rating  restaurants  and 
lunch  rooms  was  adopted.  This  card  scores  a  restaurant  on  general 
cleanliness  and  sanitary  care  of  foods.  Restaurants  are  scored 
monthly  and  the  rating  is  given  the  owner  or  manager  for  posting 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  store. 

Restaurants  throughout  the  city  have  improved  greatly  and  many 
have  obtained  a  very  high  rating.  Scores  have  not  been  printed,  but 
will  be  at  an  early  date.

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS 


Sanitary  inspections  are  of  two'  classes :  Those  which  are  rou- 
tinely made,  and  those  made  to  investigate  complaints.  Routine  in- 
spections are  made  of  food  stores,  fruit  stores,  ice  cream  plants, 
candy  factories,  barber  shops,  bakeries.  In  general,  proprietors  of 
these  stores  are  careful  to  observe  sanitary  regulations. 

Tenement  house  inspections  are  made  both  routinely  and  to  in- 
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vestigate  complaint's.  Owners  of  tenement  houses  have  been  willing 
to  make  needed  repairs  and  in  many  instances  have  entirely  reno- 
vated their  property,  both  inside  and  outside.  These  alterations 
have  improved  the  general  appearance  of  the  houses  and  have  made 
better  homes  for  the  dweller. 

Many  complaints  that  are  not  within  the  province  of  the  health 
department  are  made  by  aggrieved  persons.  These  complaints  are 
investigated  and  suggestions  made  for  correction  and  apparently  this 
sei-vice  is  appi'eciated. 

Stiictly  sanitary  complaints  are  few  in  number  and  when  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  individual  most  concerned  are  readily  cor- 
rected. 

SWIMMING  PLACES 

Samples  of  water  taken  from  swimming  places  or  swimming 
holes  in  and  about  the  city  for  analysis  gave  some  interesting  and 
useful  information.  These  analyses  have  definitely  established  the 
fact  that  all  places  on  the  Merrimack  River  and  Squog  River  are 
dangerously  polluted.  This  also  refers  to  the  swimming  pool  above 
Kelley's  Falls.  These  places  are  unfit  for  bathing  and  any  person 
who  does  so  is  in  danger  of  being  infected  with  typhoid  fever  or  some 
other  allied  disease.  Dorr's  Pond  in  its  present  condition  is  unfit 
but  apparently  could  be  purified.  The  location  and  surroundings  are 
apparently  well  adapted  for  a  pleasure  park  and  could  be  improved 
at  a  comparatively  slight  expense. 

Crystal  Lake,  Nutt's  Pond,  Pine  Island  Park,  and  the  Ledge  are 
apparently  the  only  safe  swimming  places  and  unless  extra  precau- 
tions are  taken  these  are  liable  to  become  polluted. 

The  newly  constructed  pool  on  Park  Common  gave  childi-en  liv- 
ing in  that  section  of  the  city  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  open  air  bath- 
ing in  a  clean  and  safe  pool.  More  pools  should  be  constructed  in 
other  sections  of  the  city  that  safe  bathing  facilities  may  be  afforded 
all  children. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

Special  efforts  were  made  to  ascertain  the  prevalence  of  goitre, 
malnutrition,  and  pulmonary  defects  in  school  children. 

Goitre.  No  attempt  was  made  to  differentiate  the  various  forms 
or  types ;  this  was  reserved  for  the  family  physician  to  whom  parents 
were  advised  to  refer  their  children.  Fifteen  children  presented  un- 
mistakable signs  of  thyroid  enlargement.  The  total  number  of  pu- 
pils  examined   was   about   one-third   the   enrollment,   therefore   there 
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are  probably  at  least  forty-five  school  children  affected  with  goitre 
in  some  form.  This  is  not  an  excessive  rate  and  should  occasion  no 
undue  anxiety. 

Malnutrition.  Three  hundred  and  seventy-one  children  pre- 
sented indications  of  malnourishment.  These  indications  were  de- 
termined by  the  relationship  between  height  and  weight  and  by 
other  symptoms  of  subnormal  physical  development.  This  number 
must  be  multiplied  by  three  to  obtain  an  estimate  of  the  number  of 
malnourished  children  in  the  schools. 

Pulmonary  defects.  Three  hundred  and  twenty-six  children  had 
symptoms  of  pulmonary  involvement.  There  are  in  the  schools  ap- 
proximately two  thousand  children  who  are  underweight  or  who 
have  symptoms  of  pulmonary  disease.  If  these  children  were  care- 
fully examined,  probably  not  less  than  two  hundred  would  show 
signs  of  the  presence  of  tuberculosis.  Further,  unless  these  two  hun- 
dred childi'en  receive  proper  care  they  may  sooner  or  later  develop 
active  tuberculosis  with  the  inevitable  end  result. 

Tuberculosis  preventive  measures  have  given  such  good  results 
that  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  their  value.  Measures  of  recognized 
merit  for  treating  children  include  open  air  schools,  summer  day 
camps,  and  sanatoria  or  preventoria.  An  active  campaign  to  eradi- 
cate tuberculosis  is  costly  if  only  finances  ai'e  considered,  but  if  re- 
sults are  checked  against  expenditures,  the  profit  would  satisfy  any 
get-rich-quick  artist.

SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE 

This  service,  in  addition  to  operative  dental  treatments  has  en- 
deavored to  instruct  children  in  the  proper  care  of  teeth,  and  that 
this  instruction  has  been  of  value  is  evidenced  by  the  increased 
number  of  children  who  visit  a  dentist  regularly.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  at  some  future  date  it  may  be  possible  to  increase  the  personnel 
and  thus  afford  greater  facilities  for  operative  dental  treatments.

INFANT  WELFARE 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  has  declined,  but  the  infant  death 
rate  has  risen,  due  to  a  sharp  decline  in  the  birth  rate.  There  ap- 
pears to  be  no  particular  reason  for  the  change  in  either  rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  and  the  rate  under  one  month  of  age  con- 
tinues high.  It  appears  that  intensive  prenatal  care  and  instruction 
must  be  made  available  for  mothers  if  this  early  death  rate  and  also 
the  general  infant  death  rate  are  to  be  lowered.  It  is  not  possible  to 
undertake  this  service  with  the  present  personnel,  which  is  already 
overburdened.      Intensive  prenatal  service  wherever  undertaken   has 
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proved  its  worth  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  like  re- 
sults could  be  obtained  in  this  city. 

The  prenatal  demonstration  conducted  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  ended  August  first.  This  demonstration  was  limited  of 
necessity  to  a  particular  section  of  the  city,  a  section  where  intensive 
infant  welfare  service  had  been  available  for  several  years  but  no 
organized  prenatal  service  had  been  possible,  other  than  the  sei-vice 
given  by  the  Amoskeag  Corporation  welfare  division,  the  District 
Nursing  Association,  and  a  limited  prenatal  service  by  nurses  of  the 
health   department. 

Attendance  at  the  weekly  meetings  and  requests  for  home  in- 
struction indicated  that  the  sei-vice  was  appreciated.  Individual  case 
histories  demonstrated  the  value  of  the  service  not  only  to  the  mother 
but  also  to  the  baby. 

Unfortunately,  the  demonstration  was  not  of  sufficient  length  to 
influence  the  infant  death  rates  in  the  wards  included  in  the  demon- 
stration area.

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SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 
West   Side   District 

In  this  district,  physical  examinations  of  school  children  were 
started  on   September   14th  and   completed   on   December   18th. 

Diphtheria  cases  were  few,  only  4  being  found  in  the  total  num- 
ber examined.  A  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  found,  mostly 
isolated.  A  slight  outbreak  in  one  of  the  schools  was  quickly 
checked  through  careful  daily  examination  of  all  children  who  had 
been  in  contact.  Of  other  diseases  found  during  the  examination, 
we  mention  suspected  or  doubtful  goitre,  13  cases;  impetigo,  17; 
scabies,  8 ;  whooping  cough,  3 ;  ringworm,  3 ;  chicken  pox,  1 ;  of  in- 
fluenza, mumps,  or  measles,  not  a  single  case  was  found.  Pediculo- 
sis is  still  noticed  in  a  few  isolated  cases,  but  due  to  the  good  co-oper- 
ation of  the  parents  and  teachers,  it  is  slowly  disappearing.

It  will  be  noticed  in  our  statistics  that  lungs  and  heart  conditions 
are  numerous;  there  is  absolutely  no  doubt  that  bad  lung  cases  were 
few  and  seldom  met  with.  This  large  number  was  simply  due  to 
the  fact  that  under  this  heading  were  also  classified  all  cases  of  acute 
and  chronic  bronchitis,  subject  all  to  re-examination  during  our 
second  term ;  the  same  may  be  said  of  heart  cases,  where  all  sus- 
picious symptoms  or  conditions  were  checked  for  later  re-examina- 
tion; all  things  considered,  it  was  found  that  children  were  doing 
well  and  usually  in  a  good  healthy  condition.

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SOUTHEASTERN  DISTRICT 

The  work  of  school  medical  inspection  in  the  southeastern  dis- 
trict has  been  carried  on  in  the  same  manner  as  previous  years.  All 
children  in  the  entering  grades,  the  fourth  grade,  and  the  eighth 
grades  have  been  given  complete  physical  examination.  The  Schick 
test  has  been  given  to  those  pupils  whose  parents  expressed  their  de- 
sire to  have  the  test  made,  and  many  children  have  received  toxin- 
antitoxin  at  the  weekly  clinics  held  at  the  Board  of  Health  Office. 
This  work  has  undoubtedly  been  of  great  value  in  reducing  the  num- 
ber of  cases  of  diphtheria. 

A  total  of  2,058  children  were  given  physical  examination.  It 
was  found  that  569  of  this  number  had  defects  of  some  kind.  Some 
defects  were  as  follows:

The  above  summaiy  resembles  closely  those  of  pi-evious  yeai-s  in 
that  the  defects  requiring  greatest  attention  are  pediculosis  and  skin 
diseases,  bad  tonsils,  and  defective  vision.  These  defects  ax"e  fairly 
numerous  and  require  constant  attention  to  discover  and  improve. 
In  addition  to  these  examinations,  about  300  children  were  vaccinated 
and  112  permits  for  work  were  issued. 

The  campaign  against  diphtheria  has  been  received  with  more 
enthusiasm  than  usual  this  year  and  the  clinics  for  the  gi%'ing  of  toxin- 
antitoxin  have  been  crowded.  We  are  very  much  pleased  with  this 
great  increase  in  the  demand  for  the  prevention  of  disease  and  ap- 
preciate the  interest  and  willingness  of  the  parents  to  co-operate  so 
heai-tily  with  us  in  this  matter.  The  results  of  the  campaign  are 
already  appearing  in  the  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  diphtheria 
victims  now  found  in  the  cit^\  A  summaiy  of  the  Schick  work  for 
the  past  year  is  appended.

The  children  represented  in  the  above  table  were  almost  entirely 
found  in  the  kindei"garten  and  first  grade,  the  ages  most  \-ulnerable 
to  the  disease.  The  high  propoition  susceptible  to  diphtheria  at  this 
age  shows  the  great  need  of  action  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
maladv. 
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For  the  past  four  years  we  have  been  interested  in  the  relation 
existing  between  physical  defects  and  mental  ability.  The  following 
study  of  the  question  is  based  on  the  examination  of  5,069  children 
during  these  years.  The  table  below  shows  the  degree  of  scholar- 
ship attained  by  the  children  in  relation  to  their  physical  condition. 
Taking  each  physical  group  (as  "fair  nutrition"  or  "diseased  tonsils") 
at  1007<:  we  have  found  what  portion  of  each  group  has  been  able 
to  attain  good  scholarship  and  what  portion  has  fallen  below.  The 
scholarship  ratings  are  obtained  from  the  school  register  and  the 
physical  findings  are  the  result  of  our  annual  inspection  service.  The 
table  which  follows  explains  itself.

According  to  the  table  579c  of  nonnal  children  of  good  nutrition 
attain  a  scholarship  above  the  average  which  can  be  considered  as 
satisfactory.  This  figure  must,  then,  be  considered  as  our  standard 
unit  and  taken  as  the  basis  for  comparison.  Children  of  fair  nutri- 
tion show  about  the  same  propoilion  of  good  scholarship  as  is  found 
among  the  noi-mal  ones,  but  among  those  of  poor  nutrition  we  no- 
tice a  marked  falling  off  of  good  scholarship  (from  129^  to  oVc  of 
excellent  and  from  Al'^c  to  22*;^  for  good)  and  a  corresponding  in- 
crease in  the  proportion  of  unsatisfactory  work  (an  increase  of 
from  297c  to  46''f  fair  and  from  129^  to  27'^'c  for  poor.)  Defective 
tonsils  do  not  seem  to  affect  the  mental  work  of  the  group  so  in- 
flicted for  the  proportion  under  each  scholarship  heading  runs  veiy 
close  to  our  normal  figures.  Vision  shows  little  effect  upon  scholar- 
ship although  here  we  find  a  small  but  definite  lessening  in  the  pro- 
portion of  satisfactoiy  work  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
poor  scholarship  group.  This  is  undoubtedly  caused  by  the  compara- 
tively few  in  whom  vision  is  so  impaired  as  to  make  it  difficult  to 
see  the  board  or  to  read  the  lessons. 

In  short,  minor  physical  defects  seem  to  have  no  injurious  effect 
upon  the  quality  of  mental  work;  those  who  are  moderately  under- 
weight, have  diseased  tonsils,  or  slightly  impaired  vision,  are  able  to 
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do  work  of  the  same  quality  as  is  done  by  those  not  suffering  from 
these  defects.  The  quality  of  the  brain  seems  to  be  largely  an  in- 
herited factor  capable  of  development  by  training  and,  fortunately, 
relatively  independent  of  minor  changes  in  the  primarily  physical 
organs.  Although  these  minor  abnormalities  do  not  seem  to  affect 
the  mental  work  in  our  group  study,  it  would  seem  reasonable  that 
the  individual  child's  mental  grasp  would  be  somewhat  improved 
and  the  foundation  on  which  his  life  structure  is  to  be  built  would 
be  made  more  secure  and  more  promising  with  removal  of  defects 
however  slight.  Owing  to  the  remarkable  reserve  force  of  the  body, 
minor  defects  can  be  borne  for  some  time  without  seeming  harm;  as 
the  child  grows  older*,  however,  these  defects  often  have  a  cumula- 
tive effect  and  a  definite  lessening  of  strength  and  efficiency  becomes 
apparent. 

Even  in  childhood  our  figures  show  a  marked  falling  off  in  schol- 
arship among  those  with  the  severer  forms  of  defects  which,  in  their 
minor  forms,  seem  to  cause  no  trouble.  Hence  it  is  that  poor  nutri- 
tion gives  a  marked  increase  in  poor  mental  work  where  fair  nutri- 
tion shows  little  effect  on  scholarship.  The  same  appears  to  be  true 
of  vision.  It  would,  then,  seem  very  wise  and  desirable  to  correct 
minor  defects  while  the  child  still  has  the  growing  powers  of  youth 
and  before  they  have  progressed  to  the  severer  forms  which  give  a 
lowered  efficiency  and  a  distinct  handicap  in  life.  That  is  one  of  the 
chief  aims  in  school  medical  inspection:  to  detect  minor  defects,  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  parents  to  them,  and  to  correct  them  with 
the  assistance  of  their  family  physician.  The  parents  are  showing 
their  appreciation  in  these  efforts  and  we  wish  to  thank  them  as  well 
as  the  school  authorities  for  their  co-operation  in  this  work.

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MILK  INSPECTION  SERVICE 

Much  progress  was  made  this  year  in  raising  the  quality  of  the 
milk  sold  in  the  city.  The  adoption  by  most  of  the  large  dealers  of 
the  scheme  of  buying  milk  by  weight  and  test  has  been  of  great  as- 
sistance. This  method  is  rapidly  replacing  the  old  method  of  buying 
by  the  can. 

Buying  milk  by  weight  and  butter  fat  test  is  fairest  to  both  the 
producer  and  dealer.  The  only  persons  who  object  are  those  who 
produce  milk  of  a  lower  standard  than  the  public  is  demanding,  and 
are  therefore  cut  on  the  price  they  receive  for  their  product.  When 
the  producer  finds  that  it  makes  several  dollars  difference  in  the  size 
of  his  milk  check  each  month,  he  proceeds  at  once  to  improve  his 
product  by  putting  more  butter  fat  into  the  cans,  either  by  eliminat- 
ing some'  of  his  low  test  cows,  or  by  adding  some  that  test  high. 
Thus,  the  result  is  that  hundreds  of  milk  producers  are  improving  the 
quality  of  their  milk,  and  the  consumer  receives  more  cream  on  the 
top  of  his  milk  bottle. 

One  producer,  when  brought  to  task  for  selling  milk  which  had 
a  high  bacteria  count,  explained  that  when  he  bargained  to  supply 
the  creamery  with  milk,  they  were  making  cheese  with  their  milk 
supply.  Since  that  time,  the  creamery  had  found  it  more  profitable 
to  sell  fluid  milk,  but  they  still  paid  the  producer  the  cheese  price. 
The  inspector  promptly  saw  to  it  that  the  milk  was  made  into 
cheese,  and  the  producer  is  receiving  the  cheese  price  for  his  milk. 
This  problem  is  continually  growing,  owing  to  changed  conditions 
and  a  greater  demand  for  fluid  milk  in  the  cities  within  reasonable 
shipping  distance  of  creameries  and  cheese  plants.  Throughout  New 
England,  the  demand  for  fluid  milk  is  diverting  the  supply  to  city 
markets,  thereby  reducing  the  amount  of  butter  and  cheese  made  in 
the  several  states. 

These  creameries  and  cheese  plants  should  be  willing  to  pay 
more  to  their  producers,  but  at  the  same  time  demand  that  the  milk 
be  given  extra  care,  that  they  may  be  able  to  supply  a  product  which 
will  be  safe  and  satisfactory  to  their  new  customers. 

A  simple  and  inexpensive  method  of  determining  the  keeping- 
quality  of  milk  was  developed  by  Dr.  Carl  Berthel  and  Dr.  Orla 
Jensen,  two  Scandinavian  scientists.  This  method  is  also  known  as 
the  reduction  test,  or  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test.  It  is  based 
on  the  fact  that  the  color  imparted  to  milk  by  a  small  quantity  of 
methylene  blue  will  disappear  more  or  less  quickly.  The  rate  of 
this  disappearance  depends  almost  exclusively  on  the  number  of  bac- 
teria present  in  the  rnilk,  if  other  factors  such  as  the  temperature  of 
the  milk  are  kept  constant  during  the  test.     The  reduction  test  can

be  carried  on  with  very  little  expense,  and  labor  and  by  any  intelli- 
gent person.  This  makes  it  a  useful  method  for  the  rapid  inspection 
of  large  numbers  of  samples  where  milk  companies  wish  to  assure 
themselves  that  the  quality  of  their  milk  will  meet  the  standards  set 
by  city  milk  ordinances.

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REPORT   OF  MAIN  STREET  INFANT  WELFARE  STATION 

The  report  of  the  activities  of  the  West  Side  Infant  Welfare  Sta- 
tion for  the  year  ending  December  31,   1925,  is  hereby  submitted. 

Two  nurses  ai'e  in  attendance  at  this  station.  A  well  baby  con- 
ference is  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon.  All  births  reported  are 
verified  within  a  few  days,  and  visits  so  far  as  possible  are  made  fre- 
quently during  the  first  year  of  life,  for  the  purpose  of  observing 
the  baby  and  conferring  with  the  mother  on  matters  pertaining  to 
baby  hygiene  and  feeding.  Breast  feeding  is  urged  whenever  pos- 
sible, and  every  effort  is  made  to  bring  this  about.  Cases  which  are 
found  to  need  medical  attention  are  referred  to  the  family  physician. 
The  nurse  will  then  call,  with  the  physician's  permission,  to  instruct 
the  mother  in  following  out  orders. 

At  present,  we  have  94  prenatal  cases  under  supervision.  Cases 
are  not  taken  until  the  mother  has  consulted  her  physician,  then  with 
his  consent  we  continue  on  the  case.  Home  calls  are  made  monthly, 
blood  pressure  is  taken,  and  urine  tested.  The  mother  is  invited  to 
the  station  once  a  month  to  be  weighed,  and  general  instruction  re- 
garding  preparations    for   confinement   is   given. 

There  are  three  licensed  boarding  homes  for  infants  in  this  dis- 
trict, and  six  homes  caring  for  one  baby. 

There  were  47  deaths  of  babies  under  one  year  of  age  during  the 
past  year.  21  of  these  were  premature  birth,  and  there  were  24 
stillbirths. 

During  the  year,  324  new  babies  were  registered  at  the  station. 
Of  this  number,  64  were  supervised  by  other  agencies.

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REPORT  OF  PEARL  STREET  STATION  FOR  YEAR  1925 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  that  I  make  the  report  of  the 
work  done  at  this  station  during  the  past  year.  The  work  of  the 
year  is  much  the  same  as  it  has  been  during  the  last  four  years.  A 
well-baby  clinic  is  held  every  Thursday  morning,  with  a  physician 
in  attendance.  You  will  note  a  gratifying  change  in  the  clinic  at- 
tendance for  the  last  three  years.  In  1923,  there  were  400  station 
visits;  in  1924,  there  were  428;  and  in  1925,  there  were  549  station 
erase  of  379c  over  1923.  Some  of  the  mothers  did  not  know  of  the 
station  in  this  district  until  the  last  year. 

In  the  north  district  the  work  is  not  congested  as  in  other  dis- 
tricts, consequently  the  calls  are  largely  scattered.  If  an  automobile 
was  at  the  disposal  of  the  nurse  two  or  three  times  during  the  week, 
there  would  be  more  time  for  closer  supervision  in  the  congested 
area. 

There  were  2612  home  calls.  200  of  these  were  nursing  visits, 
and  340  were  new  baby  visits.  At  present  there  are  362  babies 
under  supervision;  108  of  these  have  registered  at  the  station;  254 
are  supervised  in  their  homes,  but  have  never  come  to  the  station. 
Among  the  supervised  babies,  449f  are  breast-fed,  26%  bottle  feed- 
ings, 5%  mixed,  and  25Vc  on  diets.  Our  work  is  to  encourage 
breast  feeding  and  teach  mothers  the  proper  care  of  the  baby  and 
dangers  of  artificial  feeding. 

382  births  were  reported  this  year,  of  this  number  375  were  at- 
tended by  physicians,  6  by  midwives,  and  one  by  others.  Of  the 
324  verified  births,  at  the  time  of  verification  227  were  breast-fed, 
73  bottle-fed,  and  24  mixed  feedings. 

Death  Rate 

During  the  past  year  56  babies  died  under  one  year.  In  1923 
85  babies  died  under  one  year,  which  makes  the  baby  death  rate  in 
this  district  34%  less  than  in  1923.  Eight  of  these  babies  died  under 
the  age  of  six  months,  7  under  three  months,  4  under  one  month,  12 
under  one  week,  9  under  one  day;  19  were  due  to  prematurity. 
There  were  34  deaths  in  hospitals;  five  residing  within  the  district; 
19  non-resident  babies. 

The  month  of  June  had  the  lowest  death  rate  of  any  one  month, 
there  being  one  death,  and  that  was  due  to  prematurity.  Among 
the  56  deaths  this  year,  but  9  were  due  to  intestinal  diseases.  There 
were  17  stillbirths  during  the  past  year,  7  of  these  non-residents. 
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Midwives 

There  is  no  midwife  problem,  as  there  are  no  licensed  midwives 
in  the  district.  Only  six  births  were  attended  by  midwives  during 
1925. 

Baby   Boarding  Houses 

There  are  two  licensed  baby  boarding  homes  in  the  district,  and 
two  homes  caring  for  one  child.  These  homes  are  registered  with 
the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections  and  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  nurse. 

Vaccination   Clinics 

Two  vaccination  clinics  were  held  previous  to  the  opening  of 
school.      84  children  were  vaccinated  at  these  clinics.

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REPORT   OF  MERRIMACK   STREET   INFANT   WELFARE 
STATION,   1925 

The  first  full  year  of  work  at  the  present  location  of  the  Merri- 
mack Street  Infant  Welfare  Station  has  just  closed.  We  have  rea- 
son to  feel  gratified  with  the  results  attained  during  the  year.  The 
work  has  increased  in  every  branch,  which  is  shown  by  a  comparison 
of  figures  for  this  year  with  those  of  previous  years.  This  is  un- 
doubtedly due  to  the  fact  that  an  automobile  has  been  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  nurses  for  the  past  six  months,  which  has  enabled  them 
to  reach  families  in  the  outlying  districts,  and  to  increase  materially 
the  total  number  of  home  calls,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  for  two 
months  of  the  time,  only  one  nurse  was  on  duty. 

6184  home  calls  were  made  in  1925,  against  5308  in  1924.  This 
is  an  increase  of  12%  which  may  be  traced  directly  to  the  use  of 
the  machine.  This  would  surely  justify  any  expense  incidental  to 
the  upkeep  of  the  car. 

784  visits  to  the  station  were  made  in  1925,  and  641  in  1924, 
showing  an  increase  of  18'7'e  for  the  year.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  clinic  attendance  is  composed  almost  entirely  of  well  babies, 
these  figures  are  gratifying,  as  they  show  that  the  trend  of  the 
work  is  toward   education  and  prevention   rather  than   cure. 

There  were  72  deaths  of  babies  under  one  year  of  age  during 
the  year  in  the  two  districts  served  by  the  station,  40  of  these  deaths 
occurred  during  the  first  month  of  life,  and  before  the  first  visit  had 
been  made  by  the  nurse.  This  is  55%  of  the  total  deaths.  Perhaps 
some  of  these  babies  could  have  been  aided  if  we  had  received  the 
birth  reports  more  promptly.  15  were  premature  births,  and  there 
were  32  stillbirths,  an  increase  of  5  over  1924.  This  would  seem 
a  convincing  argument  in  favor  of  prenatal  work,  as  prenatal  work 
is  the  only  means  of  decreasing  the  death  rate  to  any  extent.  Only 
five  supei*vised  babies  died. 

The  midwife  problem  no  longer  exists,  as  there  are  but  two  mid- 
wives  in  practice,  only  one  active.  She  is  apparently  well  qualified, 
and  no  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  her. 

The  baby  boarding  home  problem  is  a  problem  no  longer,  unem- 
ployment keeping  the  mothers  at  home. 

A  certain  amount  of  social  service  work  is  of  necessity  involved 
in  the  work  of  the  nurses.  Many  private  individuals  and  clubs  are 
interested  in  the  work,  and  donate  money  and  clothing  to  be  used 
for  needy  families.  We  have  many  calls  for  aid  that  are  referred  to 
the  charitable  organizations  of  the  city.  During  the  past  year,  486 
quarts  of  milk  were  p-rovided  from  funds  given  for  that  purpose,  and

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TUBERCULOSIS  IN  RETREAT 


The  work  of  the  tuberculosis  clinics  and  the  tuberculosis  nurse 
during  the  past  year  has  shown  gratifying  results.  More  and  more 
cases  are  being  discovered  in  the  early  and  suspicious  stages.  The 
advanced  cases  are  decreasing  in  number;  the  date  rate  from  the 
disease  is  steadily  declining.  More  patients  are  recovering.  The 
educational  work  of  the  nurses  and  of  the  Tuberculosis  Association 
is  showing  results  in  the  increasing  willingness  of  the  public  to  at- 
tend the  clinics,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  for  early  diag- 
nosis; to  follow  faithfully  the  advice  of  the  clinic  physician  and 
nurse  particularly  as  to  the  advisability  of  sanatorium  treatment.  It 
has  taken  many  years  to  bring  about  this  very  satisfactory  state  of 
affairs — to  change  the  whole  view  point  of  the  public  from  a  fatal- 
istic one,  as  regards  the  curability  and  preventability  of  tuberculosis 
to  that  of  today  in  which  the  average  citizen  is  an  informed  and  a  co- 
operative agent  in  the  fight  to  prevent  and  cure  tuberculosis.  The 
success  of  the  work  is  due  in  large  part  to  this  genuine  interest  and 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  great  masses  of  the  people  of  our 
city.  It  is  a  source  of  real  gratification  to  the  tuberculosis  workers  in 
the  field  that  the  results  have  been  so  noteworthy.  For  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  our  city  is  a  great  manufacturing  center  with  cotton 
mills  and  shoe  shops,  dusty  and  indoor  occuptions  which  predispose 
to  tuberculosis,  yet  the  city  is  among  the  leading  municipalities  in 
the  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  Great  White  Plague. 

We  must  not,  however,  relax  our  efforts.  These  facts  are  still 
self  evident.  Tuberculosis  is  probably  the  most  prevalent  infectious 
disease  in  our  city.  It  incapacitates  for  a  long  period  of  time.  It 
strikes  the  workers  and  disables  those  in  the  productive  period  of 
life  for  most  of  our  patients  are  between  20  and  40  years  of  age. 
There  is  still  a  great  task  before  us.  Only  constant  vigilance  and 
effort  and  continued  educational  work  can  keep  down  the  mortality 
lists ;  encourage  and  provide  early  diagnosis,  sanatorium  treatment 
and  intensive  treatment  in  the  home.  Continued  searching  out  of 
the  early  cases;  more  skillful  treatment,  more  adequate  facilities  for 
treatment  are  needed  for  complete  success.  Sanatorium  and  hospi- 
tal treatment  is  best  for  tuberculosis  cases.  These  institutions  pro- 
vide ihe  maximum  opportunity  for  cure,  humanitarian  care,  and 
segregation,  thus  assuring  the  most  e*ffectual  means  of  prevention 
of  the  disease.  It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  assure  constant  and 
continuous  observance  of  preventive  measures  in  the  home,  partic- 
ularly in  the  overci'owded  homes  of  the  poor  where  most  of  these 
cases    are.       The    sanatorium    beds    at    GlencHff    and    Pembroke    have 
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been  utilized  to  a  large  extent,  yet  the  need  for  hospital   facilities  in 
our  city   is  apparent. 

Increasing  experience  and  study  has  shown  clearly  the  importance 
of  childhood  infection  in  tuberculosis.  During  the  past  six  years 
we  have  been  examining  increasingly  large  numbers  of  children  in 
the  clinics.  Most  of  these  children  have  been  referred  for  examina- 
tion because  of  prolonged  and  intimate  contract  with  active  cases  in 
the  home,  or  because  of  symptoms  such  as  cough,  and  malnutrition. 
The  most  effective  means  of  bringing  these  children  up  to  normal 
condition  is  by  means  of  an  Open  Air'  School,  with  its  carefully 
regulated  routine  and  its  close  co-operation  with  the  home.  The  need 
for  an  open  air  school  in  Manchester  has  been  evident  for  some  time, 
and  undoubtedly  such  facilities  will  be  made  available. 

During  the  coming  year  your  department  plans  to  continue  its 
work  through  the  clinics  for  the  searching  out  of  the  early  cases  and 
particularly  to  search  out  the  childhood  tuberculosis  cases  in  the 
"contact  and  malnourished  groups  of  children." 

We  are  grateful  for  the  confidence  and  generous  co-operation 
shown  us  on  all  sides  by  the  Board  members,  the  physicians  of  the 
city,  the  public  health  workers  and  the  public  in  general.

The  several  small  cemeteries  ha\e  received  the  usual  care  and  attention. 
One  lot  was  sold  in  the  Piscataquog  cemetery,  two  markers  set  and  the 
iron  fence  painted.  At  the  Amoskeag  Cemetery  the  survey  for  plan  of 
burials  was  completed,  the  fence  and  gates  painted  and  one  monument 
and  two  markers  were  set. 

M  the  Pine  Grove  Cemetery  a  new  Greenhouse  was  built  100  feet  x  6 
inches  X  2%  feet  x  7  inches  and  a  new  heating  plant  installed  large  enough 
to  care  for  the  whole  range.  A  hand  elevator  was  installed  in  our  new 
storehouse.  We  moulded  1217  cement  corner  bounds,  28  cement  stop  and 
wastes  and  13  fence  posts.  The  usual  amount  of  bedding  was  done  in  the 
several  cemeteries  and  266  urns  and  ISO  pots  were  filled  with  plants  for 
private    lots. 

Trenched   10,000  square  feet  and  removed  the  stone. 

Removed  12  trees  and  382  stumps.  ^ 

Laid  200  feet  of  water  pipe  and  put  in  2  hydrants. 

Laid  225  feet  of  drain  pipe  and  built  6  cesspools. 

.\  section  of  lot  laying  between  Spring  and  Basswood  Avenues  con- 
taining 10,822  square  feet  was  brought  to  grade  and  seeded.  Maple  Lawn 
was  completed. 
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At  the  Valley  Cemetery  the  Green  Gateway  was  painted,  11  perpetual 
care  lots  were  regraded.  The  roofs  of  the  summer  houses  were  painted  ; 
202  sunken  graves  refilled ;  94  stones  levelled  up. 

The  stone  work  on  131  lots  was  cleaned  and  about  200  loads  of  sand 
removed  from  the  brook.     We  removed  6  dead  trees  and  set  out  24. 

Extensive  repairs  was  made  on  the  water  mains,  1  length  of  3  feet  and 
46  feet  of  2  inch  and  1  1-4  were  replaced. 

13  old  hydrants  were  repaired. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  on  the  plotting  of  graves  and  stonework.

Pursuant  to  our  agreement,  we  have  made  an  audit  of  the  accounts  of 
the  City  of  Alanchester  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1925. 

We  submit  herewith  our  report  together  with  exhibits  and  supporting 
schedules  indexed  on  the  preceding  page. 

Balance  Sheet 

The  financial  condition  of  the  City  of  Manchester  as  at  the  close  of  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1925  is  set  forth  in  Exhibit  A  and  its  supporting 
schedules  I  to  \^III,  inckisive.  The  details  of  the  items  shown  in  this  ex- 
hibit are  commented  on  as  follows  :

Revenue  purposes  in  anticipation  of  Loans  authorized  but  not  issued.

The  Tax  Ledgers  for  the  years  1920  to  1925,  inclusive  were  listed  by 
us  and  were  found  to  be  substantially  correct.  The  slight  difference  be- 
tween the  respective  controlling  accounts  kept  by  the  City  Auditor  and 
the  Tax  Ledgers  are  shown  in  detail  in  Exhibit  E.

The  accounts  listed  under  the  above  captions  represent  properties  ac- 
quired by  the  City  for  non  payment  of  taxes.  The  increases  during  the 
year  were  as  follows :

All  departmental  bills  rendered  during  the  year  were  examined  and 
checked  to  the  City  Auditor's  records.  Credits  and  abatements  were 
checked  to  the  departmental  accounts  receivable  and  the  Auditor's  records. 
Cash  Collections  as  recorded  by  the  various  departments  were  found  to 
have  been  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Temporary  Revenue  Loan  $200,000.00 

This  account  represents  the  balance  due  on  loans  made  during  the  year 
in  anticipation  of  taxes.  The  details  of  this  account  are  shown  in  Exhibit. 
A— Schedule  L 
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Appropriation  Balances  $170,072.41 

Departments  having  appropriation  balances  are  shown  on  the  Balance 
Sheet.  These  balances  represent  appropriations  authorized  in  1925  or 
prior  years  carried  over  to  1926.  The  amount  exceeds  the  balance  of 
December  31,   1924  by  $119,493.71. 

Revenue  of  1925  and  I'l'-ior  years  $340,924.27 

The  unexpended  balance  of  Revenue  of  1923  and  prior  years  is  shown 
in  detail  in  Schedules  IV  and  V. 

Schedule  IV  shows  additional  revenues  and  charges  for  1924  and  prior 
years. 

Schedule  V  shows  Revenues  and  Expenditures  of  the  Current  Year 
plus  the  credit  balance  transferred  from  the  prior  years  revenue. 

It  wdl  be  noted  by  reference  to  Schedule  IV  that  the  charges  to  rev- 
enue of  prior  years  during  1925  exceeded  the  credits  to  revenue  of  prior 
years  during  1925  by  $9,111.37. 

By  reference  to  Schedule  V  it  will  be  noted  that  the  Revcneus  of  1925 
exceeded  the  appropriations  and  other  charges  of  1925  by  $105,007.92, 
making  a  net  increase  in  the  Revenue  of  1925  and  prior  years  of  $9.1,- 
896.55. 

Nox  Revenue  Accounts 

The  Non-Revenue  accounts  shown  in  the  Balance  Sheet  represent  the 
financial  accounts  for  permanent  improvements,  betterments  and  outlays 
and  are  financed  by  Bond  issues  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  and  approved  by  the  Finance  Commission. 

The  cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  bunds  must  be  used  for  the  purpose 
for  which  the  loans  are  authorized  and  the  accounts  relating  to  Non  Rev- 
enue transactions  are  therefore  kept  separate  from  Revenue  accounts. 

The  appropriation  l:)alanccs  shown  in  the  Non  Revenue  Accounts  rep- 
resent uncompleted  accounts  carried  oxer  to  1926.

Cash  on  deposit  in  Savings  Banks  was  further  verified  by  correspond- 
ence with  the  depositaries.

Cemetery  Trust  Funds  $^33,359.11 

Cemetery  Trust  Funds  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees 
of  Cemetery  Funds,  consisting  of  securities  and  cash  on  deposit  in  Sav- 
ings Banks,  were  presented  for  our  inspection  and  verification,  and  were 
found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  controlling  account  shown  in  the  Aud- 
itor's general  ledger. 

Cash  funds  on  deposit  in  Savings  Banks  were  further  verified  by  corre- 
spondence with  the  depositaries. 

Details  of  Cemetery  Trust  Funds  are  shown  in  Exhibit  A — Schedule 
VII. 

Library  Trust  Funds  $55,070.40 

Librarjr  Trust  Funds  in  the  custody  of  the  Librarian  and  the  City 
Treasurer  consisting  of  Cash  on  deposit  in  Savings  Banks  were  exam- 
ined and  verified,  both  by  inspection  and  correspondence  with  the  deposi- 
taries. The  amounts  certified  to  by  the  various  depositaries  were  found 
to  be  in  agreement  with  the  records  of  the  custodians  and  the  City 
Auditor.

Funds. 

The  increase  in  Library  and  Cemetery  Trust  Funds  during  the  year 
1925  was  $23,430.51.

Statement  of  Budget  Accounts  ExIiHbit  C 

The  appropriation  ledger  containing  the  Departmental  Budget  Ac- 
counts was  checked  in  detail.  Cash  Receipts  credited  to  appropriations 
were  checked  and  verified.  Departmental  and  Municipal  Transfers  and 
Appropriation   Balances  were  also  verified. 
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Resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  recorded  by  the 
City  Clerk  were  examined.  Appropriations  as  shown  in  Exhibit  C  were 
found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  resolutions  voted  by  the  Board. 

Estimated  Revenue  Exhibit  D 

Estimated  Revenue  is  the  term  applied  to  all  revenue  of  the  City  ex- 
cept Taxes  and  Water  bills. 

It  is  justly  called  estimated  as  it  must  be  predetermined  at  the  time  of 
making  up  the  City's  annual  Budget  appropriations. 

The  figures  shown  in  Exhibit  D  are  the  actual  revenues  for  1925  with 
the  exceptions  as  stated  above.  The  total  receipts  fell  short  of  the  esti- 
mated Revenue  by  $25,855.99.  This,  however,  would  not  have  been  so 
had  the  City's  share  of  Income  Tax,  due  from  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, been  paid  before  closing  the  books  December  31,  1925. 

This  tax  amounting  to  $70,606.82  was  paid  to  the  City  on  January  6, 
1926,  and  should  have  been  included  in  Estimated  Revenue  of  1925. 

Departmental  Accounts  '  Exhibits  E  to  T,  Inclusive 

Departmental  Accounts  Receivable  were  audited  and  found  to  be  in 
agreement  with  their  respective  controls  in  the  General  Ledger  kept  by 
the  City  Auditor. 

Departmental  Payrolls  and  Bill  Sheets  were  examined,  added  and 
checked  to  the  Auditors  records. 

Cash  Receipts  of  the  various  departments  were  listed  and  added  and 
found  to  have  been  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  duly  recorded  on  the 
books  of  the  City  Auditor. 

Further  details  regarding  the  various  departmental  accounts  may  be 
had  by  reference  to  the  Departmental  statements — Exhibits  E  to  T,  in- 
clusive. 

Auditors  Department 

The  books  of  account,  payrolls,  bill  sheets  and  other  data  recording 
the  City's  financial  transactions  were  examined,  added  and  checked  to  the 
General  and  Subsidiary  Ledgers. 

The  purchases  made  by  the  various  departments  and  approved  for  pay- 
ment were  added  and  compared  with  the  Treasury  Warrants. 

The  Treasurj'  Warrants  authorizing  the  City  Treasurer  to  make  dis- 
bursements for  the  various  departmental  bills  and  payrolls  were  added 
and  checked  the  City  Treasurer's  Cash  Book  and  were  found  to  b  ecor- 
rectly  footed  and  properly  entered. 

The  Analysis  of  Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements  as  recorded  by  the 
Auditor's  department  was  compared  and  found  to  be  in  agreement  with 
the   City  Treasurer's   record. 

Cash  paid  directly  to  the  City  Treasurer  was  verified  by  examination 
of  the  duplicate  receipts  and  file  in  the  City  Auditor's  department. 
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Accounts  Receivable  carried  in  the  Auditor's  departmental  Ledger  was 
verified  by  the  records  of  the  departments  rendering  the  bills. 

The  books  of  account  and  other  records  of  the  City  Auditor  were 
found  to  be  kept  in  a  very  excellent  and  orderly  manner. 

We  advise  those  in  charge  of  the  City's  departmental  accounts  to  co- 
operate writh  the  City  auditor  b}-  comparing  their  accounts  at  least  once 
each  month  in  order  that  any  discrepancies  in  their  accounts  may  be  ad- 
justed before  the  details  relative  to  the  transaction  are  forgotten.

Comparing  the  City's  Balance  Sheet  of  December  31,  1925  with  the 
Balance  Sheet  of  December  31,  1924,  we  find  that  the  financial  condition 
has  improved  as   follows:
